IMPORT TRADE CONTROL POLICY FOR APRIL 
1977—MARCH, 1978 

SECTION I 

GENERAL IMPORT POLICY AND 
LICENSING SYSTEM 

OBJECTIVE 

The broad objective of the import policy for actual 
users for 1977-78 is that the legitimate tequirements 
of industry for imported raw materials should be met 
in full. Fortunately, comparatively easy foreign 
exchange position has made it possible to liberalise the 
policy. This has, however, been done carefuUy so 
that chances of injury to indigenous Industry should 
be minimised, and the liberalised measures, in their 
totality, should lead to increase in industrial produc¬ 
tion, help in maintenance of the price line, particularly 
with respect to items of mass consumption, and 
strengthen the production base for a vigorous export 


effort. Certain changes have also been made in the 
import trade control system so as to cut down delays, 
and increase the efficiency of the organisation. 

2. A number of important changes in procedures 
and content has also been made. Applicants are, 
therefore, requested to read the relevant instructions 
carefully before applying for import licences. Special 
attention of the applicants is invited to the revised 
procedure in respect of items to be included in the 
consumption certificate, revised I.T.C. classification 
'for entries in this Book, supply of selected material 
by the canalising agencies without release orders, 
.'Open General Licence and the policy for iron and 
steel items. 


PART—A 

DEFINITION AND SCOPE 
Actual Users (Industrial) 

3. Actual users (mdustrial) are those who require 
raw materials, components, accessories and spare 
parts for their own use in an industrial manufacturing 
process. For purposes of issue of import licences, 
actual users (industrial) are classified into the following 
three categories 

(i) Those registered with Directorate General of 
Technical Development (hereinafter referred 
to as D.G.T.D. units). 

(ii) Those registered with the Directors of 

Industries or other sponsoring authorities in 
their respective States as small scale units 
(hereinafter referred to as small scale units), 
and 

(iii) Others (i.e. non-D.G.T.D, non-SSI units) 

New Units 

4. New units arc those which have the requisite 
machinery installed, but which did not receive import 
licences/release orders for raw materials, components 
ana ^ares for two consecutive periods viz., April 
1975—March 1976 and AprU 1976—March 1977. 
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Proposed Units 

5. Proposed units are those which have not installed 
the requisite machinery, but which have made arrange¬ 
ments in respect of premises, power, etc., and have 
placed firm ordeis, or opened letters of ciedit, for the 
purchase/import of machinery. 

Existing Units 

6 Existing units are those which have the installed 
machinery and have been getting import licences/ 
release orders If a unit has obtained allotment of 
.mported raw materials or components, through the 
State Trading Corporation or the Minerals and Metals 
Trading Corporation or any other recognised agency, 
or it has obtained import licences for raw materials 
and components under the import policy for registered 
exporters for any of the two licensing periods, namely, 
April 1975—March 1976 and April 1976—March 
1977, it will be treated as an existing unit. If an 
industrial unit has not received any import licence for 
raw materials and components or allotment of imported 
raw matcrials/componcnts in any of the two licensing 
periods mentioned above for any valid reasons, such 
unit may also be treated as an existing unit by the 
licensing authority on the recommendation of the 
sponsoring authority concerned, provided it had been 
in production during the aforesaid two licensing 
periods. 

Consumption Certificate 

7. Actual users are required to produce consump¬ 
tion certificates in the form given m Appendix 50 
showing the c.i.f. value of the imported raw materials 
and components consumed by a unit during a given 
period of time. This certificate has to be certified by 
a practising chartered accountant or cost accountant, 
who is not a partner or an employee of the applicant 
firm or its associates In the alternative, this certi¬ 
ficate may be given by the sponsoring authority con¬ 
cerned in the case of small scale units. A cost 
accountant must be a member of the Institute of Cost 
and Works Accountants of India, Calcutta and dulv 
authorised to undertake practice. 

8. The consumption certificate should include only 
the c.i.f. value of imported raw materials and com¬ 
ponents. These should have been either imported 
against the unit’s own actual user licences, or obtained 
trom the canalising agencies against release orders 
issued in favour of the unit by the licensing authorities, 
or licences/release orders obtained as registered 
exporter and/or nominee manufacturer under the 
registered exporters policy. Imported raw materials 
and components rcceived/obtained through eligible 


export houses, including export corporations of State/ 
Central Government under the import policy for 
registered exporters may also be included in the 
consumption' certificate. In all cases, only the c.i.f- 
value of imported raw materials and components 
should be shown It is clarified that in this certificate 
customs duty and other handling charges are NOT to 
be shown. In respect of steel items also, the consump¬ 
tion certificate should be in the form given in 
Appendix 50. 

Items to be excluded from the Consumption 
Certificate 

9. The past consumption of the following items 
should not be included in the consumption certificate 
for grant of import hcences/release orders :— 

(i) Items obtained/to be obtained from the 
canalising agency directly without the 
requirement of the release orders from the 
licensmg authorities, 

(ii) Items obtained directly from the canalising 
agencies on the recommendation of the 
sponsoring authority. 

(iii) Imported items purchased locally except 
impoited raw materials and components 
obtained from eligible export houses under 
the policy for registered exporters. 

(iv) Items covered hy the free licensing scheme 
as given in Appendix 2 of this Book. 

(v) Items imported/to be imported under Open 
General Licence. 

(vi) Iron and Steel items for which separate 
import appheations are required to be made 
in terms of the policy indicated in 
Appendix 41. 

It is clarified that these items should not be taken 
into account for computing the value of consumption 
to determine the eligibility for issue of import licences. 

10 During previous years, value of unutilised import 
licences/release orders in certam categories, which 
had been surrendered, was allowed to be taken into 
account for computing the value of consumption. 
This practice is being discontinued with effect from 
this year. The idea is that actual physical consump¬ 
tion of a unit should be the basis of further licensing. 

Revised ITC Clasdfication 

11. With effect from 1st April, 1976, Schedule I 
appended to the Imports (Control) Order, 1955, has 
been revised on the basis of the first Schedule of the 
Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 1975), which in turn, 
is based on B.T.N. Classification. TiU 31st March, 
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1976, Schedule 1 to the Imports (Control) Order, 
1955, was divided mto six parts, namely, Parts I, II, 
III, IV, V and VI, and each Part into separate serial 
numbers. The sequence of entries in Sections II, III 
and IV in the Red Book used to be in accordance with 
the l.T.C, Classification as given in old Schedule I 
to the Imports (Control) Order, 1955. During the 
licensing period April 1976—March 1977, corres- 
pondmg heading numbers of the Revised l.T.C. 
Schedule were shown against the respective items as 
far as possible. 

12. With elfect from April 1977—March 1978, 
Sections 11 and IV of the Red Book have been 
changed in accordance with the Revised l.T.C. Classi¬ 
fication as per existing Schedule I to the Imports 
(Control) Order, 1955. The pattern of entries in this 
Book is, therefore, in accordance with the revised 
l.T.C. schedule. Previously, there used to be an index 
giving the old l.T.C. Classification of the items from 
which the trade could know the classification of 
different items under old IT C. Schedule. As this 
Index contained the old l.T.C. classification, this has 
not been printed m this Book. In its place, Appendix 
57 has been introduced m which aU the B.T.N. entries 
have been reproduced for the guidance of the trade. 
This will faeditate finding out the classification of 
different items under the revised l.T.C. Schedule. 
Since the revised Import Trade Control Schedule 
based on BTN classification is being introduced 
for the fiist time during the current year, 
the actual users may not be fuUy aware of the revised 
classification of different items of raw materials and 
components. Applications submitted by the actual 
users without mentioning the revised l.T.C. classifica¬ 
tions, will be accepted by the licensmg authorities. 
Further, for the purpose of assessment of customs duty 
the decision of the customs authorities as to under 
which heading number of the Customs Tariff Act, 1975, 
the goods imported should fall, would be final. 

PART B 

OPEN GENERAL LICENCE, FREE LICENSING 
AND DIRECT ALLOTMENT 

13. Import of a number of items including machi¬ 
nery and raw materials has been allowed under open 
general hcence. In addition, import of certain other 
items mcluding permissible spare parts meant for 
maintenance of imported machinery or imported parts 
of the indigenous machinery, has been made freely 
licensable List of these items arc given in appendices 
1, 2 & 3 of this book. Categories of importers who 
can avail of this facility, are indicated against different 


items in these appendices. The procedure for grant 
of licences under the free licensing scheme is indicated 
m appendix 2 of this book. 

14. In addition, a large number of items, import of 
which is canahsed through public sector agencies, have 
been placed under the scheme of direct allotment to 
actual users by different canalising agencies to meet 
their 12 months requirements Detailed provisions in 
this regard have been given in Part H of this Section 
and in Section III of this Book. 

15. Thus, actual users will be able to secure their 
full requirements of raw materials which have been 
brought within the pur\'iew of Open General Licence, 
free licensing, and direct allotment by canalising agen¬ 
cies. For the rest of their requirements, they will be 
able to get import licences in accordance with the 
policy as set out in the paragraphs that follow. 

PART C 

IMPORT OF RAW MATERIALS AND COMPO¬ 
NENTS BY ACTUAL USERS (INDUSTRIAL) 

Introduction 

16. Upto now, the treatment accorded to select and 
non-select industries was different in certain respects. 
In actual practice, however, even non-select industries, 
under certain circumstances, could get the facihties 
intended for select industries. Havmg regard to the 
fact that a number of industries produemg articles of 
mass consumption is in the non-select sector, and in 
the light of Government’s objectives to provide 
imported raw materials to all industries to meet their 
legitimate requirements in full, under the policy for 
the current year, a unifomrly liberal treatment in the 
matter of import licensing wdl be accorded to all 
industries irrespective of their being select or 
non-select 

17 The system of automatic licensing which was 
introduced during (he year 1975-76, and was conti¬ 
nued in 1976-77, will contmue to be operative during 
ine cunent year, i.e., 1977-78. 

18. The basis of licensing has , however, been 
changed. The actual past consumption will be the 
basis. Also, within the overall entitlement, a measure 
of flexibility will be introduced. AU actual users wiU 
be given licences based on past consumption only 
without reference to the past licensing. The appU- 
cations will be entertained directly by the Ucensing 
autliority concerned. The automatic licences will be 
available to all actual users and it would be the 
endeavour of the Government to issue these licences 
within a short period after receipt of the applications. 
The specific procedure for submission of applications 
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arm grant ot licences tor vanous categories of actual 
users is given in the succeeding paragraphs. 

19. In addition to an automatic licence, a unit will 
also be eligible for a supplementary licence. Appli¬ 
cations for supplementary licences may be made to 
the sponsoring authority concerned, who will 
recommend to the concerned licensing authority, the 
value of supplementary licence that may be given to a 
unit The sponsoring authority may recommend rejec¬ 
tion of the application for supplementary licences if 
it is satisfied that no such hcence need be issued. 
Similarly, the value of supplementary licences to be 
provided in the case of different industries may also 
differ, depending on the production programme, inven¬ 
tory position, importance of that industry, and other 
relevant considerations. 

Basis of Licensing 

20. The basis on which hcences will be issued to 
actual users [industrial) during 1977-78 will be as 
given 111 the following paragraphs. 

D.G.T.D. Units (Exlstintd 
Aotomatic Licensing 

21. An existmg D.G.T.D. units will submit their 
appheations for raw materials and components direct 
to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New 
Delhi, in the form and manner prescribed in the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Proce¬ 
dure, 1977-78. These units should make their 
applications on an annual basis for raw materials and 
components by way of claiming replenishment of 
imported raw materials and components consumed 
by the umts during 1975-76 or 1976-77, whichever is 
advantageous. The applications should be accom¬ 
panied by consumption certificate m the form given 
in Appendix 50 of this Book, duly certified by a 
Chartered Accountant/Cost Accountant. Qarifications 
given m paragraphs 7, 8, 9 and 10 above should be 
carefully noted by all applicants while giving 
consumption certificates. 

22. The value of hcences against such applications 
will be determined on the basis of the c.i.f, value of 
actual consumption of unported raw materials and 
components during 1975-76 or 1976-77, at the option 
of the applicant. 

23 The modes of financing of the licences will 
normally be the same as in the case of the last 
set of hcences. 


24. The items appearing in the last set of licences 
will be repeated except that the following items will 
not be included— 

(a) Items the import of which is not permissible 

under the 1977-78 policy. 

(b) Items the import of which has been placed 

on Open General Licence. 

(c) Items which have been brought within the 

purview of the scheme of direct allotment 
by canalising agencies or items which are 
allotted by the canalising agencies under 
other procedures. 

25. Further, within the overall value of the entitle¬ 
ment, items which are permissible under the actual 
user policy for 1977-78, but which did not appear in 
the previous set of licences/release orders, may be 
mcluded in the import licence, at the request of the 
applicant, and without reference to the sponsoring 
authority. Such new items will be allowed on the 
appheant furnishing a declaration that the unit requires 
the items for production of the end-product in which 
it is engaged. 

26. It wifi not be necessary for the applicant units 
to show utilisation of hcences/reiease orders issued to 
them previously. 

27. Units which are granted licences for raw 
materials and components on the basis of a fixed 
pack value or phased mamifacturmg programme, can 
also avail of the facility of automatic licences. How¬ 
ever, such units may also obtain licences on the basis 
of pack value or the phased manufacturing pro¬ 
gramme, at their option. 

28 In the case of units which came into existence 
during 1976-77, licences may be issued 
on repeat basis, without reference to consumption, 
i.e., on the basis of value of hcences/reiease orders 
issued for the period 1976-77, coveting their full 
12 months’ requuements. However, if m any case, the 
licences were issued covering only six months 
requirements for the period 1976-77, the value of such 
licences would be doubled for the purpose of calculat¬ 
ing the entitlement of the unit for the period 1977-78. 
The above facility will also be available to imits which 
came into existence during the year 1975-76, provided 
they have not been granted any import licence/release 
order for 1976-77 or they have been granted import 
hccncc/rclcasc order for 1976-77 to cover their six 
months’ requirements only. It is clarified that no 
unit will be granted import hcence on repeat basis 
without reference to consumption, to meet their 
requirements for a period exceeding 24 months. 
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Supplcmcntury Licensing 

29. Applications for supplementary licences for raw 
materials and components will be considered on 
the recommendation of the D.G T.D. Such applE 
cations should be made thiough the DGTD indi¬ 
cating cleaily the reasons foi additional requirements 
for raw materials and components Infoiination m 
legard to export performance, production programme 
relating to the end-pioducts concerned, the require¬ 
ment of raw mateiials or components for such pioduc- 
lion, stocks in hand, stocks in the pipeline, value of 
automatic licences obtained oi expected to be obtain¬ 
ed for 1977-78, and the value of mr-ulilised licences/ 
lolease oideis etc m hand should also be furnished 
along wilh the application 

30 Applications foi supplemcntaiy licences should 
be made in the fotm given in Appendix 54 of this 
Book and slrould be accompanied by a consumption 
certificate m the fonii given m Appendix 50 of this 
Book, along with other paiticulars as mentioned 
above. These apphcations can be made at the same 
time as the appheation for automatic licences, or at 
any other time tliereaftcr, but before the last date 
preserrbed for the purpose. 

31. The last date for receipt of applications for 
automatic and supplementary licences by C.C I. & E./ 
D.G.TD will be the 31st December, 1977. 

SMALL SCALE UNITS (EXISTING) 
Automatic Licensing 

32. Units in the small scale sector will submit 
their applications for raw materials and components 
required by them for the period April 1977—March 
1978 in the form and manner as given in the Import 
Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 
1977-78 to the regional licensing authorities 
concerned. The applications should be accompanied 
by the consumption certificate in the form given in 
Appendix 50 of this Book duly certified by a 
Chartcied Accountant/Cost Accountant or sponsor¬ 
ing authoiity as indicated m para 7 above. 

33. The value of licences to be issued against 
such apphcations will be dctci mined oii the basis of 
c.if, value of actual consumption of imported raw 
materials and components during the period 1975-76 
or 1976-77, at the option of the applicant PLUS 20 
per cent thereof The provision made m para 28 
above can also be availed of by the small scale units. 

Supplementary Licensing 

34. If any unit wants raw materials and components 
over and above the value obtained under the automatic 
licensing system, it should apply to the regional licens¬ 


ing aulliority concerned for the grant of a supple¬ 
mentary licence, through the sponsoring authority 
concerned, indicating the reasons for additional 
icquircmcnt of raw materials and components. 

35 Apphcations for supplementary licences should 
be made in the form given in Appendix 54 of this 
Book and should be accompanied by a consumption 
certificate in the form given in Appendix 50 of this 
Book along with other particulars in regard to expoit 
performance, production programme relating to the 
end-products concerned, requuement of raw materials 
and components for such end-products, stocks in hand, 
stocks in the pipeline, value of automatic licences 
obtained or expected to be obtained for 1977-78 
and the value of un-utihsed liccnces/relcase orders 
etc. in hand. The regional licensing authorities will 
consider these applications m consultation with the 
Slate Director of Industries or other sponsoring 
authority concerned. 

36 The Items appearmg in the last set of Ucences 
will be repeated, except that the following items will 
not be included :— 

(a) Items the import of which is not permissible 

under the 1977-78 policy. 

(b) Items the import of which has been placed 
on Open General Licence. 

(c) Items which have been brought within the 
purview of the scheme of direct allotment 
by canahsmg agencies or items which are 
allotted by the canalismg agencies tmder 
other procedures. 

37. Further, within the overall value of the 
entitlement, items which arc permissible under the 
actual user policy for 1977-78, but which did not 
appear m the previous set of licences/rclease orders 
may be mduded in the import licence, at the request 
of the appheant, and without reference to the 
sponsoring authority Such new items will be allow¬ 
ed on the appheant lumishing a declaration that the 
unit requires the items for production of the end- 
pioducl in which it is engaged. 

38. In the case of small scale units whose value 
of licences/releasc orders for the period 1975-76 or 
1976-77 is Rs. 50,000 or less, automatic licences 
may be granted on repeat basis during the current 
period without reference to the past consumption. 

39. Umts which are granted licences for taw 
materials and components on the basis of a fixed 
pack value or phased manufacturing programme, can 
also avail of the facility of automatic licences. Such 
units can also obtain hcences on the basis of the 
pack value/phased manufacturing programme, at their 
option 
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40. For the purpose of grant of automatic licences 
during 1977-78, it wiU not be necessary to show the 
utilisation of the previous set of hcenccs/release 
orders. 

41. The last date for submission of applications 
for automatic/supplementary licences to th? licens¬ 
ing/sponsoring authorities wiU be the 31st December, 
1977. 

Modes of Financing for Small Scale Units 

42. The modes of financing for grant of import 
hcences will be as indicated below :— 

(a) Upto Rs 50,000/- .. Free foreign exchange 

(b) Exceeding Rs 50,000/- .. (i) 70% under free 

foreign exchange, 
subject to a mini¬

43. It will be open to the licensing authorities to 
ask for confirmation of the consumption certificate 
from the State Director of Industries or other 
sponsoring authorities, wherever considered necessary, 

Non-D.G.T.D. Non-SSI Units (Existing) 

Automatic and Supplementary Licences 

44. The procedure for submission of applications 
and the basis for issue of licences will be the same as 
in the case of existing DGTD units as provided in 
paragraphs 21 to 31 above. Applications for 
supplementary licences will, however, have to be 
submitted through the sponsoring authorities concerned 
t.e. the Textile Commissioner, Bombay, Chairman, 
Tea Board, Calcutta, Jute Commissioner, Calcutta, 
Iron and Steel Contioller, Calcutta etc., as the case 
may be, in the same manner as in the case of DGTD 
units. 

NEW UNITS 

(f) D.G.T.D., Non-D.G.T.D., Non-SSI Units 

45. In the case of new umts, licences 
covering their 12 months’ requirements for the licensing 
period 1977-78 will be granted on the recommenda¬ 
tion of the sponsoring authority concerned. 


46. The application should be submitted through 
the sponsoring authority well ahead of the last date, 
for the receipt of applications viz. 31st December, 
1977, so that the sponsoring authority can transmit 
it to the licensing authority with its recommendation 
in good time. 

(ii) Small Scale Units 

47, Small Scale Units should submit their 
applications for raw materials and components 
through the sponsoring authority concerned covering 
12 months’ requirements for the licensing period 
1977-78. Appheations should be submitted by the 
31st December, 1977 to the sponsoring authority 
who should forward them to the licensing authority 
concerned with his recommendation. 

Basis of licensiitg 

48. The basis of hcensing for small scale units in 
relation to the value of machinery will be 100 per 
cent of the value of imported/indigenous machinery. 
The above percentage will be subject to a maximum 
of Rs. 3 lakhs and a minimum of Rs, 20,000 per year. 

PROPOSED UNITS 

49, In the case of proposed units, whether they 
are DGTD units or small scale or non-SSI units, 
import licences will be issued only after the sponsoring 
authonty certifies that the unit has made firm 
arrangements for premises, power and water 
supply etc., and has placed firm orders backed 
by letter of credit or advance payment etc. for the 
purchase/impoit of machinery and also that it has 
made reasonable financial arrangements for going 
into production. In the case of small scale units, 
the fcst set of licences will be issued through the 
State Industries Development Corporation or State 
Fmance Corporation witli letter of authority in favour 
of the unit. Alternatively, if a unit wants to have 
a licence in its own name, it should furnish a bank 
guarantee as per the procedure laid down in the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules Procedure, 
1977-78. In the case of proposed units also, licences 
would be granted to meet 12 months’ requirements 
as in the case of new units as mdicated in the 
prcccdmg paragraphs. The basis of licensing will be 
same as in the case of new units. It may be clarified 
that second set of licences will be granted to such units 
after they have gone into production or installed the 
requisite machmery. The second application should, 
therefore, bo accompanied by a declaration that they 
have gone into production or installed the requisite 
machinery. 
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I.D.A. INDUSTRIES 
Automatic and Supplementary Licences 

50. Units in the large scale sector belonging to 
IDA Industries (listed in Appendix 13) will submit 
their applications for grant of automatic licences to 
the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New 
Delhi, direct as indicated in para 21 above. The 
basis of licensing will be same as in the case of DGTD 
units. Such applications should also cover Iron and 
steel items for which separate applications should not 
be made The manner of submission of applications 
for grant of supplementary licences will also be the 
same as in the case of DGTD unit?. 

Late Submission of Applications 

51. Wherever an application has been submitted 
after the last date prescribed, the application will be 
considered on merits, but the import licences to be 
issued will be subject to a cut of 25 per cent. How¬ 
ever, applications received after the expiry of the 
Ucensing period will be summarily rejected. 

PART—D 

IMPORT OF SPARE PARTS 
Actual Users (Industrial) 

Permissible Spare Parts—^Free licensing 

52. Permissible spares meant for maintenance of 
imported machinery or imported parts of indigenous 
machinery wiR be allowed to be imported under free 
licensing scheme as provided m Appendix 2, subject 
to the following conditions ; 

(i) Import licences will be granted only to 
industrial actual users (both public and 
private sectors) duly registered with the 
Directorate General of Technical Develop¬ 
ment or State Directors of Industries or other 
sponsormg authorities, as the case may be. 

(u) Import hccnces will be granted for the value 
applied for without reference to the value of 
the machinery installed in the factory, 

(in) At the time of clearance of spare parts 
through the customs, a declaration should 
be furnished by the importer to the customs 
authorities that the items imported are spare 
parts and are required by them for the main , 
tenance of the machinery and equipment 
installed or used m their factory, mcluding 
spare parts of ancillary equipment control 


and laboratory equipment and safety 
appliances. On the basis of such a declara¬ 
tion, the customs authorities will allow 
clemance of the goods imported as spare 
parts. 

The actual users should submit applications to the 
licensing authority concerned in the prescribed form 
and manner as given in the Import Trade Control 
Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1977-78. 

53. Ihe term “pciDhssible spare parts” for import 
under free hcensing scheme will include all spare parts 
except those which are specifically shown as non- 
pcrmissible under the policy for actual users in 
Section II of this book. Even if, any serial number 
of the Import Trade Control schedule which mcludes 
finished products as well as spare parts thereof, has 
not been shown in Section II of this book, spare parts 
covered by that scnal number will be treated as per¬ 
missible. It is also clarified that import of all spare 
parts allowed to actual users on restneted basis as well 
as those import of which is allowed in consultation 
with the D.G.T.D. or other authorities, in terms of the 
policy indicated m Section II of this book, will be 
allowed for import against such licences. However, 
ban bearmgs, cyhndrical roller beaxmgs, tapered roller 
bearings, needle roller cages and needle roller bearings, 
which are shown as banned or restricted in appendix 14 
of this book, will not be allowed for import under free 
licensing scheme. Similarly, import of refractories, 
welding electrodes and roUmg mill rolls includmg 
chilled lolls for roller flour mills, will not be allowed 
as permissible spare parts against these licences. 
Import of consumable spares will also not be allowed 
under this scheme. 

54. Sparc parts are those parts of machines which 
because of wear and tear, use, or breakage, need 
replacement. These may include materials ; 

(a) like pipes and tubes, electric cables, wires, 
hoses and beltings imported in length which 
have merely to be cut to the required size 
or bent before being used; 

(b) sub-asscmblics of essential parts of the 
machines; 

(c) complete units which aic to be fitted with a 
machine like water circulatory pumps, 
motors, panel bolts and gears. 

However, items such as plates and sheets etc., 
which are required to be fabricated for manufacturing 
spare parts and such complete units which are 
installed separately will not be treated as spare parts. 
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Non-perinissibk spare!) 

55. If an actual user wants to import non-pennis- 
sible spare parts (including consumable spares) 
required for mamtcnancc of impoited iiiacinnery or 
imported parts of mdigenous machinery installed or 
used m his own factory mcluding spare parts tor 
ancillary equipment, control and laboratory equipment 
and safety appliances, be should make an apphcation 
to the licensing authonty concerned with the particulars 
of machinery as indicated m Appendix 13 of the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure, 1977-78. Licences will be granted under 
this provision on the basis of 1 per cent of the c.if. 
value of imported machinery installed or used m the 
hcence holder’s factory (the c,i f. value of the 
machmery may be escalated by 57.5% if imported 
prior to 6-6-1966), subject to the following condi¬ 
tions . 

(j) The value of a single noii-pcrmissiblc spaic 
part should not exceed Rs. 50,000/-. 

(ii) Import of electiic motors, process pumps, 
compressors, non-pcrmissible m terms of the 
import policy for the hcensmg period 
1977-78, not cxceedmg one piece each will 
only be allowed against the licences issued 
for non-permissible spare parts. 

(ui) In the case of actual users requiring more 
than one number of the items mendoued in 
Oi) above, requests for endorsement 
of the licences wdl be considered by the 
licensing authorities on the recommen¬ 
dation of the sponsoring authority concern¬ 
ed, subject to the clearance from indigenous 
angle by the D.G.T.D. 

It is clarified that consumable spares are those which 
are required by the actual users more or less on a 
recurring basis, such as refractories, weldmg electrodes, 
paper maker’s felt, wire mesh, wnc cloth etc. 

56, Actual users requnmg non-permissible spare 
parts may submit applications direct to the licensing 
authorities concerned in the prescribed form and 
manner as given in ITC Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedures, 1977-78 along with a declaration on a plain 
paper to the elfect that the items proposed to be import¬ 
ed are spares and arc required for the maintenance of 
machinery and equipment installed or used in their 
iactoiy, including spaie paits ot ancillary equipment, 
control and laboratory eejmpment and safety appli- 
ancci Impoil licences against such applications will 
be given wiihout any sciutiny from the indigenous 
availability angle or ; ccommendation from the 
sponsoring authority. Licences will be is.sued with 
the general description viz. “oon-pcrmissible spare 
parts rcquiied for maintenance of the machines 
installed or used in the licence holdei’s lactory 
including spai'e parts of ancillary equipment, control 
and laboiatory equipment and safety appliances" 
Such licences will be subject to the conditions men¬ 
tioned m the preceding paragraph. The customs 


authorities will allow clearance of imports on furnish¬ 
ing a declaration as indicated in para 52(m) above. 

57. Requests from actual users for grant of licences 
lor import of non-permissible spares in excess of the 
prescribed limit indicated above, will be considered 
by the licensing authorities on the recommendation 
ol the sponsoring authority concerned. All such 
applications should be made through the sponsoring 
authorities concerned with full justification for licence 
for a higher value 

58. The last date for receipt of applications for 
import of non-peimissible spare parts by the licensing/ 
sponsormg authorities will be 3I.ii December, 1977. 

59 The provisions oi paragraph 51 will also be 
apphcablc in the cases of late submission of apphcations 
for spare parts. 

Import licences for Emerigcucy Spares 

60. Apphcations for grant of hcences for import 
of emergency spares, i.e. spare parts required on an 
inuncdiatc basis to overcome an emergency break¬ 
down of production machmery, including the 
bicak-down which is unavoidable for technical reasons 
in couise of a month wiU be considered from actual 
users (industrial), as and when received. This facility 
will also apply to applications for import of emergency 
spares for macliiuc tools. Applications for import 
of emergency spares need not be routed through the 
sponsoring authority and can be made direct to the 
licensing authority. 

61, The maximum value limit up to which import 
licences under this provision may be issued to a unit 
in the couise of a heensing period will be as under :— 

(i) Rs 40,000 in the case of large scale units 
home on the books of the DGTD, the 
Textile Commissioner or the Jute 
Commissioner and other non-SSI units 
liavmg a capital investment of more than 
Rs. 10.00 lakhs. 

(li) Rs, 20,000 in the case of small scale 
units. 

62. Each applicant should clearly indicate the value 
ol emergency licences alicady obtamed by him during 
die heensing period. Tlie appheant should also 
furnish a list of spare parts sought to be imported 
under this provision, so that import licences could 
be granted along with die list of emergency spai'Cs 
without going into the indigenous availability. 

63, Jhese piuvisious wiU also apply to the import 
1)1 emergency spares required by publisliers of books, 
newspapcis and periodicals, film studios and quality 
printers. 
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Additioiuil facility for import of Don-permisstUe spare 

parts. 

64. In addition to non-permissible spare parts that 
may be imported on licences to be issued in terms of 
the procedure mentioned above, units will be eligible 
to import non-pcrnussible spates witbm their overall 
entitlement for import of non-permissible items on 
their actual user hcence for raw materials and com¬ 
ponents, As stated in para^aph 73 below an actual 
user can import non-permissible items to the extent of 
10% of the value of his licence for raw materials and 
components. It is clarified that this entitlement for 
import of noii-permissible items may also be used for 
import of non-permissible spare parts in addition to 
the non-permissible raw materials and components. 


PART E 

ITEMS TO BE ALLOWED TO ACTUAL 
USERS 

65. The items allowed for import by actual users 
are given in Section II m this Book. Ordinarily, the 
items which are not mentioned in Section II will not 
be allowed to be imported. 

66. The details of items included in the Import 
Trade Control Schedule are listed in Schedule I of 
Appendix 2 of the l.T.C. Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure, 1977-78. Items included in the l.T.C. 
Schedule and for which no import policy has been 
indicated in Section II of this Book may be treated 
as having ‘nil’ poUcy. 

Restricted items 

67. Items which are licensable to actual users on 

restricted basis arc listed in Appendix 55. Import 
of these items by actual users will be allowed at 20% 
of their import entitlements. The import entitlement 
for this purpose will not, however, include the 
value of the items that an actual user may 

import under OGL or those he may get from the 
canalising agency. 

68. The facility of import of restricted items, as 
indicated above, will be available uniformly to aH 
categories of units, namely, DGTD, SSI, non-DGTD 
and non-SSI units. 

69 It is clarified that the percentage 

restrictions indicated against various items in 
Appendix 55 relate to raw materials and 

components only and not to spare parts. If an item 

covered by this Appendix is imported as spare part, 
the restriction wiU not apply and imports will be 
allowed as permissible spare parts. 

70 If a unit needs restricted items for more than 
the restriction allowed, it should applv through the 
sponsoring authority concerned. The licensing 
authority will consider such requests in the light of 
the recommendation of the sponsoring authority. 


71. In cases where an import hcence has been 
issued for a smglc item covered by Appendix 55, 
import will be flowed up to the full lace value of 
such a licence. 

72, The import policy in respect of Iron and Steel 
items and ferro alloys is given in Appendix 41 of this 
Book. 

Facility for Import of Non-Pennissible Items 

73 Actual users will be permitted to import against 
their licences for raw materials and components any 
item mcludmg non and steel items even though the 
item in question is not permissible for import in 
terms of the current pohey, except the items listed in 
Appendix 56, up to 10 per cent of the face value of 
their import licences for the period April 1977— 
March 1978 subject to the following conditions :— 

(i) The items to be imported shall be such as 
would be required by actual users for 
production withm their factory and used 
for such production. 

(ii) Non-pcrmissible spare parts including con¬ 
sumable spares can also be imported within 
the value of 10 per cent referred to above, 
provided the same arc required for mainten¬ 
ance of the plant, machinery and equipment, 
installed or used m the licence holder’s 
factory. 

(ill) It will not be necessary for the hcence 
holder to obtain any endorsement on the 
licence from the hcensing authority for 
availing of this facility. 

(iv) No smgle item should be imported under 
this tacility for a value exceeding 
Rs. 50,000. 

(v) Items, import of which is canalised through 
the public sector agencies will not be 
allowed. 

(iv) The importer will be required to furnish at 
the time of clearance through customs item- 
wise details with value of imports of non- 
permissible items and a declaration to the 
effect that these items arc required for pro¬ 
duction within their factory for manufacture 
of the cnd-products for which the actual 
user import licence was granted. Copies of 
these statements of item-wise details of 
import and declarations given to the customs 
authorities concerned, shall be submitted by 
importers to their respective sponsoring 
authority. 

(vii) In the case of components for the 

maiiufacture of professional electronic 
cc^uipment, import of non-pcrmissible items 
will be allowed up to 10% of the face value 
of the licence for raw materials and 
components, subject to the condition that 
no single item will be imported for a value 
exceeding Rs. 1 lakh in a year. 
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(viii) It IS clarified that the term ‘non-permissible’ 
items referred to in the preceding paragraph 
is defined as follows :— 

(a) Items which are not permissible in terms 
of the import policy; or 

(b) Items not covered by the licence; vtr 

(c) Restricted items over and above the value/ 
percentage restrictions indicated in the 
licence. 

Note,—Import of items covered by Appendix 56 
of this Book and those import of which 
is allowed through the public sector agencies 
cannot be imported under this facility. 

PART F 

FACILITIES to' EXPORT ORIENTED AND 
SMALL SCALE UNITS 

74, Any unit which exported 20 per cent or more 
of Its production during the year 1976-77, wiU be 
eligible for preferred sources of financing for import 
of raw materials and components. Such unit will be 
granted its actual user hccnces under free foreign 
exchange, or from the sources indicated by it. 

Eligible Exports 

75 For the purpose of determining export 
performance— 

(i) All expoits which qualify for benefits under 
the registered exporters policy will be 
counted as exports, 

(ii) Supplies of mdigcnous materials to holders 
of valid import licences under approved 
arrangements will be counted as exports. 

(ill/ Supplies made by Indian firms against 
IBRD/IDA aided projects in India will be 
counted as exports provided such supplies 
are made on the basis of international 
competitive bidding. 

(iv) Supplies made by Indian firms in India 
unefer the aid programmes of United 
Nations and other multmational agencies at 
international prices, and paid for in free 
foreign exchange, will be counted as 
exports. 

(v) Exports to Bhutan, Nepal and Afghanistan 
other than those against free foreign ex¬ 
change, will not be taken into account. 

Last date for receipt of applications. 

76. The procedure for submission of evidence of 
export performance in relation to production has been 
indicated in Appendix 20 of this Book The last date 
tor receipt of applications in Appendix 20 will be the 
3Jst December, 1977. 

Export Obligation 

77. Thougli the scheme of compulsory export 
obligation applicable to certain indu.stnes has been 
dispensed with. Government reserves ihc righl to 
icquirc any industry which uses imported machinciy 


or imported inputs to show certain export performance 
over a peiiod of time and its failure in doing so will 
render it liable to action under the Import Trade 
Contiol Regulations. 

Special facilities to industries set np in backward areas 
and for Industries set up by graduates/dlploma 
holders in professional subjects and units set up by 
ex-service personnel, and by persons belongjiig to 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes. 

78. Appheations for rmpon of raw materials and 
components from the units referred to above will be 
considered on a liberal basis as indicated below :—- 

(a) Licences wjU be issued on the basis of 
100% of the value of installed machinery, 
subject to a maximum of Rs. 4 lakhs and 
a minimum of Rs. 30,000 per year. 

(b) Import licences will be gianted under free 
foreign exchange 

Note.—The benefits will be available to the units 
owned by graduates and diploma holders 
m professional subjects, ex-service person¬ 
nel and persons belonging to scheduled 
caste and scheduled tribe communities, 
provided such eligible persons have substan¬ 
tial financial interest i.e. not less than 51 
per cent of the share capital of such units 
PART G 

IMPORT OF CAPITAL GOODS/HEAVY 
ELECTRICAL PLANTS/COMPUTER SYSTEMS 
AND MACHINE TOOLS NOT COVERED BY 
APPENDIX 3 

79. The procedure for submission of appheations 
for import of capital goods, heavy electrical plants, 
computer system, machine tools and other machinery 
and equipment is given m Chapter VI of the Import 
Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 
1977-78 Applications from actual users whether 
small scale or D.G.T.D. units, for import of 
capital goods for a value not exceeding Rs. 50,000 
from General Currency Area or Rs. 1 lakh from 
U.K./Rupee Payment Area countries will be considered 
by the regional licensing authorities on the recom¬ 
mendation of the sponsoring authority who will 
certify the essentiality and also give the indigenous 
clearance. It will not be necessary to refer such 
applications to the D.G.T.D, for indigenous clearance. 

80 Appheations for unport of capital goods ex¬ 
ceeding the value limits indicated above, but below 
Rs. 10 lakhs for unport from General Currency Area 
or Rs 20 lakhs from U.K./Rupee Payment Area 
countiies, should be made directly to the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports (C.G. Cell), New 
Delhi Applications for import of capital goods above 
these limits should be made direct to the Mmistry of 
Industry (Secretariat of Industrial Approval). 

81 Actual users intending to import machinery for 
a value e.xcecding Rs 7 5 lakhs should advertise their 
requirements according to the prescribed procedure 
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However, for import of any item included in Appen¬ 
dix 3 of this Book, it will not be necessary for the 
entrepreneurs to follow the advertisement procedure. 

It is clarified that this value limit of Rs, 7 5 lakhs is 
exclusive of the value of machinery specified in 
Appendix 3 and sought to be imported While making 
the application for import capital goods, it will be 
necessary for the applicant to make an appropriate 
reference to Appendix 3. 

82. Normally, import of capital goods will be 
allowed only if essentiality is certified by the sponsor¬ 
ing authority and the equipment in question is not 
available from indigenous sources. However, with a 
view to encouraging growth of export-oriented indus¬ 
tries, and as a measure of simplification of procedures, 
the following facilities will be given ;— 

(i) Import of capital goods upto Rs. I crore in 
a year by export-oriented units without 
indigenous clearance; 

(u) Import of capital goods without indigenous 
clearance to the extent of 10% of the value 
of machinery obtained or proposed to be 
obtained from the indigenous sources, sub¬ 
ject to a ceiling of Rs. 1 crore in a year. 

(iii) Import of jigs, tools, etc without any value 
limit and without essentiality certificate and 
indigenous clearance, against REP entitle¬ 
ments. 

(iv) Exemption from the requirement of adver¬ 
tisement procedure for import of machinery 
upto the value of Rs. 15 lakhs against REP 
entitlements. 

83. In respect of machinery and machine tools 
listed in Appendix 3, licensing to actual users will be 
done freely subject to the following conditions :— 

(al The appheant should give a declaration that 
he holds an industrial licence/registration 
certificate and he requires the capital goods 
applied for ; and 

(b) By grant of licence for the capital goods in 
question, his production will not exceed the 
licensed/authorised capacity. 

Import of proto-types by State Small Industries 

Development Corporations 

84. In order to enable the State Small Industries 
Development Corporations to cater to the needs of 
small scale units, applications from the State Indus¬ 
tries Development Corporations for import of 
machinery and instrument as proto-types, will be 
considered by the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, New Delhi on the recommendation of the 
Development Commissioner, Small scale Industries, 
New DeUii. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE FOR TECHNICAL 
DEVELOPMENT FUND 
85 In order to promote technological upgradation 
and modernisation, a Technical Development Cell has 
been set up in the Mimstry of Industry. A special 
scheme for quick implementation of modernisation 
programmes has also been drawn up A Technical 
Development Fund has been created to cover foreign 
e.xchangc requirement for . 


(a) small value balancing equipment imports, 
having a large impact on quality and/or 
quantity of output; 

(b) imported technical know-how; 

(c) foreign consultative service, if required, and 

(d) import of drawings and designs. 

Integrated proposals, on any, or all of the above 

inputs are considered by a Special Committee for 
Technical Development Fund in the Department of 
Heavy Industry in the Ministry of Industry, Udyog 
Bhavan, New Delhi The Scheme which was origi¬ 
nally extended only to six selected Industries, name¬ 
ly, tractors, forgmgs, castings, textile machinery and 
machine tools has now been extended to aU indus¬ 
tries. Apart from upgradation of technology and 
modernisation, proposals involving special needs for 
industrial units of imported inputs to improve their 
export capability generally or for executing a specific 
export order can also be considered. The aggregate 
foreign exchange financed for any unit under this 
scheme is limited to $ 2,50,000 equivalent per year. 

86. Applications for import under the above men¬ 
tioned scheme are to be made to the Special Committee 
for Technical Development Fund, Department of 
Heavy Industry (R. & 1 Section), Udyog Bhavan, 
New Delhi. Applications are to be made in the normal 
prescribed forms for C.G. imports, foreign collabora¬ 
tion, etc. in the requisite number of copies. The appli¬ 
cation for the import of capital goods should be 
accompanied by a Treasury Challan on account of the 
application fee as per existing procedure. The appli¬ 
cation should also be accompanied by a coveting 
letter explaining the comprehensive modernisation 
scheme of the unit and how the imported input will 
aid export development, technological upgradation, 
capacity utilisation, etc. The Committee will give 
preference to proposals aimed at quickly improving, 
in an integrated manner, 

(i) export capability and export volume 

(ii) cost reduction 

(iii) capacity utilisation 

(iv) technology upgradation 

(v) product-mix rationalisation 

(vi) modernisation and rationalisation. 
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To facilitate quick implementation of the projects 
of the applicants, the following simplification has 
been introduced : 

(a) foreign exchange allocation will be simulta- 
neons with the approval of import and no 
further procedure for seeking foreign ex¬ 
change loan will be necessary 

(b) all indigenous clearance will be given by the 
sponsoring authorities and in appropriate 
cases indigenous clearance condition would 
be waived. 

(c) decision on applications will be given within 
45 days 

The applications which arc considered not to be 
qualified for clearance under this scheme will be 
passed on to the Capital Goods Committee or the 
Foreign Investment Board as the case may be, for 
further action under the existing procedure. It would 
not be necessary for the applicant to apply afresh for 
such consideration. 

PART H 

IMPORT THROUGH PUBLIC SECTOR 
AGENCIES 

Canalisation of Imports 

87. Import of certain items will be allowed only 
through public sector agencies. The list of such items 
with the names of canalising agencies appears in 
Section III of this Book. 

88. The canalising agency will apply for bulk 
allocation of foreign exchange and import licences in 
order to enable it to organise procurement of impor¬ 
ted materials for distribution to actual users. 

Manner of Allotment of Imported materials 

89. In respect of items hsted in Section III, allot¬ 
ment of impoited materials to actual users will be 
made in the following manner: 

(]) By direct allotments to be made by the 
canalismg agency concerned; 

(ii) By release orders to be issued by the licensing 
authority; 

(iii) By release orders to be issued on applications 
made to the sponsoring authorities 
concerned. 

The maimer of allotment of the canalised items has 
been indicated against each item in Section HI of this 
Book. 

Direct Allotment of certain items by the Canalising 

Agencies 

90. Canalismg agencies have been empowered to 
allocate certain selected imported raw materials as 
listed in Group A of Section III directly to the actual 
users to meet their twelve months’ requirements with¬ 
out the necessity of obtaining release orders from 


licensing authorities. For this purpose, the actual users 
will be required to make direct application for allot¬ 
ment to the canalismg agency concerned in the pres¬ 
cribed form as given in Appendix 53 of this Book. 
In the case of iron and steel items, the form of appli¬ 
cation will be as given in Schedule F of Appendix 41 
of this Book. It is important to note that applica¬ 
tions for automatic and supplementary licences made 
to the licensing authorities should not include these 
law materials. Also, the past consumption of these 
items should not be mduded in the chartered ac¬ 
countant’s certificate to be produced by the actual 
users along with their applications for grant of auto¬ 
matic licences. 

91. An actual user should register his require¬ 
ments for these raw materials covering a period not 
exceeding 12 months, with the canalising agency con¬ 
cerned by an application, giving details of the registra¬ 
tion number issued by the sponsoring authority and 
a declaration to the effect that the raw materials will 
be used only in its own unit. The canalising agency 
may also require the actual user to furnish certain 
information, not covered by Appendix 53, regarding 
production, consumption, utilisation of the material etc. 
wherever considered necessary at the time of registra¬ 
tion of their requirements. Any misdeclaration made 
in the application or any infringement of the condi¬ 
tion under which these raw materials are allocated to 
the actual users, will be liable for action under the 
Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947, as amen¬ 
ded from time to time, 

92. As soon as the requirement from an actual user 
for allocation of these imported raw materials is 
registered with a canalismg agency, it should indicate 
to the actual user, within a period of 45 days, the 
arrangements to supply the required raw materials. In 
case the canalising agency is unable to indicate the 
arrangements within the above period, the actual user 
can approach the licensing authority concerned for 
issue of a licence in the name of the canalismg agency 
with a letter of authority in its favour, for direct im¬ 
port. Further, wherever a canalismg agency is not in 
a position to arrange the supply within a period of 
six months or in accordance with the phased delivery 
programme as mutually agreed upon, whichever is 
later, the actual user may approach the licensing 
authorities concerned for allowing direct import. It 
may be noted that the liability of the canalising agency 
for supply will arise only in cases where satisfactory 
financial arrangements have been made with the 
canalising agency. 

93. There will be no last date for receipt of appli¬ 
cations by the canalising agencies for direct allotment 
of imported materials. Applications will be entertained 
at any time during the course of the licensing period. 
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Manner of allotment of other canalised Items 

94 In the case of items other than those covered by 
direct allotment scheme, supply will continue to be 
made by the canalising agencies on the basis of the 
release orders issued by the licensing authorities or the 
recommendation of the sponsoring authorities as per 
policy indicated in Section ITT of this Book 
Re^stration of Release Orders 

95 Release orders issued by the licensing authorities 
W))l have to be registered with the canalising agency 
concerned within a period of 90 days from the date of 
issue in accordance with the conditions prescribed by 
the canalising agency concerned in this regard. Release 
orders which are not registered within the aforesaid 
period, shall be deemed to have lapsed. However, 
the canalising agency can condone delays in this respect 
having regard to the merits of each case, but within 
the validity period of the release orders. The release 
order holder should furnish the phased programme of 
delivery to the canalising agency at the dme of 
registration. If the canalising agency is not in a position 
to arrange for the supply of the material according to 
the phased programme, or within a period of six 
months from the date of registration of release order, 
whichever is later, the release order holder may 
approach the licensing authority for permission for 
direct import. 

96 At the time of registration of release orders or 
for the pui-pose of registering the annual requirement 
for direct allotment, the canalising agency will charge 
2 per cent of the value of release ordcr/value of 
requirement re^stcred or Rs. 50,000, whichever is 
less, as earnest money. 

Import of Non>Permissible Items through fhe CanalLs' 

ing Agencies 

97. Whenever a particular item, the import of 
which is otherwise not permitted, falls in short supply 
due to any setback in the indigenous production, 
import of such items can be ananged through public 
sector agencies to meet the shortfall. 

PRICING COMMITTEE 

98. The sale price for distribution of canahsed 
items to actual users will be determined by the Pricing 
Committee presided over by the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports and consisting of Economic Ad¬ 
viser in the Ministry of Industry, Development Com¬ 
missioner, (Small Scale Industries), and representatives 
of Directorate General of Technical Development, 
Department of Economic Affairs, and Ministry of 
Commerce, as members. Representatives of the public 
sector agencies concerned will also be invited to 
participate in the discussions on items concerning 
them. 


Iniluslrial Raw Materials Assistance Centre (IRMAC) 

99 Apart from the items listed m Section Ill, 
public sector agencies will also import in bulk certain 
other raw materials so that they may be able to make 
cflicient anangements for their distribution to actual 
useis For the purpose of organising the import 
of such items, the State Trading Coiporalion have 
set up an Industrial Raw Materials Assistance Centre 
(IRMAC) for arranging off-the-shelf delivery to actual 
users/iegistered exporters, as also to function as an 
indenting house The Minerals and Metals Trading 
Corporation arc also gearing themselves to meet the 
requirements of actual users “off-the-shelf” or provide 
indenting facilities to importing units, in respect of 
mmeial and metal imports. Actual users will be able 
to receive from the IRMAC, the raw materials against 
then AU/REP licences. Supplies under the IRMAC 
scheme will be debited to the import licences issued 
to the paities concerned for direct import of those 
goods. The STC and MMTC will announce, from 
lime to time, the items which will be available with 
them for supply “off-the-shelf'’ against valid import 
licences. These agencies will be further strengthened 
so that ultimately they develop into specialised pur¬ 
chasing agencies for making bulk purchases, or act 
as indenting house of items on a large scale, 
as may be entrusted to them from time to time. 

100 While supplying tiic imported material, the 
IRMAC will debit both the exchange control and the 
customs purposes copies of the licence so as to reduce 
its c i,f. value as a result of the goods supplied, as 
under:— 

C.I F value of goods supplied Rs - 

Description of goods supplied - 

Date on which supplied - 

101. IRMAC will supply goods only agamst licen¬ 
ces which are presented to them atleast four months 
before the expiry of the initial vahdity period of the 
licence. In the case of a revalidated licence, goods 
will be released if it is presented at a time when the 
licence has atleast a balance validity period of four 
months. 

102. Only such goods will be supplied as arc 
covered by the licence, and to the extent their import 
is permitted in the licence. 

103. To the extent the goods are supplied by 
IRMAC, the licence in question will neither be valid 
for direct imports nor for the purpose of remittance 
against the exchange control copy. The licensee wnll 
be able to make imports from abroad and make re¬ 
mittance against such import only for the balance 
value available on the licence and subject to the other 
terms and conditions of the licence. 
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104. If a licence holder has surrendered his licence 
to IRMAC for the supply of goods but the goods are 
not actually supplied by IRMAC for any reason, the 
hcensee cannot claim a revalidation of the licence on 
this ground alone for import of goods directly, if 
revahdation is not otherwise admissible under the 
import policy in force. 

105. It is also open to an actual user in the small 
scale sector not to apply for a direct import licence 
in his favour for import of raw materials and com¬ 
ponents but to approach IRMAC for unporting the 
goods provided the IRMAC is willing to undertake 
the import. The procedure for submission of applica¬ 
tions for licences in such cases is contained in the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure, 1977-78. The modes of financing appli¬ 
cable for issuing direct import licences to individual 
actual users will not apply while issuing a bulk licence 
to the IRMAC on behalf of several actual users, 

106. If an actual user desires to import goods 
against his actual user licence or against a licence 
issued to him tmder the import policy for registered 
exporters, through the State Trading Corporation, or 
the Minerals and Metals Trading Corporation or the 
Industrial Raw Materials Assistance Centre 
(IRMAC), it win not be necessary for the licence 
holder to obtain a letter of authority for this purpose 
in favour of the importing agency. The importing 
agencies, in such cases, will act as indenting houses 
and import the goods on behalf of the licence holders, 
subject to the same conditions as are applicable to 
the grant of letters of authority as given in the Import 
Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 
1977-78. 

107. Public Sector agencies can also organise bulk 
imports on behalf of actual users by obtaining in 
their own name, the licences for raw materials, com¬ 
ponents and spares due to actual users. Detailed pro¬ 
cedure for submission of import applications by the 
public sector agencies in such cases is contained in 
the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure, 1977-78. 

IRMAC Operation by the State SmaO Industries 

Development Corporations 

108. State Small Industries DevelOTment Corpo¬ 
rations can also operate the IlmAC scheme 
detailed in the preceding paragraphs. Such 
Corporations may apply for a bulk hcence for servic¬ 
ing the small scale units for imported raw materials 
for off-the-shelf delivery. Actual users in the small 
scale sector will be able to receive from the State 
Corporations raw materials against their AU/REP 
licences. 

MONITORING COMMITTEE 

109. In order to ensure smooth working of the 
scheme of direct allotment of imported items by 


canalising agencies, there is a Monitoring Committee 
for each canalised item. Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports is its chairman and represfentatives of the 
Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs), 
Ministry of Commerce, Economic Adviser in th« 
Mimstry of Industry, DCTD and Development Com¬ 
missioner (Small Scale Industries), are its regular 
members. In addition, for each canalised item, repre¬ 
sentatives of the Mmistiies concerned and the cana¬ 
lising agency are associated with the committee. For 
instance, representatives of the Department of Steel, 
Steel Authority of India Ltd , and SAIL International 
Ltd., arc members of the Monitoring Committee for 
iron and steel items including stainless steel, and 
representatives of Department of Mines and MMTC 
would be members of the Monitoring Committee for 
non-ferrous metals. 

110. This committee will review the import pro¬ 
gramme of the canalising agencies with respect to 
those items, and the arrangements made for the supply 
of those items to actual users. As some of the items 
which are placed under the direct allotment scheme 
are also available from indigenous sources, the com¬ 
mittee will work out a system to co-ordinate the import 
programme of the canalising agencies with the supplies 
from indigenous sources. It wiU give such advice to 
the canalising agencies about their import programme 
as may be necessary from time to time. 

111. The committee will review and advise the 
canalising agencies about the manner of distribution of 
imported raw matenals under the scheme. The com¬ 
mittee will also ensure that the canalising agencies 
give a ‘no objection certificate’ for direct import when 
they fail to arrange supply of raw materials within a 
reasonable period. The objective is that no sector of 
the industry should experience shortage of material in 
the supply of these inputs 

112. There will be a separate Cell in the office of 
the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports to service 
this Committee. 

PART I 

IMPORTS THROUGH ESTABLISHED 
IMPORTERS 

Policy for Established Importers 

113. The detailed import policy for established 
importers is given in Section IV of this Book. The 
Quota percentages as given in Section IV pertain to 
the annual quota, and established importers should 
submit their applications for import licences tm an 
annual basis. In respect of many items the quota 
percentage has been raised during the current year, 

NewctHtMis 

’ 114. In respect of certain selected items, namely, 
dental materials, scientific and surgical instruments and 
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parts ol '’mIlIks, Ikxmuck will also bo jiianled to 
iicwtoiiiers I'oi iliis piiiposi., tlic niminuiin pui'cb.iso/ 
sale luin-over should be ol Rs 50,000 in any one of 
the past three financial years commencing from 
1974-75 If the value of purchaso/salc turn-over is 
Rs 50,000/- and mine but upto Rs. 1 0 lakh, 
licences will be granted for a value of Rs 5,000/-. 
Wheic the purchase/salc turn-over exceeds Rs 1 0 
lakh, licences will be gianted for a value of 
Rs I0,0()0/-. Ehc application should be accompanied 
by a chartered accountant's certificate showing the

Last date for subniis.sion of applications 

115 Established importers and newcomers should 
submit their applications for import licences, complete 
in all respects, so as to reach the licensing authority 
concerned not latei than the 30th September, 1977. 

116 Applications for the estabhshmcnt/refixation 
of quotas should be made complete in all respects, 
so as to reach the licensing authority concerned not 
later than the 30th September, 1977. In such cases, 
the applications for impoit licences can be made within 
30 days from the date of issue of the quota certificates 

Basic Period 

117 Ihc basic period for the purpose of calculat¬ 
ing the quota for established importers will be from 
1951-52 to 1974-75 for all items, unless otherwise 
provided Howevei, quotas already fixed in accord¬ 
ance with the basic periods prior to 1951-52 will be 
accepted for the grant of quota licences, if otherwise 
due. 

118. No application for refixation or re-establish¬ 
ment of quotas will be entertained in the following 
cases ;— 

(i) For items licensable to established importers 

on a quota of more than 100 per cent. 

(ii) For items falling under a particular serial 

number or a sub-serial number of the old 
l.T C. Schedule, but imported against a 
licence for a different serial number or sub¬ 
serial number, under the concession of inter¬ 
changeability or under other provisions 
applicable to established importers or others. 
In such cases, applications for fixation or 
establishment of quotas will also not be 
entertained. 

(ill) In respect of imports made during a financial 
year, within the prescribed basic period, 
by the head office or a branch of an estab¬ 
lished importer agamM a consolidated import 
33 Got 1/77—5 


licence obtained by the head office or a 
blanch oHicc on the basis of past imports 
standing in the name of the head office a»d 
the branch(es). 

(iv) In respect of imports made during a financial 
year, within the prescribed period, on the 
basis of more than one quota licence issued 
to an established importer in respect of the 
same quota certificate, for different licens¬ 
ing periods. This restriction will not apply 
to vases m which past imports are against 
quota licences for two successive half yearly 
liccn.sing periods forming part of the same 
financial year. 

119 Except in cases covered by the preceding para¬ 
graph, importers can apply for the refixation or re¬ 
establishment of their existing quota certificates on the 
basis of past imports during any of the'years 1961-62 
to 1974-75 or during any other year, within the 
prescribed basic period, provided such other year has 
been included in the basic period for the first time 
during the licensing peiiod April 1968—March 1969. 
or, the importer was unable to apply for the re-fixation 
of quota earlier on account of a change in the owner¬ 
ship or constitution of business for which the applica¬ 
tion for T.Q.R was pending, or he could not apply 
earlier for other valid reasons beyond his control. Such 
applications will be entertained if the licensing autho¬ 
rity IS satisfied that any of these conditions is fulfilled. 

Minimum/Maximum value of licences 

120 The minimum value of licences under the 
policy for established importers will be Rs. 5,000. 
There will be no maximum value limit for grant of 
quota licences for the period April 1977—March 
1978. The licences will be granted on the basis of quota 
peicentage as indicated in Section IV of this Book, 
subject to a minimum of Rs 5,000. 

Division of Quota 

121. In me event of the divisioit of a quota of an 
established importer, the succeeding parties will receive 
their proportionate shares of the approved quota of 
the oiiginal firm; and none of them will be allowed 
the concession of obtaining minimum value licence 
separately. In such cases, the total value of licences 
admissible to all the succeeding parties, taken together, 
will be equal to the entitlement of the original firm 
had there been no division of quota 

Cases in which licences will not be issued 

122 An established importer will not be eligible 
for a licence where his entitlement under the policy 
works out to Rs, 100 or below, or the value of his 
quota certificate or past imports on which a licence 
IS claimed is up to Rs. 200. 
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Quutii certificate 

123. Even though Import Trade Control classifica¬ 
tion has been revised with effect from 1-4-1977, the 
existing quota certificates granted on the basis of the 
old classification will continue to be valid for grant 
of quota licence as per policy given in Section IV of 
this Book 

PART J 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 

(i) Actual Users (Mining and Collleriea/and newspaper 

estabUshments) 

124. The provision for import of permissible spare 
parts under free licensing and licensing of non-pemus- 
sible spares as indicated in Part ‘D’ will also be appli¬ 
cable to raining, coUictics industry/newspaper 
cstablishments/film studios and processing laboratories. 

(h) Actual User (Non-indn$trlaI) 

125 Applications for import of spare parts and 
other requirements of actual users (non-industrial) 
should be made to the licensing authority concerned 
as per the provisions contained in the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1977-78. 

(iii) Newspaper EstabU^nnents 

126 Applications for specialised requirements will 
be considered by the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, New Delhi. Such applications should be made 
to CCI&E, New Delhi direct on or before 31st Decem¬ 
ber, 1977. The detailed policy in this regard is 
indicated in Appendix 22. 

(iv) Spare parts of Earthmoving Machinery 

127. Applications for spare parts of earthmoving 
machinery will be considered for import from those 
who have imported spare parts of earthmoving machi¬ 
nery against their own hcences during any one of the 
financial y«ars commencing from 1970-71. 

128. Applications should be made to the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi in the 
form prescribed for established importers. Applications 
should also be supported by a certificate from a practis¬ 
ing chartered accountant or cost accountant, who is 
not a partner or an employee of the applicant firm or 
its associates, indicating year-wise the ci.f. value of 
spare parts of earthraovmg machinery imported by 
applicant against his own licences during any one of 
the financial years from 1970-71 to 1976-77. The 
applicant should also indicate whether he requires the 
goods to be imported for supply against DGS&D’s 
contracts, and if so, he should give the particulars of 
the relevant contract and the value of the goods to be 
supplied against the contract 


129. The last date for submission of such applica¬ 
tions will be 30th September, 1977 

fv) Import requirements of Shipping Companies 

130 Applications for the import of goods required 
by shipping companies will be considered from appli¬ 
cants who have imported these goods during the year 
1975-76 or 1976-77. 

131 Applications for import licences should be 
made to the regional licensing authority concerned 
through the Director General of Shipping, Bombay 
in the prescribed form ‘B’ of Appendix 3 of the ITC 
Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1977-78. The 
applications should be accompanied by a statement 
indicating the items sought to be imported, the number, 
date and value of import licences obtained by the 
applicant for these items during 1975-76 and 1976-77. 
and the imports actually effected during these two 
years separately. Applications will be considered only 
for permissible items 

132. The last date for submission of such applica¬ 
tions will be 3ht December, 1977. 

(vi) Import of Electrical Equipment/Components of 

Indnstrlal Macbbiery 

133. The import of electrical equipments listed in 
Appendix 17 will not ordinarily be allowed. 
Applications for the import of such equipments wiU 
be considered only on specific clearance Riven by the 
D.G T.D. 

Special facilities for Indians retnming from/residing 

abroad 

134 Applications for import of machinery, includ¬ 
ing research equipment and equipment for quality 
control and testing and raw materials will be consi¬ 
dered on a libera) basis from industrial units to be set 
up by Indian nationals returning from/rcsiding abroad 
as follows :— 

(a) Import of machinery up to a c.i.f, value of 
Rs 25 lakhs will be allowed without in¬ 
digenous clearance provided it is purchased 
out of the applicant’s own foreign exchange 
earning abroad and he furnishes a proper 
account of his holdings to the Reserve Bank 
of India The concession to allow machinery 
will not apply to the manufacturing opera¬ 
tions in respect of industries specified in 
Appendix 52C. 

(b) The machinery to be imported is required for 

setting up an industrial unit in which the 
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applicLint has a substantial financial interest 
of not less than 51 per cent. 

(e) Requests foi permission to sell the machinery 
shall not be cnteitained for a period of five 
years. 

(d) Permissible raw mateiials and components for 
meeting the requirements of one year, 
subject to maximum of Rs. 5 lakhs may also 
be allowed to be Imported, purchased out of 
the applicant’s foreign exchange earnings 
abroad. 

135, The facilities mentioned m para 134 above 
will also be subject to the following —■ 

(i) In the case of Indian nationals returning from 
abroad, neither the foreign exchange earnings 
brought in the form of plant and machinery, 
raw materials/components nor the profits 
thereon would be repatriated 

(li) In the case of persons of Indian origin residing 
abroad :— 

(a) Conditions applicable to investments in 

companies engaged in industrial activity 
would apply to these cases also, if he 
forms a limited company. 

(b) Neither the capital nor the profits would be 

repatriated abroad. 

(c) So long as the investor does not take 

Indian citizenship, all amounts due to him 
would be credited to his non-resident 
blocked account in India. 

(d) The address of the head office and the 

branches, if any, of his business or any 
change thereof, should be communicated 
to the Exchange Control Department of 
the Reserve Bank of India from time to 
time. 

(e) The method and procedure of maintaining 

accounts and the audit thereof would be 
subject to the same restrictions as arc 
applicable to the accounts of limited 
companies 

136. Applications for import of machinery should be 
made m Form ‘E’ appearing in Appendix 3 to the 
I T.C Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1977-78, 
to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, (B L. 
Section), Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi, supported by the 
following documents ■— 

fi) Evidence of payment of application fee at 
the prescribed rate (the fee payable is 
Rupee ]/- for every one thousand or part 
thereof, subject to a minimum of Rs. 50/- 


and maximum of Rs. 10,000/-). The fee 
should be deposited in cash in the Reserve 
Bank of India, or those Blanches of the 
Central Bank of India which are transacting 
the business of Central Government or it 
may be deposited with the Indian Missions 
abroad for credit to the Central Government 
under separate head “Import licence 
application fees”, subordinate to the Major 
Head “104—Other General Economic 
Services” The bank receipt or the receipt 
from Indian Missions abroad must show the 
name of the Department, namely, “Import 
and Export Trade Control Organisation”, 
and particulars of the application for the 
grant of import hcence, namely, description 
of goods for which the licence is applied 
for with their value, and the licensing 
period, in the col “full particulars” in the 
chaUan form TR-6 and should be attached 
to the application for grant of an import 
licence. 

(ii) (a) In the case of Indian nationals returning 
from abroad, a copy of the application to 
the Reserve Bank of India for permission 
to retain foreign currency balance abroad 
and evidence for gram of the requisite 
permission by the Reserve Bank of India. 
The prescribed form of application for 
such permission to be submitted to 
Reserve Bank of India is given in 
Appendix 52A of this Book. 

(b) In the case of Indian nationals residing 
abroad, no permission from the Reserve 
Bank of India for holding their earnings 
abroad is necessary. In such cases, a de¬ 
claration regardmg foreign currency bal¬ 
ances should be made in the prescribed 
form and the Reserve Bapk of India wUl 
acknowledge the receipt of such declara¬ 
tion. The required declaration should be 
made in the prescribed form given in 
Appendix 52-B of this Book in dupheate 
original copy of which may be submitted 
to the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports fB L Section) along with the 
application for import of machinery, raw 
materials/components and the duplicate 
copy of the declaration may be forwarded 
to the Reserve Bank of India, Exchange 
Control Department, Central Office, 
Bombay. 

(ill) A declaration that the industrial units proposed 
to be set up in India will be duly registered 
with the concerned sponsoring authorities 
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and that the registration certificate will be 
produced to the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, New Delhi, at least within one 
year from the date of the import application. 
(Import application in Form ‘E’ need not 
he supported by recommendation of the spon¬ 
soring authority at this stage) 

(iv) Detailed information regaiding definition of 
“actual user (industrial)” and categories of 
actual users is given in the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure, 1977-78. 

137 In the case of raw materials/componcnts, the 
import will be allowed only in respect of items re¬ 
quired by the unit and permissible to actual users in 
terms of the policy in force Application for import 
of raw materials/componcnts should be made m the 
form ‘B’ appearing in Appendix 3 to IT.C Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1977-78 supported 
by evidence of payment of application fee at the 
prescribed rate The application for raw materials/ 
components may be made along with the application 
for import of machinery and should be supported by 
evidence referred to in sub-paras (u) and (iii) of 
para 136 above, 

138. In all cases where the funds retained abroad 
are requTod to be utilised for financing import of 
machinery, raw materials and components into India, 
regular import licences with exchange control copy 
will be granted with the following endorsement •— 

“Not available for remittance from India. 
Payment to be made out of the foreign cur¬ 
rency account of the importer.” 

139 The licence shall also be subject to the 
following further conditions ;— 

(i) The machinery imported shall be used by 
the applicant in the industrial unit propos¬ 
ed td be set up and for the purpose for 
which the import is allowed. 

(ii) The sale of the machinery by the unit to 
any other person shall be made only with 
the prior written permission of the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, New 
Delhi, and that requests for such permis¬ 
sion sh."!!] not be .entertained for a period 
of five years fiom the date of import of 
the machinery, 

140 Indians returning from or residing abroad 
who arc eligible for the import of machinery under 
these provisions may, if they so desire, purcha.se the 
same machinery from indigenous producers m India 
against payment to be made in free foreign exchange. 


instead of importing the machinery from abroad. 
Again.st such supply, the indigenous producer will 
be eligible for import replenishment as admissible 
under the import policy for registered exporters and 
foi the discharge of export obligation, if any, in 
accordance with the procedure laid down m Section I, 
Volume II of ITC Policy. 

141. The following additional facilities wiU also be 
available to non-resident Indians for establishing 
industrial projects :— 

(i) Investment will be allowed in any industry 
listed in Appendix 52D of this BooJe. 

(n) Investment will also be allowed in any other 
industry not covered by Appendix 52D 
provided the investor undertakes to export 
60 per cent of the output or in the case of 
industries reserved for the small scale sector, 
75 per cent of the output. 

(ill) Equity investment in the above sectors will be 
allowed up to 74 per cent without any mini¬ 
mum limits 

(iv) Import of capital equipment will be allowed 
without indigenous clearance up to the limit 
of foreign exchange brought in by the non¬ 
resident Indian. It may be mentioned that 
if indigenous equipment is bought against 
foreign exchange, the supplier of the indi¬ 
genous capital goods will be eligible for 
import replenishment, as admissible under 
the import policy for registered exporters 
and for setting off this supply against export 
obligations, if any. 

(v) Remittance of profits in the industry set up 

under this scheme will be allowed freely. 

(vi) Repatriation of capital will also be allowed 

after the unit has gone into commercial pro¬ 
duction, and subject to adherence to export 
obligation, where applicable. The terms of 
repatriation of capital will be subject to the 
normal scrutiny and rules prescribed by the 
Government, 

(vii) Liberalised facilities for import of permissible 

raw materials and components will also be 
available in terms of the import policy in 
force 

(viii) The above facilities will be applicable wly to 
new investments including expansibn and 
diversification of existing industrial under¬ 
takings, but will not be extended to purchase 
of shares in existing companies in respect of 
existing activities. 
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(ix) Applicants desirous of availing of the above 
facilities will have to abide by the procedures 
prescribed by the Reserve Bank of India. 

142 Non-resident Indians will have to apply for the 
grant of industrial licences for the establishment of 
industrial undcitakmgs, wherever necessary i.e. where 
the establishment of industrial undertakings is not 
coveted by the existing exemptions from the licensing 
provisions of the Industries (Development and Regula¬ 
tion) Act, In such cases, they will be required to sub¬ 
mit their applications (with 10 spare copies) m Form 
IL to the Secretariat of Industrial Approvals, Udyog 
Bhavan, New Delhi, After an industrial hcence has 
been issued, the Chief Controller of Imports and Ex¬ 
ports will immediately issue a CCP for the import of 
capital goods up to the limits of foreign exchange to 
be brought in by the non-resident Indian. 

Import of Computer Systems 

143. Import of computer systems by Indian 
nationals returning from/residing abroad v 111 be 
allowed subject to the followmg conditions :— 

(i) Only new computers wdl be permitted to 
be imported. Second-hand/reconditioncd 
computers will not be allowed. 

(ii) The computer systems thus imported will 
not be used for setting up service bureaus 
in the country and they should be used 
either for speciahsed appUcations within 
the country or for overseas customers, m 
areas such as engmeering design, Jtngineermg 
consultancy and process control or for data 
prcparation/systcm conversion jobs and 
software devclopment/generation on a 100% 
export basis. 

(lii) The system wdl need to be bought outright 
by the returning Indian(s) and installed 
and mainlamcd on the basis of arrangements 
made by the rcturmng Indian(s) which are 
approved by the Department of Electronics. 
New Delhi. 

(iv) The total foreign e.xchangc requirements for 
the import of computers as well as for 
subsequent mamtenance should be met out 
of the foreign exchange earnings of the 
indentified associates of his/them residing 
abroad and no request for release of foreign 
exchange for import of spare parts or any 
other accessories for the system wiU be 
entertained. 

Facilities for Development and Research activitiesi 

144 Special laciliUes Im devc-lopmcnt and research 
activities to be .set up/iiiidei taken by the recognised 
industiial firms, scientific and mdiislrial research 
loundalions and pnvale individuals may be provided 
as per the provisions made in the following paragraphs. 


145 Applications for recognition from the research 
and development organisations proposing to import 
equipment, instruments, chemicals etc. should be 
made to the Secretary, Department of Science and 
Technology in the prescribed form (Appendix 51 of 
this Book), who may then refer to the relevant spe¬ 
cialised agency such as Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, Indian Council of Agricultural 
Research, Bhabha Atomic Research Centre, D.G.T.D. 
etc. for sciutiny/inspection and recommendation. 

146. Industrial firms, scientific and industrial re¬ 
search foundations, units or individuals applymg for 
research and development mipoits will be required 
to establish that they have a well-defined programme 
for research and development with specific objectives 
and satisfy the sponsoi mg/lieensing authorities that 
the equipment sought to be impoitcd is essential for 
the programme 

147. Applications toi costly and specialised equip- 
mcnt/pilot plant will be considered only m cases 
wbeie such lesearch and development facilities do 
not already exist and arc not easily available to the 
applicant within India. 

Cases in which the recommendation from the De¬ 
partment of Science and Technology will not be 

necessary 

148. Any umversity or technical mstxtute (hke 
JITs) whether m the public or piivatc sector, will be 
entitled to the above facilities m regard to the import 
of raw materials, components, mstrmnents etc. In 
such cases, formal recognition by the Department of 
Science and Technology will not be necessary. 

149. No recognition from the Department of 
Science and reclinology will be necessary m respect 
of research and/or tralmng institutes under the 
various Ministries of the Government of India (other 
than public sector undertakings). The concerned 
Ministries themselves should process the applications 
for research and development. They should also 
provide the necessary loreign exchange for the 
imports. 

150. State Government can also sponsor applica¬ 
tions from research and/or training institutes under 
their management and control for import of specia¬ 
lised instruments, raw materials etc. 

151 For co-operativc research institutions in the 
industrial sector which are getting grants-in-aid from 
(lie (’ouiKii III SeieiUilit. and Indiisliial Research, it 
Will not be necessruy lo obtain a fonnal recognition 
fiom the Dcparimeiil of Science and Technology. In 
such cases, the Council of Scientific and Industual 
Research will act as the sponsoring authority 
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Import of Capital Goods for Research and Develop¬ 
ment 

152. Applications for import of capital goods for • 
research organisations proposed to be set up or al¬ 
ready established by industrial firms, scientific and 
industrial research institutions or individuals lor 
conduct of research in the areas of their direct inte¬ 
rest or industrial operation, specialised research pro¬ 
jects 01 pilot plants, should be made in the prescrib¬ 
ed form (Form E) given m Appendix 3 of the Import 
Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 
1977 78. Not more than four applications for im¬ 
port of capital goods will be entcitamed from a unit 
during the course of a licensing period 

153 Since capital goods for research and develop¬ 
ment will normally be of specialised nature and will 
be subject to scrutiny and recommendation by the 
prescribed speaahscd agency/authority, the appli¬ 
cants would not be required to follow the advertise¬ 
ment procedure given in the Import Trade Control 
Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1977-78. 

154 It wiU not be necessary to obtain industrial 
licences for import of capital goods for research and 
development purposes. 

155, In respect of import of proto-type, the De¬ 
partment of Science and Technology can recommend 
applications direct to the licensing authoiity with¬ 
out obtaming any indigenous clearance from the 
D G T.D, provided the value of such proto-type does 
not exceed Rs one lakh Import »f only two num¬ 
bers of each proto-type will be allowed within this 
value. 

Facility for import of raw materials, components etc., 
without the requirement of an import licence by 
Research and Development units.

157. The items of raw materials, components and 
spares etc,, including canalised items, scientific instru¬ 
ments, equipments etc., should be those required for 
research and development purposes and a declaration 
to this effect is turmshed by the importing research and 
development units at the lime of clearance of goods 
with the customs, indicating the value of imports 
made by the units and the balance available under 
this facility. 

158, The facilities will not, however, be avail¬ 
able to colleges and other institutions 

159 Applications for import of scientific mstru- 
ment-s, equipment, raw materials etc, for a value 
exceeding Rs 5 lakhs for lesearch purposes may con¬ 
tinue to be made to the Chief Contiollcr of Imports 
and Expoits, New Delhi, through the Department of 
Science and Technology in the case of units recog¬ 
nised by that Department and through the sponsoring 
authoiity in the case of others, 

160. Scientists and faculty members (Professors, 
Rcadets, lecturers and research scholars) serving 
under the Central or State Government, lesearch 
laboj atones and universities can also apply for im¬ 
port of scientific instruments and chemicals required 
for research purposes for a value up to Rs. 10,000 on 
the recommendation of the head of the institution/ 
registrar of the nisliiution concerned Such appli¬ 
cations shall be made direct to the regional licensing 
aiithoiities eoncciiicd 
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161, Individuals, will als>o be allowed to import 
scientific instruments and chemicals up to Rs, 10,000 
subject to the essentiality being certified by the De¬ 
partment of Science and Technology. Such appli¬ 
cations will be considered by the regional licensing 
aulhoiities on the basis of the recommendation of the 
Departnient of Science and Technology. 

162 At the end of every fiscal year, each rccog- 
nisej research and development organisation must 
submit to the Department of Science and Technology, 
full details of import hccnces that have been issued 
m that fiscal year, and imports made imder the pro¬ 
vision of para 156 above, giving information as 
to each item of equipment, chemical, other raw mate¬ 
rials, spares and components with particulars of the 
quantities, sources of import and the c i f. value of 
impoit of each item.

Conditions of Import Licences 

166- The conditions applicable to different categones 
of licences have been given in Appendix 31 of the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and pro¬ 
cedure, 1977-78. The grant of an import licence does 
not confer any immunity, exemption or relaxation from 
any obligation or from compliance with any require¬ 
ment, to which the licence bolder may be subject to 
under other laws or regulations such as for instance, 
the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 
1951, the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1947.

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Drags and Medicines—Licensing Policy for 1977-78 


Aotnol Users Policy 

(1) General Drugs and Medicines 

Import of drugs and medicines included in Appen¬ 
dix 1 of this Book will be allowed under O.G.L. 
subject to the following conditions:— 

(0 The importer is an actual user, duly registered 
with the DGTD or State Drugs Control 
Authrities or other sponsoring authonties con¬ 
cerned, as the case may be, and holds a 
licence under the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 
1940, requiring the goods, in question for 
use in his own industry. 

(ft) The importer shall produce to the customs 
authorities at the time of clearance, a decla¬ 
ration giving the particulars of registration 
as an industrial unit with the concerned au¬ 
thorities and affirming that the such regis¬ 
tration has not been cancelled or withdrawn 
or otherwise made inoperative; 

(fti) Drugs only in bulk unproceased form and 
conforming to the specifications laid down in 
the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940, and the 
rules made thereunder will be allowed for 
import; 

(Iv) No preparations of any one or more of the 
drugs will be allowed for import; 

(v) Re-packers and re-bottlers of drugs m small 
containers are not eligible to import drugs 
under this licence. However, ampouling or 
vialling of sterile drugs in powder or liquid 
form will not constitute re-packing or re¬ 
bottling. As such, import of rfrugs mentioned 
in the Part C of Appendix 2 will not be 
permitted for the purpose of re-packing and 
re-bottling; 

(vl) In the case of import of :— 

(a) Dihydro-hydroxy codeinone and its salts. 

(b) Pethidine Hydrochloride. 

Import will be permitted only against certifi¬ 
cates issued by Narcotics Commisioner. 

2. Import of anti-cancer and life saving drugs men¬ 
tioned in Appendix 1 of this Book will be allowed un¬ 
der Open General Licence by dealers, hospitals, nursing 
hornet, registered medical practitioners and by 
Individuals, 

3. Release of canalised items of drugs 
and medicines mentioned in Group A of 
Section III of this Book will be made under 
the policy of direct allotment as per provision 
contained in Section T of this Book. Import of other 
canalised items of drugs and medicines shown in 


Group C of Section III of this Book wiU be released 
to the actual users on the basis of the recommendation 
of the State Drugs Control Authorities. 

4. The requirements of raw materials ol drug 
industry wiU be met in terms of the general policy 
for issue of licences in favour of the actual users, as 
contained in Section I of this Book. 

5. Import of drugs and medicines included m List 11 
of this Appendix is not permissible and those included 
m List III of this appendix will be allowed on restric¬ 
ted basis. Import of other drugs and medicines will 
be allowed in favour of actual users without any face 
value restriction. Chemicals, solvents, flavouring 
agents, colours etc,, which are required in the 
formulation of drugs and medicines wiU also be 
allowed to be imported having regard to the 
import policy applicable in respect of those items. 

6. Drugs and medicines licensed to actual users 
should not be sold after re-packing or re-botthng only. 
Ampouling or vialling of sterile drugs in powder or 
liquid form will not, however, constitute re-packing 
or re-bottling. 

(11) Crude Drugs for Ayurvedic and Unani medicines 

7. The requirements of raw materials of the 
actual users will be met under the free licensing 
scheme. The procedure for submission of applica¬ 
tion for issue of licences has been indicated in Appen¬ 
dix 2 of this Book, Import of crude drugs wffi be 
allowed in the manner indicated below ;— 

(1) Items covered by List A of Annexure 5 of 
this Appendix can be imported without any 
face value restrictions; 

(2) individual items covered by List B of Annex¬ 
ure 5 of this Appendix can be imported upto 
20% of the face value of the licences; 

(3) total imports of items covered by List B of 
Annexure 5 of this Appendix should not 
exceed 50% of the face value of the licences. 

(Hi) Homoeopathic medicines 

8. Import of raw materials for manufacture of 
homoeopathic medicines will be allowed by the actual 
users under the free licensing scheme. Import 
licences will be granted with the following 
description 

“All single homoeopathic drugs in basic form and/ 

or of any potency, including sugar of milk in bulk 

and biochemic medicines” 

Similarly, import of homoeopathic medicines in 
finished form will be allowed under the free licen¬ 
sing scheme by dealers, individuals, hospitals and 
nursing homes. The procedure for submission of 
applications for grant licences under the free licen¬ 
sing scheme has been indicated in Appendix 2 of this 
Book. 
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(iv) Loan llconce 

9. In the case of pharmaceutical units not borne 
on the registers of the Directorate General of Tech¬ 
nical Development, the ‘loan licensees’ under the Drugs 
and Cosmetics Act, 1940 who are permitted to get 
their drugs processed by other factories licensed under 
the said Act, will be ehgible to get actual users licences 
for permissible items of raw materials required by 
them. Such licences will not boar the condition re¬ 
garding utilisation of the imported raw materials in 
the factory of the licensee and a suitable endorsement 
will be made on such licences permitting the 
‘loan licensees' to get their goods processed in other 
factories licensed under the Drugs and Cosmetics 
Act, 1940. The new units of loan licences wiU be 
granted licences for a value not exceeding Rs 20,000 
for the their first year’s requirement. 

(v) Licensing to Re-packers and Re-bottlers ol drugs 

10. The parties who obtain supplies of drugs and 
medicines in bulk and arc engaged in the process of 
re-packing and re-bottling the drugs and medicines 
in small containers, are not covered by the definition 
of actual users as given in the ITC Hand Book of 
Rules and Procedure, 1977-78 as they are not engaged 
in an industrial pioduction. However, in terms of 
the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 the process of 
manufacture includes the piocess of re-packing or 
re-bottling of drugs Also, poisons or firms engaged 
in such activities are required to possess a licence 
under the said Act. and aio also roqLUiod to test the 
products either in their own laboratories or other 
approved laboratories. In view of this, applications 
for hcences will be considered from such parties holding 
licences under the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940, 
for rc-packing or re-bottling of drugs, for import of 

ermissible items of drugs and medicines required 

y them for re-packing or re-bottling purposes. 
Applications should be made in the form prescribed 
for the actual users, to the licensing authority con¬ 
cerned through the sponsoring authority concerned 
after utilisation of previous set of licences issued to 
them. Licences wiU be issued for import of specific 
permissible items of drugs and medicines recommen¬ 
ded by the sponsoring authority. Licences against 
this provision will be issued to an applicant for a 
value not exceeding Rs. 5,000. 

Established Importers Policy 

11. Licences for general drugs and Medicmes 
will be granted to established importers on the basis 
of a joint quota of past imports of all the items falling 
under these Scri.'il Nos excluding Homoeopathic 
medicines and Crude drugs for Ayurvedic and Unani 


medicines. An estabhshed importer can apply for a 
quota licence for general drugs and medicines in the 
following manner :— 

(i) By obtaining a fresh quota certificate on the 
basis of his past imports of all the items 
falling in these Serial Numbers in any finan¬ 
cial year within the prescribed basic period, 
excluding past imports of (a) Homoeopathic 
medicines and (b) Crude drugs for Ayur¬ 
vedic and Unani medicines, 

OR 

(h) By having his existing quotas re-established 
on the basis of his past imports of all the 
items falling under these S. Nos. excluding 
past imports of Homoeopathic medicines 
and Crude drugs for Ayurvedic and Unani 
medicines, in a more favourable year within 
the prescribed basic period subject to 
the provisions regarding re-fixation of quota 
as contained in Section I of this Book, 


OR 

Uii) In the case of an established importer not 
availing of the provisions in (/) or (//) above, 
the import licence can be claimed on the 
basis of the combined values of existing quota 
certificates held by him, for general drugs and 
medicines (consohdated) and in respect of in¬ 
dividual items with the exception of Homoeo¬ 
pathic medicines and Crude drugs for Ayur¬ 
vedic and Unani medicines. Such existing 
quota certificates may or may not be of the 
same basic year. However, if the past imports 
of any item in the same basic year are inclu¬ 
ded in the quota certificate for an individual 
item and also in the consolidated quota 
certificate for general drugs and medicines 
held by the importer, such past imports wiU 
be excluded from one of the quota certi¬ 
ficates.

Attention is invited to the policy contained 
in Section 1 of this book, according to which 
preference wdl be given in the matter of imports of 
raw materials and components in the case of actual 
users exporting 20 per cent or more of their produc¬ 
tion during the financial year 1976-77. 

2. For the purpose of calculating the export per¬ 
formance, the following exports will also be taken mto 
account, apart from the direct exports made by the 
actual user concerned:— 

(/) Supphes of materials at international prices 
under the arrangement approved by the 
Government. 

(ii) Supphes made against IBRD/IDA Aided 
Projects in India. 

{ill) Exports made through eligible Export 
Houses. 

(iv) Exports made through merchant exporters 
provided nomination obtained from the 
merchant exporters. 

(r) Supphes made by Indian firms m India un¬ 
der the aid programmes of United Nations 
and other Multinational agencies at Inter¬ 
national prices and paid for in Free Foreign 
Exchange. 

3. Accordingly, industrial units both in the large 
and small scale sector including pubhc sector indus¬ 
trial undertakings engaged in select or other indus¬ 
tries should produce evidence of their export per¬ 
formance during the financial year 1976-77. 


4. In support of their export performance in rela¬ 
tion to their production during the financial year 
1976-77 the actual users should submit a statement 
in the proforma annexed after getting all the pages 
thereof duly certified and stamped by Chartered 
Accountant or Cost Accountant in practice who 
is not a partner or an employee of the concerned 
exporting umt or its associates. 


5. The required evidence should be produced by 
units (where the end-products arc covered by the 
import policy for Registered Exporters). 


6. The required evidence should be produced to 
the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, New 
Delhi (Import Policy Cell) on or before the 
31st December, 1977.

Irupoit of educational, scientific and technical 
books covered by List T of this Appendix will be all¬ 
owed under Open General Licence by dealers, 
individuals, institutions and others. Please see 
Appendix 1 of this Book. Howevei, import of 
foreign editions of books for which latest editions of 
Indian reprints are available will not be allowed 
under this facility. 

2 Licences will also be granted to the established 
importers on a quota of 100% for import of books 
(other than those covered by O G.L.), journals and 
magazines. 

3. Quota licences will be subject to the following 
conditions •— 

(i) import of fiction will be permitted only 
upto 10 % of the value of the licence. 

(ii) non-tcchmcal journals and magzaines will 
be allowed only upto 40% of the value of the 
licences. Also, import of more than 20,000 
copies of a single non-technical magazine 
will not be allowed against each quota 
licence.

The licensing policy for chemicals falling under 
S. Nos. 28.01/58, 29.01/45, 30 01, 30 02 and 30 03 
of the revised Import Trade Control Schedule is 
given in this Appendix. This Appendix consists 
of the following lists;— 

(a) List I 

This list gives the items of chemicals, the import 
of which IS canalised through the State Trading 
Agencies. The requirements of actual users for 
the items mentioned in this list will be met from 
the imports through the public sector agency as 
indicated in Section 111 of this book. 

(b) List II 

This list contains the items of chemicals allowed 
to the actual users on restricted basis. These 
items will be allowed for import by the actual users 
up to 20 per cent of the value of licences. 

(c) List III 

The items of chemicals which will not be per¬ 
mitted for import by the actual users are given in this 
list. 

(d) List IV 

This list includes items of electronic grade 
chemicals/gases which are permitted for import to 
the actual users engaged in semi-conductor 
industry. 

(e) List V 

This list includes the items of chemicab which 
will not be allowed for import against licences issued 
for Laboratory and Reagent Chemicals or Quota 
Licences issued for any other serial numbers. 

(f) List VI 

This list gives the licensiufj policy in rcsMct of 
pesticides.

INTRODUCTION 

Ihe liupuil Policy tor uou and steel and feiro 
alloys loi Apiil 1977—March 1978 has been toimu- 
laled, keeping m view the unproved climate ol 
economic growth, need tor self sufficiency, import 
substitution, nuintamuig the tempo ot increase in 
domestic pioduction and lemoval to the extent possi- 
bte of constrauts to the mdustiiul growth in all 
spheres, 'file pioeeduie toj obtaining tlie reqmiements 
ot steel and feiio alloy items will be the same, as laid 
down in Section f ot this Book, subject to the condition 
diat the Ucm-wise policy for imports of steel and 
ferro alloys will be as specified in this Appendix. 

2 The system ot automatic aud supplemeiitaiy 
lieeiisuig as given in Section I of this Book will also 
be applicable to the iron & steel items 

3 A huge number ot iron and steel and tciro alloy 
iieiiis have been placed under Open General Licence 
and under the direct allotment scheme by tlie canalis¬ 
ing agency viz. SAIL Inteinational Limited, The 
Items ot iron and steel and ferro alloys have been 
classified under 4 Schedules viz; 

Schedule ‘A' —Hems which aie allowed to be 
imported under Open Gcneial Licence. 

Schedule ‘B'.—Items, release of which will be 
made by the canalising agency, viz: SAIL 
International Linuted, without the require¬ 
ment ol release order, under the scheme of 
direct allotment. 

Schedule ‘C’.—Items, import of which will be 
allowed in full.

Tlie liability of the canalising 
agency/noniinated supplier will arise only in cases, 
wliere satisfactory financial arrangements have been 
made with them and from the date when satisfactory 
financial arrangements were made. 
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10. Foi the quantity which the Steel Authority of 
India LLmited/lion & Steel Controller/MSTC cannot 
arrange domestic supplies, they will advise SAIL Inter¬ 
national Limited for the canalised items only and the 
actual users for the non-canahsed items, to airangc 
imports. For the non-canahsed items, the actual users 
win approach the licensing authority for grant of im¬ 
port hcence. For the canalised items, the actual users 
will complete the required formalities and make neces¬ 
sary financial arrangements with SAIL International 
Liimtcd/MSTC, who will arrange supply of the im¬ 
ported materials within a period of six months or 
according to the phased programme of delivery as 
mutually agreed upon, whichever is later.

GENERAL 

15 For the purpose of interpretation of the import 
policy specified in this Appendix, the meaning and 
definition of various items of steel mentioned in this 
Appendix shall be the same as contained in the 
Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 1975). The latest 
revision of IS 1956—1972—Parts I to IV (Glossary 
of terms relating to iron and steel) is for the guidance 
of the manufacturers and users. 

16 In case of any doubt about technical 
specifications/size etc of any item, the applicant or 
the licensing authority should get the doubt clarified 
from the Department of Steel, New Delhi before the 
import is resorted to. The decision of the 
Department of Steel shall be final and binding for the 
purposes of import clearance 

17. Unless otherwise specified, all items mentioned 
in the licence/release order for iron and steel should 
be of prime quality only. 

18. The detailed itemwise policy for iron and steel 
and ferro alloys is contained in Schedules ‘A’ to ‘D’ 
of this Appendix. Items other than those specified 
in these schedules to this Appendix will not ^ 
permitted for import unless specifically cleared by 
the Ministry of Steel and Mines (Department of 
Steel). Requests in this regard will be considered 
only when supported by essentiality certificate from 
the sponsoring authority concerned. Applications for 
import of such items should be supported with all 
details as per Schedule ‘E’ to this Appendix. The 
sponsoring authority will obtain clearance of the 
Department of Steel and clearly mention in the 
forwarding letter to the licensing authority while 
recommending import that the clearance from the 
Department of Steel has been obtained. T^e 
Department of Steel will give clearance in such cases 
vitbin a period of 30 days from the date of receipt 
of recommendation of the sponsoring authority 

LICENSING AUTHORITIES 

19. The names of the licensing authorities and their 
jurisdiction are given in Schedule ‘G’ of this 
Appendix. 

CHANGE IN THE IMPORT POLICY 

20. Suggestions for change in the import policy of 
iron and steel items and ferro alloy items should be 
made in the proforma prescribed in Appendix 27 of 
this Book and should be addressed to the Ministry 
of Steel and Mines (Department of Steel), New 
Delhi, with a copy to the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports.

Export Production 


Objective 

The Fifth Five-Year Plan envisages growth of 
exports at a compound rate of 7.b per cent per aimum. 
This objective can be achieved only if export earnings 
from industrial products increase at a compound rate 
of 16—22 per cent per annum. In plaiming and 
licensing industrial capacity, demand projections would, 
therefore, include export requirements. It is expected 
that rising external demand over the coming years 
would thus impart a strong impulse to industrial 
growth. 

Industrial licensing 

2, (1) Government have recognised the need for 
adequate orientation of licensing policy m order to 
step up the export effort. In pursuance of such 
recognition, government have since introduced modified 
industrial licensing pohey, details of which have been 
announced by the Department of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment in various Press Notes from time to time. Copies 
of Press Notes dated 15th February 1975 and 30th 
September 1976 issued by the Department of Industrial 
Development are reproduced in Annexure I to this 
Part. 

(2) In the case of exporting units with sustained and 
continuous export performance, the hcensing of 
mcreased capacity under the Industries (Development 
& Regulation; Act, 1951, over and above their existing 
licensed capacity to the extent of such exports, will 
be favourably considered, 

CoUabotation in export-oriented units 

3, (1) Foreign collaborations will be more freely 
permitted m the case of primarily export-oriented units. 
The existing collaboration agreements providing for 
restraints on exports will be suitably revised when due 
for renewal. All applications for foreign collaborations 
should be submittecl direct to the Foreign Investment 
Board Secretariat, Department of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi. 

(2) The policy of not allowing foreign collaboration 
in trading activities may also be relaxed provided such 
collaboration is intended exclusively for exports. 

(3) Foreign collaboration may also be considered 
in low priority sectors if the collaboration agreement 
provides for the greater part of production to be 
exported. 

Import of capital goods by export-oriented units 

4, The policy for import of capital goods for export- 
oriented units has been substantially liberaUsed. 
Certain types of machines have been placed on O.G.L,, 


while for others the requirements of exporting units 
will be hberally met. entitlements will also be 

allowed to be utilised for import of permissible types 
of machmery. 

Special treatment for export-oriented units for Import 
of raw materials

more of their production will be eligible for preferred 
sources of supply for import of raw materials and 
components m accordance with the policy for Actual 
Users laid down m Vol. f of this Book. 

(2) For the purpose of determining export perfe*'- 
mance in such cases, the type of exports which qualify 
for import replenishment, will be taken into account. 
Exports made tlirougli export houses will also be taken 
into account provided such exports are identifiable. 


Export Obligations 

6. (1) Arrangements have been made to keep proper 
watch on the fiUfilment of export obligations imposed 
on mdustrial licences, C.G. licences and on approvals 
of foreign collaboration. Unless otherwise provided, 
the exports made in the discharge of such export 
obligations quahfy for import replenishment in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions made m the import pohey 
for Registered Exporters. 

(2) Where a manufacturer, who is under export 
obligation, exports his products through tmother 
exporter, such exports may be taken into account for 
the discharge of export obligation of the manufacturer 
concerned, provided the following conditions are 
satisfied ;— 

(i) There is an acceptable documentary evidence 
to show that the goods exported had been 
manufactured by die manufacturer who is 
under export obligation; 

(li) The name of the manufacturer of the goods 
exported appears in aU or any of the export 
documents; 

(iii) The manufacturer of the goods exported 
produces “no objection” certificate 
(disclauner) from the other party whose name 
also appears in all or any of the export 
documents; and 

(iv) The other party referred to in (lii) above 
gives a declaration to the effect that it shall 
not utihse the same exports to discharge its 
own export obligation, if any. 
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(3) In respect of “third party” exports i.e. where 
all or any of the cxpoit documents contain the names 
of two parties, the import replenishment licence as 
admissible under the import policy for Registered 
Exporters may be claimed by any of these two parties 
provided, (i) the claimant is a Registered Exporter 
and is otheiwise eligible under the policy and (ii) the 
claimant produces a certificate of “disclaimer” from 
the other party in his favour. 

Quality Control Measures 

7. A comprehensive programme of quality control 
and pre-shipment inspection has been put hito effect 
under the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) 
Act, 1963 In-process quality control has also been 
introduced for selected chemicals and engineering items. 
Certain levels of in-process quality control have been 


stipulated for these commodities from the stages of 
selection and purchase of raw materials to processing, 
production and packaging. In-process quality control 
will be extended to the manufacture of the other export 
products. It is expected that all exporting units will, 
m the interest of the reputation of the goods manu¬ 
factured by them, adopt even where not prescribed, 
in-process quality control measures. 

Complaints against Indian exporters 

8. Complaints received against individual exporters 
will be investigated by the Export Promotion Organi¬ 
sation concerned in order that defaulting units may be 
cautioned and steps taken to preserve the reputation 
of Indian products A detailed procedure for dealing 
with complaints against Indian exporters from foreign 
buyers is given m Appendix I in Section III of this 
book.

ANNEXURE I lO PART ‘A’ 

PRESS NOTE 

Endorsement of Productive capacity in registration certificates issued under the IDR Act and recognition capacity 

for export production in industrial licences 


Section 10 of the Industries (Development & 
Regulation) Act, 1951 relating to registration of indus¬ 
trial undertakings was amended m December, 1973 
conferring powers on the Central Government to spe¬ 
cify the productive capacity of such undertakings in 
the related registration certificates. As it was consider¬ 
ed that it would not be practicable to endorse the pro¬ 
ductive capacity in respect of all the undertakings cov¬ 
ered by registration certificates it was provided in the 
Act that Government would notify the class of under¬ 
takings, which would be required to produce within 
a specified period the registration certificates for the 
purpose of entering therein the productive capacity of 
the undertakings. The list of industries in respect 
of which the concerned undertakings will be required 
to produce the registration certificates is being noti¬ 
fied separately. The undertakings will be required 
to produce their registration certificates, within a 
period of 3 months from the date of the notification, 
for getting the productive capacity endorsed in those 
registration certificates. 

2. The Industries (Development & Regulation) 
Amendment Act of 1973 specifies the factors to be 
taken into account m fixing the productive capacity of 
the undertaking. In specifying the productive capacity 
in a Certificate of Registration, the Central Govern¬ 
ment shall take into consideration inter alia the level 
of the highest annual production during the 3 years 
immediately preceding the introduction of the In¬ 
dustries (Development & Regulation) Amendment 
Bill 1973, the extent to which production during 
the said period was utilised for export and such other 
relevant factors In normal cases the productive 
capacity of undertakings covered by registration certi¬ 
ficates will be fixed taking into account the various 
factors enumerated in the Act. With a view to en¬ 
suring that process of fixation of the productive 
capacity should in no way inhibit the possibility 
of maximising exports, rt has been decided that the 
highest production for domestic sales in any of the 
three years preceding the date of the introduction of 
the IDR Amendment Bill, namely the 29th August, 
1^73, phis the highest production of exports in any 


such year, even though not in the same year may be 
adopted as being the productive capacity for endorse¬ 
ment. For this purpose, the industrial undertakings 
will have to send their registration certificates together 
with particulars relating to production achieved during 
the three years prior to 29th August, 1973 and the ex¬ 
ports made during each of the three years, to the 
administrative Ministry. 

3. If, however, any such registered undertaking 
claims that it is capable of production to an even 
higher extent than the capacity indicated above, 
and that such additional production is for exports 
the recognition of such higher capacity may be con 
sidered subject to the following conditions ■— 

(1) that the capacity claimed actually existed on 
the date of introduction of the Bill namely 
29th August. 1973. 

(2) that no additional equipment would need to 
be installed for this purpose. 

(3) that such capacity shall be utilised only for 
exports. 

(4) that the value added by way of exports is 
reasonable. 

(5) that the normal eligibility for enhancement 
by 25% be subsumed in the higher capacity 
so recognised. 

4. Government have decided that the facility of 
recognition of export performance and capability 
should be made available to licensed undertakings 
also. Undertakings holding industrial licences with 
specific capacities mentioned therein may also 
therefore come forward for recognition of enhanced 
capacities on the basis that such addition has been 
utilised for exports. Where any such licensed under¬ 
taking claims additional capacity on grounds of further 
export capability, such additional capacity may ab.s 
be recognised, subject inter alia to the conditions 
that no additional equipment would need to be ins¬ 
talled for this purpose, such capacity will be utilised 
only for export, the value added is reasonable and the 
normal eligibihty for increase by 25% be subsumed 
in the higher capacity, 

5. In respect of foreign majority companies and 
undertakings in respect of which prior approval under 
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the MRTP Act is necessary, special procedure will Ministry of Industry & Civil Supplies for considering 
be followed by constituting a Task Force in the their applications.

PRESS NOTE 

Subject. —Facilities to export-oriented industries for import of machinery. 


Government have been announcing, from time 
to Ume, measures designed to encourage export-oriented 
industries in the country. It is recognised that in 
order to maintain its competitiveness in mtemational 
markets, an industry has to keep on ms-dating its 
technology, improving its operational efficiency and 
reduemg costs of production. The quality of the 
product has also to be improved and brought in line 
with or made superior to the competing goods in 
international markets. A continuing effort has, there¬ 
fore, to be made even to maintain the existmg exports, 
as percentage of total production, made by an industry. 
With a view to facilitating efforts in this direction, 
it has been decided that an industrial undertaking 
which has been exporting more than 20% of its total 
production during the past three years and ^ves an 
undertakmg to contmue to export more than 20% of 
Its total enhanced production for the next five years 
would be exempted from procedures of indigenous 
scrutiny includmg the clearance from Capital Goods 
Committee in the matter of importing machinery 
provided that (a) where the industrial undertaking has 
been licensed with a higher initial export obligation, 
they would have to mamtain that higher level as 
against 20% of total production, (b) the total value of 
imported e^ipment shall not exceed Rs. 1 crore in 
one year. The import of machinery would be allowed 
cither through the provision of free foreign exchange 
or through licences against external credits, as may be 
appropriate in each case. The import licences wiU be 
issued by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports 
with the condition that the requisite legal bond for 
fulfillmg the export commitment shall be executed by 
the party as per procedure in force. The equipment 
so imported would be actually installed in the industrial 
undertaking and wUl not be transferred to other parties. 


2 The installation of the imported equipment would 
result in higher productive capacity. The additional 
productive capacity will be recognised by Government 
by making necessary amendments m the industrial 
licence on the basis of a special procedure provided 
that such installation of imported equipment does not 
result in any encroachment of products reserved for 
the small scale sector. 

The proposal to recognise consequent additional 
productive capacity would be received by the Joint 
Secretary concerned with the industry in the Adminis¬ 
trative Mmistry who would accord necessary approval 
after satisfying himself that the conditions specified 
above have been fulfilled. The proposal received from 
foreign companies coming under the purview of the 
FERA and undertakings commg under the purview of 
MRTP Act would be considered by a Task Force to 
be constituted m the Admimstcative Ministry concerned 
consisting of representatives of concerned Ministries 
including that of the Department of Company Affairs. 
The Task Force would accord approvals to such 
proposals expeditiously.

IMPOR7 POLICY FOR REGISTERED 
EXPORTERS 


Objective 

9 The objective ol the iinpoit policy for Registered 
Exporters is to provide to the registered exporters 
by way of replenishment, from the most preferred 
sources, the imported materials reijuired in the 
manufacture of the products exported by them. 

Eligibility tor import replenishmcDt licences 

10 The following types of exports will qualify for 
import replenishment ;— 

(a) Sales to foreign touusts of selected products 
under the pi escribed schemes, 

(b) Supphes made by Indian firms to l.B.R.D / 
I.D.A. aided projects m India when .such 
supplies are made under the procedure of 
international competitive bidding; 

(cj Exports to Nepal for projects financed by 
IBRD, IDA, Asian Development Bank and 
UN Oiganisations at international prices 
provided such supphes are paid for in free 
foreign exchange or m accordance with the 
payment procedures for procurements 
under IBRD, IDA and ADD regulations; 

(d) Supplies made by Indian firms in India 
under the aid programmes of United 
Nations and other Multinational agencies at 
international prices and paid for m free 
foreign exchange; 

(e) Supphes made from India to Indian missions 
abroad or members of such missions, 
branches of Indian banks abroad and offices 
of An India abroad, against payment in 
free foreign exchange; 

(fj Sales to foreign shipping companies as ship 
stores, provided payment is received in 
foieign exchange or m Indian lupces 
obtained from the exchange of foreign 
currency. 

(g) Exports to Bangladesh under Limited 
Payments Airangement/Balanccd Trade and 
Payments Arrangement; 

(li) Exports to Bangladesh under special bank 
credits made available by l.DBT; 


(i) Exports to Bangladesh against Emergency 
Relief Credit under the provisions of the 
Muiistry of Commerce Public Notice 
No. 42-ETC(PN)/74, dated 6th December, 
1974; and 

(]) Exports to Bangladesh agamst Commodity 
Credit under the provisions of the Ministry 
of Commerce Public Notice No. 46-ErC 
(PN)/74 dated 26th December, 1974. 

11 Exports on consignment basis will qualify for 
replcni-shment only after the export proceeds have 
been realised against final sales and surrendered to 
the Indian Exchange Control. 

12 The following types of exports will not qualify 
foi import replemshment;— 

(i) Exports to Bhutan; 

(ii) Exports to Nepal and Afghanistan, except 
those paid for in free foreign exchange; 

(ui) Exports under barter deals or under trade 
promotion agreements entered mto by 
public sector agencies m India with over¬ 
seas buyers, unless otherwise provided in 
the relevant barter deal or trade promotion 
agreement; and 

(iv) Exports to Bangladesh against Commodity 
Grant under the Ministry of Commerce 
Public Notice No. 3-ETC(PN)/75 dated 
25th January, 1975, 

13, (a) Products for which floor prices for exports 
have been fixed by a registering authority, will qualify 
for replemshment under this policy only if the exports 
satisfy the floor price condition. 

fb) Exports eflected will qualify for replenish¬ 
ment under this policy only if .sush exports are 
made m accordance with the provisions of the Export 
Trade Control Order as amended from time to time, 
wherever applicable 

Export products and extent of replenishment 

14 The products against the export of which re- 
pleni^hment will be allowed have been enumerated 
111 Col 2 of the statement in Section 11, The extent 
of replenishment that will be permissible against 
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each product has been indicated in Col. 3 of the 
same statement m terms of a percentage of the f.ob 
value of the export, 

15. (i) The percentage indicated in Col 3 of the 
statement m Section II will apply in the case of ex¬ 
ports effected on or after 1st April, 1977 In the 
event of any subsequent change in these percentages, 
the change so announced, unless otherwise stated, will 
be apphcable to exports made on and after the date 
of announcement for the purpose of granting import 
replenishment licences, except in the case of registered 
export contracts. 

(ii) Wherever an export product is classified 
for dre first time and a Public Notice is issued to that 
effect, the classification will have effect from the date 
of issue of the Public Notice, except m cases where 
an exporter has exported the new product against n 
registered contract. In such cases, the classification 
will have effect from the date of the contract pro¬ 
vided it has been registered within a period of 45 
days from the date of signmg the contract as provided 
in this policy, 

(ill) Wherever an export pioduct is reclassified, 
and a Public Notice is issued to that effect, the re¬ 
classification will be effective in respect of expoiis 
made on or after the date of issue of the Public 
Notice, for the purpose of grant of import replenish¬ 
ment licences except in case where exports are 
made against a duly registered contract. 

(iv) If the classification of an export product is 
specifically indicated m Section II and it is different 
fiom the classification of the same product m Section 
IV, the former will prevail 

16. In the case of registered export contracts, the 
crucial date for determining the percentage of reple¬ 
nishment will be the date of the contract If the 
registered contract is a public tender contract of a 
foreign government or a foreign public utility, or 
IDA/TBRD Contract for supplies to be made m 
India undci the procedure of international competi¬ 
tive bidding, ihe crucial date for determining ihc 
percentage of replenishment will be the date of the 
tender or the date of “offer” according to the pro¬ 
visions made in this policy. 

17. In the case of expoits on consignment basis, 
the import replenishment percentage in force on the 
date of realisation of the sale proceeds, will be 
applicable 


18 A special procedure wUl be followed where 
ihe quantum of replenishment provided is inadequate 
10 accommodate an essential raw material or compo¬ 
nent which IS lequired to be imported on the ground 
that the quality of the indigenous substitute is not 
adequate, or its price is too high, to maintain the 
competitive strength of the export product, or the 
quantity of the indigenous substitute is not adequate 
to meet the demand. In such cases, requests for 
exceeding the prescribed replenishment limits will be 
considered on merits by the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports, New Delhi while dealing with 
appUcations for advance licences, 

19. Where the hcensing authority considers that 
the value of the goods exported is ovcr-mvoiccd or 
there has been a mis-declaration of description of 
the pioducls exported, it shall be open to it either 
to refuse to issue any licence against suen expoits 
or to reduce the value of the licence to such figure 
as it deems fit This will be without prejudice to 
any other action that the licensing authoiity may 
lake under the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 
1947 or Orders issued thereunder or under any other 
piovisioM. 

20. Import licences issued under tins policy, un¬ 
less otherwise mdicated, will be valid for unports 
from General Currency Area. 

Categories of c^orters 

21. There are broadly three categories of 
Registered Exporters, These are merchant-exporters, 
manufacturer-exporters and export houses holding 
Export House Certificates, m the piivate or public 
sectors Applications for import licences under this 
pohey wdl be entertained only from Registered 
Exporters. 

Utilisation of REP entitlements by different categories 

of exporters 

22. (1) All Registered Exporters can transfer 
tlieir REP entitlements or REP licences in favour of 
STC, the State Chemicals & Pharmaceutical 
Corporation, the Minerals & Metals Trading 
Corporation or an Export House m accordance with 
the procedure for transfer laid down in Part C. 
Requests for such transfer can be made either m the 
import application or after the issue of the hcence. 
However, requests for transfer of REP licences by 
merchant exporters should be made at the tune of 
applying for the hcence, except in cases covered by 
sub-para 24(2) below in which such request can 
be made after the issue of the hcence. No REP 
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licence will be issued in the name of a merchant- 
exporter, except as provided in sub-para 24(2). 

(2) A nominee-manufacturer holding REP licence 
can also transfer the licence in favour of the aforesaid 
agencies. 

(3) An Export House can also transfer its REP 
entitlement or REP licence to STC, the State 
Chemicals & Pharmaceuticals Corporation, iVImcrals 
& Metals Trading Corporation or to another Export 
House. 

23. All registered exporters can transfer their REP 
entitlements or REP licences m favour of a 
manufacturer/manufacturers by nominating such 
manufacturer(s) m accordance with the provisions 
for nominations laid down in this part. Requests 
for such transfer by nomination can be made either 
in the import application or after the issue of the 
licence However, in the case of merchant-exporters, 
the request for transfer should be made at the time 
of applying for the licence except in cases covered by 
sub-para 24(2) in which such request can be made 
after the issue of the hccnce. 

24 (1) Manufacturer-exporters and export bouses 
will also have the option to obtain REP licence in 
their own name for the whole of the import 
replenishment or a part thereof. 

(2) Some merchant-exporters perform onter- 
prcneurial functions also. They supply the required 
materials to small and cottage industry units m order 
to get the goods manufactured from them for export, 
according to the foreign buyer’s specifications and 
design, on payment of manufacturing charges. Such 
merchant-exporters, who function as enterpreneurs, 
will be treated as manufacturer-exporters for the pur¬ 
pose of utilisation of REP entitlements. This facility 
will, however, be given only for the exports of the 
following products 

(i) EPNS and German Silver-ware; 

(ii) Leather manufactures; 

(lii) Sports goods; 

(iv) Handicrafts; 

(v) Agarbatis and chandan dhoop; 

(vi) Natural silk fabrics; 

(vii) Readymade garments; 

(viii) Woollen carpets, rugs and druggets (hand¬ 
made), 


(ix) Handloom products, namely, cotton fabrics 
and mixed fabrics of cotton and wool/silk/ 
3 ute and non-fabric cotton textile items. 

In these cases, import replenishment licences will, on 
request, be issued to them subject to the condition that 
the imported materials will either be used on licensee’s 
account for the manufacture of products to be exported 
or the licensee will dispose of the imported materials 
to actual users as a part of the overall arrangement 
that he may make to procure manufactured products 
tor export. These REP licences will be valid for 
import of raw materials, components, consumable 
stores and packing materials required foi the manu¬ 
facture of the product exported which a manufacturer- 
exporter of the same product would be entitled to 
import under the policy in force. The name of the 
product exported will be indicated on the REP 
licence. 

(3) REP hcences/Relcase Orders issued to 
manufacturer-exporters and nominee-manufacturers 
shall be subject to “Actual User” condition. 
However, Government may from time to time, allow 
relaxation of actual user condition, on a selective basis, 
in respect of nnported materials which arc not 
directly used by the hcence-holder but which have 
to pass through some intermediary stages of 
processing before they can be used by the licence- 
holder for production in his factory. In such cases 
the licence-holders may be allowed to dispose of the 
imported materials as part of the arrangement that 
they may make to procure their requuemeuts of 
intermediary products for use in their production. 

Provisions for nomination 

25 Nomination may be made m favour of :— 

(a) a manufacturer of the product exported 
(i.e. a manufacturer of a product fallmg in 
the same Serial Number or sub-Serial 
Number, as the case may be, m which the 
exported product falls); or 

(b) a manufacturer of any other product. 

26. For the purpose of determining eligibility of a 
nominee under para 25 above, the nominee 
manufacturer should possess Actual Uuser licence/ 
Release Order issued to him for the period 1975-76, 
1976-77 or 1977-78 for the import/aUotment of raw 
materials and components required in the manufacture 
of the same end-product on the basis of which he is 
claiming nomination. Where a nominee-manufacturer 
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has not obtained Actual User hcenco or Release 
Order for any of these periods, he may produce, in 
support of lus eligibility as a nominee, a certificate 
from his sponsormg authority to the effect that he is 
actually engaged m the manufacture of the end- 
product (to be named in the certificate). 

Value limit for nominations 

27 (i) Small scale units—The value of nomi¬ 
nations made during 1977-78 in favour of SSI units 
in terms of para 25 above should not exceed ten 
times the value of the A.U. licences/Release Orders 
obtained by the unit for 1975-76, 1976-77 or 

1977-78. Where a unit has not obtained Actual 
User licence or Release Order for any of these periods, 
the maximum value limit upto which it may be 
allowed to acquire nominations during 1977-78 
should not exceed twice the value of imported raw 
materials, components, packing materials and 
consumable stores consumed by it during 1976-77 
as certified by a Chartered Accountant. 

(ii) iMrge Scale Units —In the case of such units, 
the nominations during 1977-78 should not be 
acquired for a value which would enable them to 
produce goods beyond their licensed/authorised 
capacity. 

(iii) Any violation of the above provisions will 
tender the registered exporter and his nominee liable 
for adjustment of the excess value of nomination 
against future entitlement of the exporter or bis 
nominee. This will be without prejudice to any other 
action that the heensing authority may take under 
the Imports & Exports (Control) Act, 1947 or 
Order issued thereunder from time to time. 

28. (1) Nomination papers should be filed by 
Registered exporters along with their REP 
applications. However, where nomination has not 
been made while making REP application, and the 
licence has been issued in the name of the registered 
exporter in accordance with the policy, it will be 
open to the licence holder to apply to the licensing 
authority for transferring that licence to an eligible 
nominee manufacturer by filing the necessary nomi¬ 
nation papers. In such cases, if the nomination is 
acceptable as per policy, the licensing authority will 
transfer the licence, in question, to the nominee by 
making a suitable endorsement thereon under sub¬ 
clause 5(3) fi) of the Imports (Control) Order, 1955 
If such licence bears any endorsement for import of 
some itemfs) which the original licence holder only 


could import, the licensing authority will delete such 
items from the licence while transferring the licence 
in favour of the nominee-manufacturer The nominee 
will utilise the licence according to the policy appli¬ 
cable to him. 

(2) While allowing transfer of a licence in favour 
of a nominee-manufacturer, the licensing authority 
will not allow any extension in the validity period of 
t!ic licence for the purpose of such transfe.' 

Items permissible for import 

29. Under the PoUcy upto the year 1976-77, 
Section II contained the items of import against each 
export product. These items were given in Col. 4 
in the policy statement in Section II (commonly 
known as the ‘Shopping’ hsl). This has now been 
dispensed with Consequently, Section II in this 
Book does not contain any shopping list against 
individual export produets In the absence of the 
shopping list, REP licences issued to different 
categories of exporters and their nominees/transferecs 
will be valid for import of raw materials, components, 
packing materials and consumable stores as laid down 
m this policy. 

Manufacturer-exporters 

30. (1) If a manufacturer-exporter obtains the REP 
licence in his own name against his own exports, the 
licence will be valid for import of any raw materials, 
components, consumable stores and packing materials 
required for use in the licence-holder’s factory. The 
licence shall be subject to "Actual User" condition. 
The import shall be subject to the following 
restrictions 

(a) Annexure 1 to this Part contains a list of 
banned items. The list is in two parts, viz. 
Part I and Part II. Items appearing in 
Part I of the list can be imported for a total 
value not exceeding 10% of the value of the 
licence and, within this limit, the import of 
a single item should not exceed Rs. one lakh 
in value, within the over-all value of the 
licence. Items appearing in Part II of the 
list Will not be allowed to be imported. 

(b) In respect of items permissible to actual 
users on a restricted basis as appearing in 
Appendix 55 in Volume I of the Red Book, 
the import should not exceed 20% of the 
value of the REP licence and, within this 
limit, the import of a single item should not 
exceed Rs. 2 lakhs in value, within the over¬ 
all value of the licence. 
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(c) Annexure II to this Part contains Export- 
linked-Iniport list of items. The items 
appearing in this list will be allowed to be 
imported only against exports of the 
products indicated against each. These 
Items will not be allowed to be imported 
against export of other products, 

(2) It a luanufacturcr-expoiter needs to import an 
item to an extent to which he cannot import that item 
under (a) to (c) in sub-para (1) above, he may apply 
lor specific endorsement of such item on the REP 
licence to the licensing authority concerned through 
DGTD, New Delhi (E P, Directorate), giving full 
justification 

Merchant-exporters 

(3) If a Merchant exporter obtains REP licence 
in his own name against his own exports of products 
listed m para 24(2), the licence will be vahd for 
import of any raw materials, components, consumable 
stores and packing materials required for use in the 
manufacture of the product exported. The import 
shall be subject to the same restrictions as contained 
in (a) to (c) in sub-para (1) of this para 

Nominee-manufacturers 

31. (1) If the nominee is a manufacturer of the 
product exported (i e a manufacturer of a product 
falling ill the same serial number or sub-serial number, 
as the case may be, in which the exported product 
falls), the REP licence obtained by him wiU be valid 
for impoit of any law materials, components, consum¬ 
able stores and packing materials required for use in 
the licence-holder's factory in the same manner and 
subject to the same restrictions as laid down in the 
case of a manufacturer-exporter in para 30 above. 

(2) If the nominee is a manufacturer of any other 
product not covered by sub-para (I) above, the REP 
licence obtained by him will be valid for the import 
of raw materials, components, consumable stores and 
packing materials covered by his actual user licence/ 
Release Order issued since 1st April, 1976 This will 
be subject to the following conditions/restnetions :— 

(a) Face value restrictions in respect of individual 
items ill the actual user licence/Release 
Order will apply 

(b) Items appearing in the Expoit-linked-Import 
list in Annexure II to this part will not be 
allowed to be imported. 


(c) The facility of importing non-permissiblc 
Items to the extent of 10% of the value of 
the licence as available in the case of actual 
user licence will also be available in the same 
manner against the REP licence except that 
items referred to at (b) above and items 
falling in Part II of the banned list in 
Annexure-T to this part will not be allowed. 

(d) Items appearing in the AU Release Order 
will be allowed direct import against the REP 
licence subject to para 33 below, 

(3) If the nominee-manufacturer referred to in sub¬ 
para (2) does not possess actual user licence/release 
order, he may be allowed to import agamst the REP 
licence, the items, namely, raw materials, components, 
consumable stores and packing matenals, which are 
permissible in the Actual Users policy in Volume I of 
the Red Book for the particular industry in which the 
nominee-manufacturer is engaged includmg items 
which the actual user can obtain under direct allotment 
scheme from canalising agency. 

(4) If the nommce-manufacturer referred to in sub- 
para (2) needs to import an item to an extent to which 
he cannot import that item under sub-paras (2) & (3), 
he may apply for specific endorsement of such item 
on the REP licence to the licensing authority concerned 
through DGTD, New Delhi (E P. Directorate), giving 
full justifications. 

32 (1) Import of technical designs, drawings and 
other technical documentation and/or facilities for 
type testing of equipment abroad may be allowed, on 
request, against REP licences, m consultation with the 
DGTD (E, P, Directorate) upto a value not exceeding 
Rs. 5 lakhs in each case in a licensing period. 

(2) REP licences will be valid for import of 
computer tags/cards, printed labels, printed 
polyethylene/polypropylene bags, illustrated catalogues, 
pictures, albums and mailing lists upto 1% of the 
value of the hccncc, within the overall value of the 
licences. Requests for grant of Customs Clearance 
Permits for import of these items may be considered 
subject to the condition that they shall be used for 
exports only. 

Import of canalised items against REP licences 

33. (1) Import of certain items is canalised 
through public sector agencies as indicated in 
Section III of Red Book (Vol I) for 1977-78. 
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However, REP licences issued to manufacturer- 
exporters, nominee-manufacturers or export houses 
will be vahd for import of such canalised items also, 
provided, (a) the hcence holder is otherwise allowed 
to import that item against the same licence in 
accordance with the policy in force and (b) the value 
of import IS within the limit upto which the item, in 
question, can be imported against the said licence. 
In eaihcr licensing periods, the licensing authorities 
used to issue licences m the name of canalising agency 
with letters of authority for such items in favour of 
the parties concerned to enable them to make direct 
imports. As a measure of procedural simphfleation, 
the system of issuing licences with letters of authority 
has been discontinued. Under the current policy, the 
REP licences, will be valid for direct import of 
canalised items like other items as indicated above. 

(2) The facihty of direct import of canalised items 
provided in sub-para (1) will not be available for 
the import of the following items 

(i) Shoddy wool/woollen rags. 

(ii) Raw film. 

(lii) Raw Silk. 

(iv) Stainless steel. 

(3) The facility of direct import of canalised 
items wUl also not be available in the case of REP 
licences acquired by transfer by export houses. 

(4) In cases covered by sub-paras (2) and 13) 
above, only Release Orders will be issued on the 
canalising agencies concerned on the request of the 
applicant for the items and the value indicated by 
him according to his entitlement under the policy 
In such cases also, direct import may be allowed in 
lieu of a Release Order on the basis of a specific 
“No Objection” certificate issued by the canalising 
agency concerned, or in cases where the canahsing 
agency has not been able to arrange imports within 
6 months from the date of registration of the Release 
Order with the canalising agency or within the delivery 
schedule indicated by Release Order holder, which¬ 
ever is later. 

(5) In the case of export houses covered by sub¬ 
para (3) above, requests for direct import of 
canalised items may be considered on merits by the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi 
where the said authority is satisfied that there is a 
need to allow direct imports of a particular item under 
certain conditions. 


(6) REP hcence holder who is eligible to import 
a canalised item against the licence, in question, may 
arrange import of that item, like other items, through 
STC, MMTC, State Chemicals & Pharmaceuticals 
Corporation of India Ltd. (CPC), or an export house, 
without having to obtain a letter of authority in 
favour of the importing agency. In such cases, the 
STC, MMTC, State Chemicals & Pharmaceuticals 
Corporation of India Ltd. (CPC), or an export 
house, as the case may be, wiU import the goods only 
as an agent of the licence holder subject to terms and 
conditions laid down in Chapter XIII of the I T.C. 
Hand Book of Rules & Procedure, 1977-78. The 
imported materials shall be delivered to the licence 
holder by the importing agency. 

(7) In cases where direct import of canalised 
items is permitted as indicated above, the importers 
shall be required to furnish particulars of imports to 
the canalising agency concerned within 30 days from 
the date of clearance of the goods through the 
customs in the proforma annexed to this Part 
(Annexure III). 

IRMAC Facilities 

34 (1) REP licence holders can obtain imported 
materials “off-the-shelf” against their valid licences 
from the “Industrial Raw Materials Assistance 
Centre” (IRMAC) set up by the STC or State 
Chemicals & Pharmaceuticals Corporation of India 
Ltd To the extent, the goods are supplied by the 
IRMAC, the licences, in question, will not be valid 
for direct imports by the licence holders. 

(2) The IRMAC facilities may also be provided 
by Export Corporations of State Governments to the 
actual users and exporters in the small scale sector, 
in accordance with the scheme indicated below ;— 

(i) This scheme will be handled only by those 
Export Corporations of State Governments 
which have been registered as export houses 
and have been authorised by the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports to offer 
the IRMAC facilities. 

(ii) TTiese corporations will service only REP 
and A.U licences issued to SSI units. 

(in) Such Export Corporations will be granted 
imprest hcences for a value as may be 
decided by the CCI&E and subject to such 
terms and conditions as may be indicated 
to enable them to import permissible raw 
materials and components in advance for 
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supplies to be made off-the-shelf. The 
stocks of imported materials can be further 
replenished by the Corporation by obtaining 
import licences from the licensing authorities 
by surrendering the release orders serviced. 

(iv) SSI units holding vahd REP and A.U. 

licences and willing to obtain the goods 
against such licences, whether in part or 
full, from the Corporation should produce 
the licence, in question, to the licensing 
authority concerned indicating the items and 
their value, which are sought to be 
procured from the corporation. To the 
extent, the goods are to be obtained from 
the corporation, the hcensing authority 
will issue a release order by corresponding 
reduction in the value of the licence and 
other consequent amendment as may be 
necessary in the licence. If the goods 
covering the entire value of the licence are 
to be obtained from the corporation, the 
licensing authority will cancel the licence 
while issuing a release order. The licensing 
authority will not accept a licence for the 
purpose unless it has a balance validity 
period of at least six months. The release 
order wiU be issued on the State export 
corporation concerned in favour of the 
party, against which the corporation will 
supply the goods. The original release 
order should be retained by the corporation 
after obtaining thereon the acknowledge¬ 

ment of the release order holder for the 
receipt of the goods against the release order 
and the value thereof. The corporation 

wiU be required to produce these release 
orders to the licensing authority in order to 
obtain the import licence for replenishing 
its stock. 

(v) Under this scheme. Export Corporations 
may also allocate raw materials/components 
in advance to manufacturer-exporters in the 
small scale sector, provided (a) the items 
of raw materials/components and the value 
thereof arc permissible in accordance with 
the import policy for Registered Exporters, 
(b) the product to be exported and its 
FOB value are in accordance with the 
policy in force, (c) the Corporation takes 
the necessary safeguards in the form of 
bank guarantee or legal undertaking to 
ensure fulfilment of export obligation by 
the unit concerned and (d) the Corporation 


gives an account of such advance allocations 
to the licensing authority along with origmal 
export documents as evidence of fulfilment 
of export obligation by the unit. The 
hcensing authority will retain the original 
documents after necessary endorsement 
thereon that the exports, in question, shall 
not qualify for replenishment. 

Supply of indigenous materials for export production 

35. {1) Under this scheme, indigenous producer 
of any item can supply that item to a person hold¬ 
ing a valid REP licence or Actual User licence for 
the item in question. Such supply will be consider¬ 
ed as an export, (i) for the purpose of import rep¬ 
lenishment as admissible to manufacturer-exporters 
under the import policy for Registered Exporters, 
(ii) for the purpose of qualifying exports for the 
giant of Export House Certificate, (iii) for benefits, 
if any, available to exporting units under the Actual 
User policy and (iv) for the discharge of export 
obligation, if any, imposed on the indigenous pro¬ 
ducer under the capital goods scheme, industrial 
licence or on approval of foreign collaboration. 

(2) In cases where the indigenous producer is wil¬ 
ling to sell the goods to a valid licence-holder under 
the scheme and the licence-holder is willing to pur¬ 
chase the goods, in question, the licence-holder should 
make a specific request to the licensing authority 
which issued the licence, indicating the value for 
which the goods covered by the import licence are 
proposed to be procured from the indigenous pro¬ 
ducer. Upon such request, the licensing authority 
will issue a Relen!*e Order on the indigenous producer 
indicating the description of goods and the value, 
and reduce to that extent the value o^ the import 
licence. If the gixids to be purchased by the licence- 
holder cover the entire value of the licence, the 
hcensing authority will cancel the licence while 
issuing the Release Order, Also, if any particular 
item is to be procured from the indigenous producer 
for the entire value up to which that item could be 
imported against the licence, the licensing authority 
will make the licence invalid for import of that item 
while reducing the value of the licence in lieu of the 
Release Order to be issued. 

(3) The price at which such goods may be pro¬ 
cured by licence-holders may be negotiated and settled 
between the buyer and the seller. It will, however, 
be incumbent on the licence-holder to mention the 
price and the quantity of goods while applying to the 
licensing authority for issue of Release Order. 
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(4) The value to be treated as the f.o.b. value of 
exports for this purpose wiU be the value for which 
the goods are supplied by the indigenous producer 
or the value of the Release Order issued by the 
licensing authority in lieu of the import licence 
against which the goods are supplied, whichever is 
lower. The element of Customs and Central Excise 
duties will not be taken into account for the purpose 

(5) The indigenous producer, apart from having 
the advantage of discharging his export obligation, 
wiU be eligible to the import replenishment licence 
as may be admissible under the import policy for 
Registered Exporters on such supplies. 

(6) The Release Order in terras of this scheme 
will be issued by the licensing authority in duplicate. 
Original copy of the Release Order should be retained 
by the indigenous producer after obtaining thereon 
the acknowledgement of the Release Order holder 
for the receipt of the goods against the Release Order 
and the value thereof. The indigenous producer 
shall be required to produce the original copy of the 
Release Order to the licensing authority concerned 
as an evidence of export for the purpose of claiming 
benefits as indicated. 

(7) These provisions will also apply to supply of 
machinery to (i) persons holding valid REP licence 
or actual user licence for import of machinery and 
(ii) Indians returning from or residing abroad who 
are eligible for the import of machinery under the 
import policy in force, purchased out of their foreign 
exchange earnings abroad, provided the payment for 
the purchase of such machinery in India is made in 
free foreign exchange. 

(8) If no item is mentioned in the REP licence, 
the licence holder can still make use of this scheme 
by purchasing from the indigenous producer any item 
which he could have otherwise imported against the 
licence. 

Import of jigs, tools, equipment and machinery 

against REP entitlements 

36 (1) A manufacturer-exporter or a manufacturer 
nominated by a registered exporter may, on request, 
be allowed to utilise REP entitlement for :— 

(a) import of jigs, tools and equipment for 
packing and tagging except staples and 
stapling machines; 

(b) import of testing instruments and equipment; 
and 


(c) import of plant and machinery required for 
expansion, replacement, balancing, moderni¬ 
sation, or research and development, 

(2) Requests for imports under (a), (b) and (c) of 
sub-para (1) above wUl be considered in cases where 
the essentiality for import has been certified by the 
sponsoring authority concerned and the items sought 
to be imported have been cleared by the DGTD from 
indigenous angle. The procedure for advertisement 
laid down in para 137, Chapter IV of the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules & Procedure, 1977-78 
wiU not apply in such cases for imports of plant and 
machinery valued upto Rs. 15 lakhs. This value limit 
is exclusive of the value of plant and machinery listed 
in Appendix 3 of the ITC Policy (Vol. T) for 
1977-78. 

(3) No mdigenous clearance or essentiality 
certificate will be necessary for import of those items 
of machinery which have been placed on free licensing 
list for actual users in import policy for 1977-78, 

(4) The licensing authority may consider requests 
for import of jigs, tools, instruments, etc. under (a) 
and (b) in sub-para (1) above without the recommenda¬ 
tion of the sponsoring authority and without obtaining 
indigenous clearance from the DGTD, provided, 
(i) the value of the items sought to be imported does 
not exceed Rs. one lakh in the case of large scale 
industrial units and Rs. 50,000 for SSI units in a 
licensing period and (ii) the items sought to be imported 
are not specifically shown as non-permissible to actual 
users under the import policy in force. 

(5) These provisions will also apply to the import 
of printing and binding machinery by manufacturer- 
exporters or nominee-manufacturers, if the applicant 
IS otherwise eligible. 

(6) Manufacturer-exporters of fish and fish pro¬ 
ducts may be allowed to utilise their REP licences to 
the full extent for the import of machinery like 
trawlers, plate freezers, marine engines, other grad¬ 
ing and processmg machinery, brine freezers, sorting 
filleting machinery and fish-meal plant machinery 
on the basis of the recommendation of the sponsor¬ 
ing authority concerned and subject to indigenous 
clearance by the DGTD. 

(7) Exporters of unmanufactured tobacco may be 
allowed to utilise their REP entitlements for import 
of laboratory and testing equipment and machinery 
for processing tobacco provided the import is re¬ 
commended by the sponsoring authority concerned 


33 G of 1/77—39 
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and the items to be imported have been cleared by 
DGTD from indigenous angle. The DGTD has 
already cleared some items from indigenous angle. 
These are listed in Appendix II. For these items 
fresh mdigenous clearance wiU not be necessary in 
individual cases. 

(8) REP entitlements may be utilised for import 
of permissible types of studio equipment, studio 
bulbs and film laboratory equipment. This facility 
will be available to film producers, film studios or 
film processing laboratories on the recommendation 
of the sponsoring authority concerned. 

(9) Requests for import of testing instruments and 
equipment for packmg and tagging by merchant- 
exporters may be considered for an amount not ex¬ 
ceeding 5 per cent of the value of the licence or 
Rs 25,000 in a licensing period, whichever is less. 
Imports may be allowed only in respect of items 
cleared by the DGTD from indigenous angle or in 
respect of items permitted for import under the 
policy in force. 

(10) A manufacturer-exporter whose export pro¬ 
ducts do not qualify for import replenishment under 
the import policy for Registered Exporters may be 
allowed to import jigs, tools, instruments etc. tinder 
(a) and (b) in sub-para (1) above for a value not 
exceeding 10 per cent of the FOB value of his ex¬ 
ports subject to a maximum of Rs. 50,000 in a 
licen ing period During 1977-78, this facility may 
be given on the basis of exports made in 1976-77 
or 1977-78. 

37(1). A manufacturer-exporter or an export hou.se 
the fob value of whose exports in respect of products 
covered by the import policy for Registered Expor¬ 
ters has been Rs. 10 lakhs or more (but less than 
Rs. 50 lakhs) in 1976-77 or 1977-78, will be allow¬ 
ed to import against his REP entitlement in a 
licensing period :— 

(i) one electric typewriter, 

(ii) one electrically operated calculating 

machine, 

(iii) one photo copying machine, 

(iv) one dictaphone, and 

(v) photo copying paper, calculating machine 
paper rolls, toner and dispersant for photo 
copying purposes and spare parts of the 
above-mentioned machines, for a value not 
exceeding Rs 1,(X)0. 


(2) A manufacturer-exporter or an export house 
the fob value of'whose exports, as aforesaid, has 
been Rs. 50 lakhs or more in 1976-77 or 1977-78, 
will be allowed to import against his REP entitle¬ 
ment in a licensing period, the items mentioned in 
sub-para (1) above for double the quantity/value 
mentioned therein, 

(3) The facility provided in sub-paras (1) and (2) 
above may also be given to a manufactmer who 
exports his products through a merchant-exporter or 
export house or any public sector agency and obtains 
nominations against such exports in his favour, pro¬ 
vided the fob value of such exports in 1976-77 or 
1977-78 has been as indicated in sub-paras (1) and 
(2) above. While making a request for such endor¬ 
sement on the REP licence, the manufacturer 
will be required to produce evidence to the effect 
that the goods exported on the basis of which this 
facility is claimed were manufactured by him Such 
evidence should be either a declaration from the 
exporter or the manufacturer’s name appearing in 
exporter’s invoice duly certified by the bank 

(4) The facility provided in sub-paras (1) and (2) 
above may also be given to a merchant-exporter by 
issuing an import licence to him for these items. In 
such cases, the merchant-exporter will nominate a 
manufacturer or transfer to an export house only the 
balance of his REP entitlement. 

(5) Requests for import of (i) one electric type¬ 
writer, (li) one photo copying machine and (hi) photo 
copying paper and spare parts of such machines up- 
to Rs 1,000, will be considered during 1977-78 
from exporters of products which are not covered by 
the import policy for Registered Exporters, provid¬ 
ed the total export performance of the applicant 
during 1976-77 or 1977-78 has been not less than 
Rs. 15 lakhs. 

(6) The imported machines and materials, will be 
subject to ‘Actual User’ condition, i.e. for use in the 
licence holder’s offlce/factory. 

(7) While applying for endorsement on REP 
licences for the import of ofiSce machines and other 
items under these provisions, the applicant should 
turmsh a declaration indicating the quantity and 
value of these machines and other materials for 
which import licences have been obtained or import 
applications have been made during the same licens¬ 
ing period. The licensing authority will make the

endorsement only after taking into account similar 
endorsements already made or applied for in the 
same period. 

Import of spare parts against REP licences 

38. Manufacturer-exporters or manufactuiers 
nominated by registered exporters may utilise their 
import licences for raw materials, components, pack¬ 
ing materials and consumable stores issued under the 
import policy for Registered Exporters, for the im¬ 
port of non-pcrmissible spare paits upto 10 per cent 
of the face value of the licence subject to the condi¬ 
tions and restrictions contained in paragraph 88 of 
the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure, 1977-78. 

Advance and Imprest licences 

39. (1) Import replenishment licences are normally 
issued to registered exporters after the exports have 
been made However, in order to facilitate timely 
supply of goods to overseas buyers, the licensing 
authorities may consider applications for import rep¬ 
lenishment licences before the exports take place. 
Such licences arc of the following types :— 

(i) Advance licences. 

(ii) Imprest licences. 

(2) An advance licence includes an advance Cus¬ 
toms Qearance Permit and Advance Release Order. 
Similarly, an Imprest Licence includes an imprest 
CCP and Imprest Release Order. In the case of gem 
and jewellery exports, however, an advance licence 
will include Advance Release Order, Advance CCP, 
Imprest Licence, Imprest CCP and Imprest Release 
Order. 

Advance licences 

40. Applications from registered exporters for the 
grant of advance import licence or CCP or for the 
issue of an advance release order on a canalising 
agency for import/supply of materials, components 
and parts required for production to meet specific 
export orders, will be considered on merits. Advance 
licence will be subject to an export obligation; and 
the value of the licence will be adjusted against REP 
entitlement due on exports made in execution of the 
export order for which the advance licence was issued. 

Imprest Licences 

41 (1) Where a registered manufacturer-exporter 

not ip a position to produce evidence of q firm 


export order but has an organised and phased pro¬ 
gramme of export, he may apply for the grant of an 
Imprest licence or for the issue of an Imprest re¬ 
lease order on a canalising agency for import/supply 
of materials, components and parts for meeting the 
requirements of phased export programme. Requests 
for such licences wiU be considered on merits; and 
licences, where issued, will be subject to the condi¬ 
tion, inter-alia that the imported materials will be 
used for export production within a prescribed time 
and the value of the licence will be set off against 
REP entitlements accruing on such exports. 

(2) In cases where the product to be exported is 
not covered by the import policy for Registered Ex¬ 
porters, applications from manufacturer-exporters and 
other actual users may be entertained for the grant of 
Imprest Licences for import of raw materials, com¬ 
ponents, packing materials and consumable stores to 
meet the requirements of imported inputs for export 
production provided there is a reasonable value 
added. 

(3) Under this scheme, applications for the grant 
of imprest licence/release orders will also be consi¬ 
dered from export houses. 

42. An applicant wiU be eligible to apply both for 
advance and imprest licences at the same time. Appli¬ 
cations for Advance licences should be made to the 
regional licensing authorities concerned. Applications 
for Imprest licences should be made to the 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports (Advance 
Licensing Section), Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi. The 
detailed procedure for submission of applications is 
given in Chapter V of I.T.C. Hand Book of Rules 
and Procedure, 1977-78. 

Only Exemption Scheme for Advance Licences 

43. A scheme for exemption of customs duty levi¬ 
able on materials imported against advance licences 
issued under the import policy for Registered Expor¬ 
ters, was introduced last year. In the light of the 
experience gained so far, this scheme has been revis¬ 
ed and its scope expanded The revised scheme is 
given m Appendix IV. 

Registration of Export Contracts 

44. (1) In order to provide greater stability 
necessary for the growth of exports, a scheme has been 
introduced for registration of contracts. In respect of 
exports made in the execution of such registered con¬ 
tracts, the exporters will be eligible for the same 
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levels of support in respect of import replenishment 
and other benefits under the import policy for Register¬ 
ed Exporters, as were permissible on the date of such 
contracts with overseas buyers. 

(2) These provisions will also apply to the con¬ 
tracts for supplies made by Indian firms against 
IBRD/IDA Aided Projects in India when such 
supplies are made under the procedure of international 
competitive bidding, in accordance with IBRD/IDA 
conditions and supplies made in India under the aid 
programmes of United Nations and other Multi¬ 
national t^enciea at international prices and paid for 
in free foreign exchange. 

45. (1) The contracts, in question, should be got 
registered with authorised dealers in foreign exchange 
through whom the relevant exports documents are 
negotiated within 45 days from the d^te of signing 
of the contract. In the case of IBRD/IDA con¬ 
tracts, the registration with another bank may 
also be accepted if it is In accordance with IBRD/ 
IDA conditions and other requirements are fulfilled. 
Also, if a contract has been registered with a parti¬ 
cular bank but the documents arc eventually nego¬ 
tiated through another bank, such registration of the 
contract may be accepted if other requirements arc 
fulfilled. 

(2) Under these provisions, exporters may also 
register with the banks their export contracts in res¬ 
pect of goods which are not covered or classified 
under the import policy for Registered Exporters. If 
such export product is classified subsequently, fhc 
provisions of sub para 15(ii), Part-B will apply. 

46. Once a contract has been registered, the regis¬ 
tered exporter will be eligible for claiming import 
replenishment at the same percentage and for the 
import of same items as were prevailing on the date of 
the firm contract, provided that the bank’s attested 
invoice which is required to be produced for the pur¬ 
pose of claiming import replenishment bears a fur¬ 
ther attestation from the bank to the effect that the 
export effected under the said invoice is against a 
registered contract, quoting registration No. and date 
thereof. 

47. If during the currency of the registered contract 
there is an increase in the percentage of import reple¬ 
nishment from a particular date, the benefit of such 
increase will also be allowed against the exports made 
in the execution of such registered contract on or 


after the said date, In the event of any subsequent 
reduction in the increased percentage of import re¬ 
plenishment, there would not be any protection for 
continuance of import replenishment at the increased 
rate. In such cases, the exporters wiU therefore, be 
eligible for the rate of the import replenishment as 
permissible on the date of the registered contract or 
the rate obtaining on the date of export made in 
execution of the registered contract, whichever is 
higher. 

48. The benefit of allowing import replenishment 
at the percentage prevailing on the date of the con¬ 
tract will be admissible only if the change in per¬ 
centage takes place after the date of the contract 
which has been duly registered in accordance with 
the procedure for registration laid down. 

49. The registered exporter will be eligible to claim 
import replenishment as and when the exports are 
made against the registered contract. He should 
submit his import applications to the licensing autho¬ 
rity concerned in accordance with the policy and pro¬ 
cedure laid down under the import policy for Regis¬ 
tered Exporters. 

50. (1) If there are any variations/modifications 
in the delivery schedule of the export product as 
given originally in the contract, subsequent to its 
finalisation, the registered exporter should produce 
necessary documentary evidence along with the 
original contract to the bank concerned for sending 
intimmion to the licensing authority concerned in 
continuation of the earlier communication with which 
a copy of the contract was forwarded. If, as a 
result of such variations/modifications in the terms 
of the contract, the delivery schedule is reduced to 
less than six months, the registered exporter wUl not 
be entitled to claim the benefit of import replenish¬ 
ment at the percentage or for import of items prevail¬ 
ing on the date of the contract, and in respect of 
import replenishment licences already obtained by 
him at the higher percentage of replenishment, neces¬ 
sary adjustment will be carried out against future 
import licences due to the exporter. In respect of 
contracts entered into on or after 1-4-1975, these 
provisions will not apply. 

(2) If there is a change in the value of goods 
covered by a registered contract due to a price escala¬ 
tion clause or a specific provision in the contract itself 
to allow re-negotiation of price/value in order to 
cover a rise in freight and insurance, exchange varia¬ 
tion or a change in the specification of the product 
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to be exported, the exporter may not, on this account, 
be held ineligible to the benefits accruing in respect 
of the registered contract under these provisions. This 
facility will be available only in those cases where 
there is no variation in the quantity of the goods as 
originally covered by the contract and the change in 
the price/value is duly registered with the bank con¬ 
cerned within 45 days of such change in continuation 
of the main contract already registered. 

(3) In connection with the provision made in sub¬ 
para (2) above, the following points are clarified:— 

(a) If the quantity as originally covered by the 
registered contract is subsequently reduced 
without any change itif the unit value, the 
exporter will be eligible to the benefits of 
registration in respect of the exports upto 
such reduced quantity only if his claim is 
otherwise in order; 

(b) If the quantity as origmaUy coveted by the 
registered contract is subsequently increased 
without any change in the unfit value, the 
exporter will be eligible to the benefits of 
registration in respect of the exports upto 
the quantity originally registered and not on 
the additional quantity, if the claim is 
otherwise in order; 

(c) The contract for the additional quantity 
referred to in (b) above can be separately 
registered m accordance with the prescribed 
procedure and the benefits of registration 
will be available to such additional contract 
with reference to the date of such additional 
contract if the claim is otherwise in order; 

fd) If there is a change in the value of the goods 
covered by a registered contract due to the 
factors enumerated in sub-para (2) above, 
and there is also an increase in the quantity 
of the goods as originally covered by the 
contract, the exporter will be eligible to the 
benefits of registration in terms of the sub¬ 
para (2) above only in respect of the ex¬ 
ports upto the quantity originally registered 
and not on the additional quantity if the 
claim is otherwise in order. Such additional 
quantity can be registered as a separate con¬ 
tract as per rules and procedure as indica¬ 
ted in (c) above; 

(c) The provisions made in the sub-para (2) 
above are applicable to the contracts enter¬ 
ed into on or after 1-4-1976. 


51. In the event of cancellation of the contract, 
the registered exporter should, within 15 days, inti¬ 
mate the bank concerned about the cancellation of the 
contract. The bank will, on turn, send an intimation 
to the licensing authority concerned. 

52. (.1) The policy and procedure stated above in 
regard to the registration of export contracts and for 
the grant ot import replenishment hcencct against 
the registered contracts wiU apply in the case of 
public tender contracts of foreign governments and 
public utilities, with the following modifications:— 

(i) The prescribed minimum delivery period of 

six months was waived in respect of 
such contracts irrespective of their value 
and contracts having a lesser delivery 
period could also be registered, if otherwise 
in order; and 

(ii) In respect of such contracts, the date of sub¬ 

mission of the tender will be taken as the 
crucial date for determining the import re¬ 
plenishment due (instead of the date of the 
contract) provided there is no price varia¬ 
tion between the date of submission of the 
tender and the acceptance of the same and 
subject to other conditions laid down. 
In cases where there is a variation at the 
time of acceptance of the tender, only the 
later date i.e., date of acceptance of the 
tender will be the crucial date. Where, 
after subnussion of a tender and before its 
acceptance, the terms are further negotiated 
between the Indian exporter and the foreign 
buyer and the ultimate contract is based 
on the offer made by the Indian exporter in 
the course of such negotiation, the date of 
such offer may be taken as the crucial date 
provided a certified copy of the offer is sent 
by the exporter to the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports as laid down in sub- 
para 53 below. 

(2) The, provisions made in sub-para (1) above 
will also apply in cases where the Indian exporter is 
a sub-contractor and the main contractor is a foreign 
party whose tender has been accepted, provided the 
name of the Indian exporter appears as a sub-con¬ 
tractor in the tender and in the main contract. In 
such cases the sub contractor may also register the 
contract standing in the name of the mam contractor 
in accordance with the prescribed procedure. 
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(3) The provisions made m this para will also 
apply to the contracts for supplies made against 
IBRD/IDA aided projects m India under the pro¬ 
cedure of intrenational competitive bidding provided 
the sale price of the goods covered by the contract 
either in full or in part, is not renegotiated or renego- 
tiablc. These provisions are also apphcable in cases 
where tlie Indian exporter is a sub-contractor and the 
main contractor is a foreign party whose tender has 
been accepted provided the name of Indian exporter 
appears as a sub-contractor m the tender and in the 
mam contract In such cases the sub-contractor may 
also register the contract standing in the name of the 
mam contractor in' accordance with the prescribed 
procedure. These provisions will apply in respect of 
contracts entered into on or after 2nd February, 1974, 

53. (I) These provisions regarding registration of 
export contracts and for the grant of import replenish¬ 
ment licences agamst registered contracts will also 
apply m the followmg cases;— 

(a) Where an Indian exporter enters into a con¬ 

tract with a foreign Government or foreign 
public utihty, for which there was no tender, 
the date on which the Indian exporter made 
the ‘offer’ wiU be taken as the crucial date 
for determining the import replenishment 
due (instead of the date of the contract). 

(b) Where an Indian exporter enters into a sub¬ 
contract, the main contractor is a foreign 
party and there was no tender for the main 
contract, the date on which the Indian ex¬ 
porter made the ‘offer’ in pursuance of 
which the sub-contract has been finalised, 
wiU be taken as the crucial date for deter¬ 
mining the import replenishment due (in¬ 
stead of the date of the contract), provided 
the name of the Indian exporter appears as 
a sub-contractor in the main contract. 

(c) In cases covered by (a) and (b) above, the 

date of ‘offer’ will be taken as the crucial 
date only if there is no upward price varia¬ 
tion between the date of submission of the 
‘offer’ and acceptance of the same and sub¬ 
ject to other conditions laid down. In 
cases where there is an upward variation at 
the time of acceptance of the ‘offer’, only 
the latter date, i.e. the date of acceptance 
of the ‘offer’ wUl be taken as the crucial date. 


(d) Certified copies of “offers” in such cases 
should be sent by the Indian exporters, duly 
signed by them, in closed sealed cover 
under Registered A.D. to Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports (E.P. Cell), 
Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi, simultaneously 
but at any rate not later than five days 
from the date of the ‘offer’. If there is 
any change in the first ‘offer’, a copy of the 
second or subsequent ‘offer’, duly signed, 
should be sent in the same manner to the 
office named above. 

(e) In the event of an ‘offer’ having been finally 
accepted and a contract signed, the Indian 
exporter should register the contract with 
an authorised dealer in foreign exchange 
through whom the relevant export docu¬ 
ments arc negotiated, within 45 days of the 
signing of the contract, in accordance with 
the procedure laid down for registration of 
contracts. The exporter should also send 
a certified copy of the contract to the desig¬ 
nated office named above in a Registered 
A.D. cover within 10 days of the signing 
of the contract. 

(f) After the certified copy of the contract has 

been received, the offer(s) already received 
will be opened m the presence of the 
authorised representative of the exporter 
and compared with the terms of the con¬ 
tract. If there is no variation between the 
‘offer’ and the ‘contract’, the date of ‘offer’ 
will be taken as the crucial date for deter¬ 
mining the import replenishment due. 

(g) The detcrmmation of ‘crucial’ date referred 
to in (f) above will be subject to the ap¬ 
proval of the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports and subject to other conditions 
and the policy applicable from time to time 
in respect of such cases and the benefits 
available to registered contracts under the 
import policy for Registered Exporters. 

(h) The Chief Controller of Imports and Ex¬ 
ports or the designated office named above 
will be free to make any enquiries they may 
consider necessary in regard tp the ‘offer’ 
and the ‘contract’ in order to decide about 
the eligibility of the claim under this policy. 
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(2) The provisions made m sub-paras 52(2) and 
53(1) above, will apply only to those cases in which 
the ‘sub-contract’ or the offer, as the case may be, is 
made on or after 15-12-1973. 

(3) The provisions made in sub-paras 52(2), 52(3) 
and 53(1) (b) above may also be made applicable, 
on merits, in cases where the name of the Indian 
sub-contractor does not appear in the tender and/or 
in the main contract provided (i) the offer made to 
the main contractor and the contract entered into 
with the main contractor are sent to the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports and the contract is 
registered with the bank in accordance with the 
prescribed rules and procedure and (ii) the Indian 
sub-contractor produces evidence acceptable to the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports to prove that 
the supplies are to be made by the Indian exporter as 
a sub-contractor against a contract entered into by a 
foreign contractor with a foreign Government or 
foreign public utility or IBRD/IDA aided project in 
India. 

(4) The procedure for registration of contracts is 
given in Chapter V of the I.T.C. Hand Book of Rules 
& Procedure, 1977-78. 

Gem and Jewellery 

54. REP licences wdl be issued only in the name 
of the registered exporter, without the usual ‘actual 
user’ condition imposed thereon. The relaxation of 
“Actual User” condition will apply only to raw mate¬ 
rials used in the manufacture of Gem and Jewellery 
and imported agamst REP licences issued on exports 
of Gem and Jewellery. No nomination will be 
allowed. 

55. Exports of Gem and Jewellery items, except 
those covered under SI. No. P. 6 in Section II of this 
Book, to the Rupee Payment Area wiU qualify for 
the grant of replenishment licences valid for imports 
only from the Rupee Payment Area. 

56. In order to mcrease the unit value of exports 
of cut and pohshed diamonds by use of good rough 
material, the re-export ot imported diamonds may 
be allowed according to the following conditions:— 

(i) The customs attested value of the rejected 
diamonds sought to be re-exported should 
not exceed Rs 22 50 per carat. 

(ii) The re-export does not exceed 10 per cent 

of the value of the replenishment licence in 
each case. 


(lii) Re-exports made in accordance with these 
provisions wiU be eUgible for import re¬ 
plenishment at the rate of 100 per cent of 
the value minus foreign exchange costs of 
such-re-exports of uncut diamonds including 
commissions etc. i.e. only against net re¬ 
ceipt of foreign exchange after meeting all 
expenses of such re-exports. 

57. REP licences can be utilised for import of 
permissible items of machinery, equipment, testmg 
apparatus, tools and implements required for actual 
use in the Gem and Jewellery industry to the extent 
of 10 per cent of the value of the licence. Details 
are given m Appendix III. 

Sales to foreign tourists 

58. Sales to foreign tourists in respect of the 
following goods will qualify for import replenishment 
under the import policy for Registered Exporters:— 

(a) Gem & Jewellery. 

(b) Handicrafts. 

(c) Leather goods, namely, footwear, handbags, 
belts, purses etc. 

(d) Carpets, Rugs, druggets and namdas. 

(e) Cotton Sarees, Cotton dress material, Cot¬ 

ton Table linen, bed spreads, bed covets. 
Cotton stoles, scarves, shawls and Cotton 
furnishing material. 

(f) Readymade garments. 

(g) Silk fabrics and made up articles, including 

furnishing material. 

Sales at duty free shops in India 

59. Sales of goods manufactured in India, namely, 
watches, cigarettes, liquors, electronic calculators 
and conisumer electromc goods at duty free shops 
against payment in free foreign exchange will qualify 
tor import replenishment hcences in accordance with 
the import policy for Registered Exporters. 

Cinematograph flhns (exposed) 

60. (1) Applications for release of raw stock/grant 
of licences should be made to the hcensiirg authority 
concerned only after the sale proceeds againsi exports 
have been reahsed and surrendered to the Indian Ex¬ 
change Control.

(2) In regard to the replenishment of raw stock 
permissible against the export of cinematograph films 
(exposed), other than News Films and T. V. Films, 
release orders will be issued on the Film Finance 
Corporation for supply of the permissible raw stock, 
and no dnect import licences will be granted. 

(3) The scheme for advance hcensing in the case 
of films is given in Chapter V of the I.T.C. Hand 
Book Rules & Procedure, 1977-78. 

Import of samples by registered exporters 

61. Samples imported by exporters for export pro¬ 
duction purposes will be exempt from I.T.C. restric¬ 
tions, if such samples are imported against the blanket 
release of foreign exchange provided by the Reserve 
Bank of India for travel abroad. 

Import of technical samples by manufacturer- 

exporters 

62. (1) Manufacturer-exporters can import techni¬ 
cal samples valued up to Rs. 3,000 c.i.f. nuder 
O.G.L. rv provided these are supplied free of charge 
by foreign suppliers. 

(2) Import of samples may be allowed by the 
customs authorities without import licence in cases 
where (i) the value does not exceed Rs. 500/-, 
(ii) the import is made by post parcel or by 
air-freight parcel and (iii) the importer is a repstered 
manufacturer-exporter and produces evidence to this 
effect to the Customs authorities at the time of clear¬ 
ance and to the Reserve Bank of India at the time of 
making remittance. In such cases, remittance to the 
foreign supplier will be allowed by Reserve Bank of 
India. 

63. (1) REP licence issued to a manufacturer-ex¬ 
porter will automatically be valid for import of 
samples withm its-overall value, as indicated below;— 

(a) REP licence issued against exports in “En¬ 
gineering" product group will bo valid for 

import of samples upto Rs. 5000/- in value, 
provided the import of each type of sample 

is not more than two in number, 

(b) REP hconce issued against exports in pro¬ 
duct groups/products, namely “Chemicals 
and Allied Products”, “Plastics”, “Leather 
Manufactures”, “Sports Goods”, and 
“Handicrafts” will be valid for import of 
samples upto Rs. 1,000/- in value, pro¬ 
vided the import of each type of sample is 
not more than two in number. 


(c) REP licence issued against exports of ready¬ 
made garments will be valid for import of 
‘Patterns’ upto Rs. 500/- in value (This 
facility will also be available to merchant- 
exporter/export house). 

(d) The facilities in sub-paras (a) and (bl 
above will not be available for the import 
of the following items:— 

(i) T.V. Set, 

(ii) Air Conditioner. 

(lii) Refrigerator. 

(iv) Cooking range. 

(v) Washing machine. 

(vi) Motor cycle. Scooter and Moped 

(vii) Radiogram. 

(viii) Tape recorder. 

(ix) Amplifier. 

(x) Camera/Movie Camera. 

(xi) Movie Projector, 

(xii) Gold set. 

(xiii) Watch. 

(xiv) Electric Shaver. 

(xv) Hair Dryer. 

(x^^) Flash gun. 

(xvii) Exposure meter. 

(2) REP licences issued against exports of Gem 
and Jewellery will automatically be valid for import 
of samples, illustrated catalogues, pictures, albums 
and mailing lists, up to 1 per cent of the value of the 
licence, within the overall value of the licence. 

Import of samples by Export Promotion Councils 

64. Export Promotion Councils and Export 
Houses can also import technical samples under 
O.G.L. IV up to Rs. 3,000/- c.i.f. subject to the 
conditions laid down in the O.G.L. IV. The Customs 
authorities can allow, at their discretion, clearance of 
such samples even in excess of Rs. 3,000/- c.i,f. 
provided the foreign supplier bears the freight and 
insurarree charges. 

65. (I) In cases not covered by paras 61 to 64 
above, requests from registered exporters for import of 
samples/Prototypes up to a value of Rs. 5,000 (c.i.x) 
in each case wdl be considered by the licensing autho¬ 
rities against the import replenishment licences due 
to registered exporters, on the recommendations of the 
Export Promotion Councils/other registering autho- 
rities/Tradc Development Authority. 
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(2) Applications for value higher than 
Rs. 5,000 (c.i.f.) will also be considered by the 
CCI&E, New Delhi, on the recommendation of the 
Export Promotion Councils, or other registering autho¬ 
rities concerned in consultation with the technical 
authority concerned. 

Import Policy tor Registered Exporters in Kandla 
Free Trade Zone 

66. The policy and procedure for import of Capital 
Goods, raw materials etc., in Kandla Free Trade 
Zone is given in Appendix V. 

Import Policy for Registered Exporters in Santa- 
cruz Electronics Export Processing Zone, Bombay 

67. The policy and procedure for import of Capital 
Goods, raw materials etc., in Santacruz Electronics 
Export Processing Zone, Bombay is given in Appen¬ 
dix VI. 

Ad hoc licences to consultancy firms and construction 
agencies 

68. (1) Applications for the grant of licences from 
technical consultancy firms earning foreign exchange 
by undertaking technical consultancy work for foreign 
clients, in the fields of civil construction and manu¬ 
facturing industries, for the import of permissible 
items of design and drawing office equipment and 
instruments, tools and accessories, and other items 
actually required and not indigenously available 
will be considered, on merits, on an ad hoc basis. 
The value of such licences will be up to 10% of the 
value of the net foreign exchange so earned. 

(2) Under this provision, applications for import 
licences will also be considered from construction 
agencies in India which undertake construction work 
abroad. Applications may be considered for import 
of the goods permissible under sub-para (1) above 
including erection and installation equipment, 
provided these are actually required by the applicant 
and are not available from indigenous sources. The 
value of such licences will be upto 10% of the value of 
net foreign exchange earned by the applicant in 
construction work undertaken abroad. 

Ad hoc licences to design engineering firms 

69. Applications for grant of licences from Design 
Engineering firms for the projects undertaken by them 
abroad for the import of raw materials, components 


and accessories etc. not available indigenously re¬ 
quired for the export products will be considered on 
merits against foreign exchange earned by them pro¬ 
vided such firms arc registered exporters. The value 
of such licences will be as per the replenishment 
admissible against the export products in Section II. 

Deletion of some export products 

70. Some of the export products which appeared 
in column 2 in Section II of the Red Book (Volume 
n) bad subsequently been deleted from the Red 
Book. Although these products have been deleted 
and are not, therefore, eligible for import replenish¬ 
ment licences under the import policy for Registered 
Exporters, the supplies m respect of these products 
against IBRD/I DA aided projects in India will qualify 
for import replenishment licences, if otherwise ad¬ 
missible and provided such supplies are in conformity 
with all the terms and conditions applicable to IBRD/ 
IDA contracts. The rate of import replenishment 
for such deleted products in respect of supplies made 
against IBRD/IDA aided projects in India, made 
at a time when these products do not appear in Col. 
2 in Section II of the Red Book (Vol. II), will be the 
same as was admissible immediately before the 
deletion of the products in question, from the Red 
Book (Vol. II), subject to the provisions applicable 
to registered contracts. Such exporters will also be 
eligible to claim items of import as appearing in Col. 
4 against the respective export products immediately 
before the deletion of the product from the Red 
Book. 

Conversion Deab 

71. (1) Applications for import of raw materials 
and components to be re-exported after processing 
in India, will be considered on merits. The main 
features of this scheme are given hereunder. 

(2) The scheme will apply to export products 
which are not covered by the Import Policy for Regis¬ 
tered Exporters. (For export products covered by 
the Import Policy for Registered Exporters, the 
applications for import of raw materials and com¬ 
ponents for re-export after processing will be con¬ 
sidered under the scheme for Advance Licensing). 

(3) Applications for import licences or CCPs 
under the scheme will normally be entertained only 
from registered manufacturer-exporters. However, 
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applications from other Registered Exporters and 
Actual Users may also be considered on merits, 
provided that, in the case of a merchant-exporter, 
the applications may be considered if the export 
bond is executed jointly by the merchant-exporter 
and his supporting manufacturer. In the case of 
export houses, the export bond may be accepted 
vithout insisting on a joint bond executed by 
the export house and its supporting manufacturer- 
But in the case of steel, even the export houses would 
be required to execute a joint export bond with their 
supporting manufacturers. 

(4) Applications should bo made to the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi 
(E.P. Division) in the form prescribed for advance 
licensing. The CCI&E will forward the applications 
to the licensing authorities concerned with suitable 
instructions for disposal. 

(5) Applications will be considered in those 
cases only in which there is a reasonable value added 
in the deal. 

(6) Whenever it is considered necessary, the 
manufacture of export products may be required 
to be undertaken in customs bond, to secure adequate 
control over the use of imported materials. 

(7) Where the materials are to be imported on 
CCP basis, the facility of direct import on the strength 
of a letter of authority will be available in respect 
of all the canalised items, including those for which 
otherwise only Release Orders are issued in terms 
of the provisions contained in Para 33 above. 

(8) Generally, import may be allowed only of 
those raw matorials/components which arc not avail¬ 
able from indigenous sources in comparable quality 
or adequate quantity. For this purpose, if the 
import is to be made on CCP basis, even those items 
of steel wiU be treated as permissible for which 
under the normal Actual User Policy, only a part 
of the requirements is allowed for import. 

(9) Even in cases where the import is on CCP 
basis, it will not be necessary that the fimshed product 
may be exported to the same foreign party from 
whom the raw materials/components are imported. 
Exports can be made to any buyer abroad. 

(10) In the case of manufacturer-exporters and 
actual users, the total FOB value of the finished export 
product may be taken into account for determining 
his export performance for the benefits of preferred 


treatment under the import policy for Actual Users, 
and for the discharge of export obligation imposed 
on the manufacturer. However, if the import of 
raw materials/components in such cases is made on 
CCP basis, the FOB value that would be accepted 
for the purpose of discharge of export obligation 
imposed on the manufacturer and for the purpose 
of claiming preferred treatment under the Actual 
Users policy, will be only to the extent of the conver¬ 
sion charges realised and not the total f.o.b. value 
of the product exported. 

(11) In the case of manufacturer-exporters and 
actual users, unless otherwise provided, the c.i.f. value 
of the imported raw materials/components can be 
included in the statement of consumption for the 
purpose of claiming licences under the Actual Users 
policy. However, if the raw materials/components 
are imported on CCP basis, the value of such imported 
raw materials/componcnts will not be included in 
the statement of consumption while claiming actual 
user licences. 

(12) In the case of export houses, the FOB value 
of exports in such cases will be taken into account 
for eligibility and other benefits subject to the pro¬ 
visions of the import policy for Registered Exporters. 
However, if the raw material/components are imported 
on a CCP basis, the FOB value of exports in that event 
will be accepted only to the extent of the conversion 
charges realised and not the total FOB value. 

(13) The period for the fulfilment of export obhga- 
tion in such cases will be six months from the date 
of the import of the first consignment of raw materials/ 
components. Such period may be extended on merits. 

(14) In cases where the export of a particular 
product is not normally permitted in the export trade 
control, the import of raw materials and components 
for the manufacture of such product under the policy 
for conversion deals may be allowed only if the import 
is to bo made on CCP basis and not on payment. 

(15) If the import is on payment, and not ou 
CCP basis, an export bond with bank guarantee will 
be taken from the importer, for a value equal to 
50% of the value of goods to be imported. The 
facility of a legal undertaking in lieu of bank guarantee 
as available against advance licences will also be 
available here. If the import is to be made against 
a CCP and no foreign exchange remittance from 
India is involved, only a legal undertaking without 
a bank guarantee may be taken from the importer 
in the prescribed form. 
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Project Exports 

72. (I) Organisations and firms intending to under¬ 
take a project export for which they require benefits 
under the import policy for Registered Exporters and 
other facilities should furnish the information pertain¬ 
ing to the project to the Ministry ot Commerce (E P 
Engineering Section) with a copy to the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports & Exports (E,P Division) in the 
projorma appearing in Appendix VII in Section III 

For taking an expeditious decision, such proposals 
Will be examined by the Ministry of Commerce, 
through an inter-mmistcrial committee consisting of 
representatives of the Ministries of Commerce, 
Finance, Industry and Administrative Ministry 
concerned, DGTD and CCI&E A copy of the Ministry 
of Commerce Public Notice No. lII-lTC(PN)/74 
dated the 5th August 1974 as amended regarding 
constitution of the Committee is reproduced m Ap¬ 
pendix VITl in Section III 

(2) If the proposal involves imports from a third 
country to the country in which the project is under¬ 
taken and the goods to be imported trom third coun¬ 
try arc required for completion of the project, the 
value of such third country imports may not be 
set off against the import replenishment due to the 
applicant in respect of the goods supplied from India 
for execution of the project in question, provided (i) 
the amount representing the FOB value of goods 
supplied from India fdr the execution of the project 
and the net foreign exchange earning anticipated on 
account of services like design engineering, erection, 
commissioning etc., rendered in the project, taken 
together, is not less than 51 per cent of the total 
value of the project for which the contract has been 
secured, (ii) the payment in respect of such imports 
is made directly to the suppher by the foreign project 
authority or the payment is made out of the advance 
amount received by the Indian party against the pro¬ 
ject in question, und (iii) the contract for the project 
stipulates such third country imports In such cases 
import replenishment at the rate admissible under 
the policy ivill be allowed in relation to the FOB 
value of goods exported from India. 

(3) Cases which are not covered by sub-para(2) 
above will be considered on merits. 

(4) In respect of project exports, the exporter will 
have the option to claim import replenishment under 
the import policy for Registered Exporters either at 
the rate applicable to the exported plant as a whole 
as covered by the project or at the rates applicable to 
individual items of export. This option will be avail¬ 
able only in those cases where the export contract 
indicates itemwise break-up of prices in respect of 
individual items of plant and equipment. When there 


is no break-up in the contract, listing items with their 
prices, the exporter will be eligible to claim import 
replenishment only at the rate applicable to the plant 
as a whole These provisions will apply to the ex¬ 
ports made on or after 12th January 1977. 

Simplified procedure for processing of applications for 

licences under the Import Policy for Registered 

Exporters 

73. (1) A simplified procedure for processing of 
applications for import replenishment licences received 
from Registered Exporters was devised with a view 
to reducing the overall time taken in the grant of 
import replenishment licences. The procedure will 
continue to be in operation during April 1977— 
March 1978. 

(2) The simplified procedure will apply only to 
those registered exporters who have obtained 
licences under the Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters against their exports in 1976-77 in their 
own name or in favour of their nominees. 

(3) The scheme is voluntary. Registered Exporters 
wishing to avail of this facUity should enrol their 
names with the respective licensing authorities under 
whose jurisdiction they are situated for obtainmg 
import replenishment licences under the policy for 
Registered Exporters. The form m which an application 
for enrolment should be made is given in Appendix IX. 
If the applicant is found eligible to avail of the facility 
of the ptocedure outlined in this paragraph, the licens¬ 
ing authority will allot to him the ‘Enrolment Number’, 
which should be quoted by the applicant at the top of 
each import application. Besides the Enrolment 
Number, the words, ‘Application under Simplified 
Procedure’ should also be written in bold letters at 
the top of the application. 

(4) This scheme will apply to applications based 
on exports made on or after 1st April, 1977. It will 
not apply to the oases relating to shiprepairing, sales 
to foreign tourists, and exports of films. (In respect 
of exports made before 1-4-1977, the Simplified Pro¬ 
cedure as in force at the relevant time will apply). 

(5) Subject to what has been stated in this para¬ 
graph, the procedure for submission of import ap¬ 
plications will be the same as normally applicable. 
Applications for import licences should be made 
m the prescribed simplified form in Appcndix-IX A 
in the manner as laid down under the 
import policy for Registered Exporters for the 
period April 1977—^March 1978. Export documents 
to be furnished by the appheants in support 
of their applications for licences will also be the same 
as prescribed in the import policy. 
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(6) The value of the import licence issued after 
preliminary scrutiny and processing of the appli¬ 
cation under the simplified procedure shall be 
liable to bo adjusted against the applicant’s 
future import entitlements, if it is found at any 
subsequent stage, that the applicant was not en¬ 
titled to the said value, in full or in part, as the case 
may be, under the import policy for Registered Ex¬ 
porters. The value of import licences issued to the 
nominee of the registered exporter or transferred on the 
request of the registered exporter in favour of the 
Export Houses, shall also be adjusted against 
the import entitlements due to the registered exporter 
under the import policy for Registered Exporters. 
The following declaration should be given by the 
applicant in the statement of exports :— 

“l/We hereby declare that the information 
given in this statement is correct. I/We also 
undertake that the value of the import licence 
granted on the basis of this statement and the 
documents attached thereto shall be liable to be 
set off against subsequent import licences due to 
me/us without prejudice to any other action that 
may be taken in this behalf, in case any part of the 
information contained in this statement is found 
incorrect, false or misleading.” 

Consolidatloa of export caiigoes 

74. The procedure to be followed by exporters 
in cases where individual export consignments are 
consolidated for exports through recognised cargo 
agents, is given in Appendix X of Section HI. 

Export of spare parts as free replacement during 
warranty/performance guarantee period 

75(1) Exporters of machinery and equipment will 
be allowed to export spare parts of the machinery/ 
equipment exported as free replacement if the follo¬ 
wing conditions are fulfilled ;— 

(0 The spare parts in question are being supplied 
to foreign buyer of machinery and equipment 
during the warranty/performance guarantee 
period. 

(il) The total value of spare parts supplied free 
of charge does not exceed 2.5% of the fob 
value of the machinery/equipment exported. 
(l/l) Spare parts under this provision can be supp¬ 
lied either with the main equipment or sub¬ 
sequently. 

(iv) If the spare parts are supplied along with the 
main equipment, the particulars of such spare 
parts should be indicated in the exporter’s 
invoice, shipping bill and GRI form. It 
will not be necessary to indicate the particu¬ 
lars of such spare parts in the bank certificate 
which is furnished by the exporter to the 
licensing authority for obtaining benefits. 


(v) The export of such spare parts will not qualify 
for REP benefits under the import policy for 
Registered Exporters. Also the value of 
such replacement parts will not be set off 
against the R.E.P. entitlements of the ex¬ 
porter. 

(2) Where the spare parts under this provision 
are supplied at a time subsequent to the export of the 
mam equipment/machinery, the exporter shall produce 
evidence to the customs authorities to the effect that 
the spare parts are being supphed during the warranty/ 
performance guarantee period. The exporter shall 
also furnish a declaration to the customs authority 
at the time of exporting the spare parts that the total 
value of spare parts already supplied in free replace¬ 
ment in relation to the same machinery/equipment and 
the value of spare parts presently being supplied does 
not exceed 2.5% of the fob value of the machinery/ 
equipment for the maintcnance/warranty/performancc 
obligation of which the spare parts are sought to be 
exported. 

(3) Where the value of spare parts supphed free 
of charge exceeds 2.5 % of the fob value of the main 
equipment, the exporter has to obtain prior permission 
of the Reserve Bank of India. In obtaining such 
permission of the Reserve Bank of India, the exporter 
should also mdicate to the Reserve Bank the value of 
spare parts already supplied free of charge in relation 
to the same equipment/machinery and also the total 
fob value of the equipment/machinery exported. 

(4) The exporter will not be required to obtain 
any prior permission from the licensing authority for 
export of such spare parts unless the spare parts are 
such as require an export licence under the Exports 
(Control) Order, 1968. 

Re-eq^rt of imported protbicts 

76. It may be clarified that no REP benefits arc 
admissible in the case imported goods which are 
re-exported in the same state without undergoing any 
processing or manufacturmg operation in India. 

Export Promotion Officers Committee 

77. Cases in which the operation of the existing 
pohey creates genuine hardship or where a strict 
application of the existmg policy is likely to affect the 
export effort adversely may be considered on merits 
by Export Promotion Officers Committee under the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, 
and having representatives of the Ministries of Finance 
and Commerce, DGTD, DC (SSI) and other depart¬ 
ments as may be concerned The Committee may, on 
merits, lelax the provisions of the policy in such cases 
as it may consider necessary in the circumstances of 
each case.

EXPLANATORY NOTES 
ON 

SCOPE AND CONTENT OF REP LICENCES 
(Reference : Annexures I & 11 of Part ‘B’) 


(1) REP licences issued in 1977-78 will have no 
lists of raw materials, components, consumable stores 
and packing materials except items which are specifi¬ 
cally endorsed on the licence. Import licences will 
be automatically valid for import of items in accord¬ 
ance with the relevant provisions of the import policy 
for Registered Exporters. 

(2) Subject to other conditions, the following lists 
of items will be relevant for the purpose of utilisation 
of REP licences :— 

(a) List of banned items in Annexure I to Part 
‘B’, It has two parts. Part I contains 
Items which can be imported for a total 
value not more than 10 per cent of the value 
of the licence, the import of a single item 
not exceeding Rs. one lakh in value. Part IT 
contains a list of items which will not be 
allowed for import against REP licences. 

(b) Export-linked-import list in Annexure 11 of 
Part ‘B’ which contains items which can be 
imported only against exports of specified 
products. 

(c) Items in Appendix 55 of Red Book (Vol. I) 
which arc open to actual users on a restrict¬ 
ed basis. These items can be imported 
against REP licences for a total value not 
exceeding 20 per cent of the value of the 
licence, the import of a smgle item not ex¬ 
ceeding Rs. 2 lakhs in value. 

(3) If an item is covered by Part I of the list refer¬ 
red to at (a) above as well as the list at (b) above, 
and the REP licence has been issued against export of 
a product specified in the list at (b) above, the scope 
of the list at (b) will apply for utilisation of that 
licence to the extent governed by the said list. For 
utilisation of other REP licences, the scope of Part I 
of the list (a) will apply. The position will be the 
same if an item appears in both lists (b) and (c) above 
i.e. list (b) will apply where the REP licence has been 
issued against export of a product appearing in that 
list; otherwise the scope of list (c) will apply. 

(4) REP licence will indicate ■— 

(i) The category of the licence-holder i.e. manu¬ 
facturer-exporter, merchant-exporter, export 
house or nominee-manufacturer. (An import 
licence transferred to an export house will 
also be categorised as ‘‘export house”, even 


if that licence was originally issued to a 
category other than an export house.), 

(li) In the case of nominee-manufacturers, the 
hccnce wiU further indicate “nominee-manu¬ 
facturer of product exported” or “nominee- 
manufacturer of other products”. The first 
category will be given where the nominee 
is a manufacturer of a product falling in the 
same serial number or sub-serial number, as 
the case may be, in Section II of this 
Book under which the exported product 
falls. The second categorisation will be 
given in otlier cases of nominations, 

(in) Serial number or sub-serial number of the 
export products against which the licence 
has been issued. (If the licence has been 
issued against any of the products mention¬ 
ed in Annexure 11 to Part ‘B’, the name of 
such product will be specified on the licence 
along with its f.o.b. value). 

(iv) Para and sub-para number of Part ‘B’ of 

Section I of Red Book (Volume II) in ac¬ 
cordance with which the scope and con¬ 
tent of the licence will be determined for 
import of raw materials, components, 
consumable stores, packing materials, and 
samples and other items such as labels etc. 
The endorsement on the licence wiU be as 
under :— 

“The licence will be valid for import of raw 
materials, components, consumable stores 
and packing materials in accordance with 

the provisions made in para. and 

para.of Part ‘B’, Section I of Red 

Book (Vol. 11) for 1977-78”. 

(v) Where a licence-holder imports any item 

appearing in Annexure I or Annexure II of 
Part ‘B’ of this Book or in Appendix 55 of 
Red Book (Vol. I), he will file a statement 
with the BUI of Entiy giving the description 
and c.i.f. value of that item and the serial 
number at which that item appears in the 
aforesaid Annexure I, Annexure II or 
Appendix 55. If no such item has been 
imported, the importer should append his 
declaration to this effect with the BUI of 
Entry.

Objective!) of Scheme 

78. ilic object ol Uie scheme lot grunt oi uaport 
lepicnislimeuL hceuces to export houses is to streng¬ 
then export houses in their negotiatmg capacity for 
.sates abroad, to build up a more endurmg relationship 
between export houses and their supporting manufac- 
tureis to enable them to keep their supportmg manu- 
facturets supplied with unported raw materials from 
ready stocks leqmred for export production, and to 
develop cooperative relations with their counter-parts 
m overseas markets. 

79. Ihe export houses will be enabled to look 
altei the lequirements of their supportmg manufac¬ 
turers 111 the matter of orgamsmg their production, 
obtaimng their licences and other benefits, in order 
to ensure that these objectives are achieved, the Direc¬ 
tor (Export Assistance) in the Mmistry of Commerce, 
New Delhi will coordmate action m pursuance of the 
implementation of the scheme. The Federation of 
Indian Export Orgamsattons will also assist the export 
houses in this regard. 

Conditions for Ihe grant of “Export House Certificates” 

to export houses 

80. (.1) With ellect from 1-4-1976, tecogmuonand 
cUgibuiiy ceiitficatcs which used to be issued to ex- 
poii houses were merged into a single certificate, 
namely, “Export House Certificate”. The procedure 
for submission of applications for the grant/renewal 
of E.xpoit House Certificates is contained in the para- 
grapfis below. 

(2) Apphcalions toi the grant of Export House 
Certificates to Mcrchandismg and Manufacturing Ex- 
poit Houses wih be considered by the Chief Control¬ 
ler of ImpoiLs and Exports, New Delhi m cases 
where the following conditions are fulfilled .— 

(a) Ihe applicant has made exports of products 
included 111 the ‘Select List of Export Pro¬ 
ducts’ of a value not less than the annual 
average of Rs. one crore (FOB) m the 
prescribed base period or he has made ex- 
poils ol pioducts other than those covered 
by the Select List of Export Products of a 
value not less than the annual average of 
Rs 5 crores (FOB) in the prescribed base 
period The Select List of Export Pio¬ 
ducts Is given in Annexure I to this Part. 
For the pmpose of computing minimum cx- 
pou performance, the value of exports of 
products in the Select List may also be 
accepted foi making up deficiency in the 
reijiiired rainirnum value of exports of pro¬ 
ducts other than those covered by the 
Select List. 


(b) In the case of Mauufacturmg Export Houses 
in the small scale sector and a consortium 
ol small scale units, the minimum qualify¬ 
ing exports wih be tJie annual average of 
Rs. 25 lakhs (FOB)) in respect of products 
mciuded in the Select List of Export Pro¬ 
ducts 01 the amiual average of Rs. 2 crores 
(FOB) in respect ol products other than 
those covered by the Select List of Export 
Products, in the prescribed base period. 

(c) The presciibed base period lor the grant of 

Export House Certificates during 1977-78 
will be a period of three years, viz., 1974-75, 
1975-76 and 1976-77. The annual aver¬ 
age FOB value of exports made during 
these three years will be taken mto account 
foi the purpose of qualifying export per¬ 
formance indicated m sub-paras (a) and 

(b) above. It shall, however, be a condi¬ 
tion that export performance m any of the 
three years should not be ‘NIL’.

For 
this purpose, the export house will be 
reqmred to furnish to the Cluef Control¬ 
ler of Imports and Exports a hst of its 
s uppertmg manufacturers, and the assis¬ 
tance rendered to each one of them, 
with Its application for the grant/renewal 
of export house certificate. 

Apphcation for export house certificate may be re¬ 
jected if the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports 
is not satisfied on the performance of the applicant m 
respect of the above aspects, notwithstanding the fact 
that the applicant export house has fulfilled other 
conditions prescribed for grant of certificate. 

(i) Where export bouse certificate is claimed on 
the basis of exports of a product which is 
canalised for export through a public sector 
agency, it will be open to the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports not to accept 
such exports, if he is satisfied that negotia¬ 
tions for entering into export contracts and 
all other marketmg/export operations were 
undertaken by the canalising agency itself 
without any accountable effort on the part 
of the applicant claiming export house cer¬ 
tificate on the basis of such exports. 

81. (1) In the case of Manufacturing Export 
Houses fulfilling the conditions laid down in para 80 
above, the qu^ying exports should include exports 
of goods produced by other manufacturers of the 
minimum value indicated below 

(a) In the case of Export Houses claiming Ex¬ 
port House Certificate based on their ex¬ 
ports of products included in the Select List 
of Export Products, the qualifying exports 
should include exports of a value at least 
Rs. 20 lakhs (FOB) of goods produced by 
other manufacturers; 

(b) In the case of Export Houses claimmg Ex¬ 
port House Certificate based on their ex¬ 
ports of products other than those included 
in the Select List of Export Products, the 
qualifying exports should include exports 
of a value atleast Rs. one crorc (FOB 
value) of goods produced by other manu¬ 
facturers; 

(c) In cases covered by sub-para 80(2) (b) 
above, the value of exports of goods pro¬ 
duced by other manufacturers wffl be Rs. 5 
lakhs and Rs. 40 lakhs respectively. 

(2) Such Manufacturing Export Houses should also 
furnish a declaration/undertaking to increase every 
year the exports of goods produced by other manu¬ 
facturers by the same respective value as indicated in 
sub-para (1) of this para, so as to reach the minimum 
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piescnbeiJ Ijinits ot export performance (comprised 
entirely of exports of products manufactured by 
others) within 5 years. In other words in the fifth 
year their export of products manufactured by others 
should atlcast be equal to the limits indicated in para 
80(2)(a) or (b) above. 

State Government Export Development Corporations 

82. The mulimura export performance and other 
conditions laid down for the grant of Export House 
Certificate will also apply to State Government Ex¬ 
port Development Corporations, However, Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports may relax these 
conditions in their case on merits where considered 
necessary. 

83. The provisions made in para 82 above pertain¬ 
ing to Export Development Corporations of State 
Oovernments will also apply to Handicrafts & Hand- 
loom Corporation, New Delhi or any other Export 
Corporation owned or controlled by Central Gov- 
ernraent. 

Applications for the grant of Export House Certificate 

84 Applicants who satisfy the conditions laid down 
in this policy can ^ply for the grant of Export House 
Certificate to the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, Udyog Bhavan, New DeUii. Such applica¬ 
tions should be made on or before 30-6-1977. 

85. Application for the grant of Export House 
Certdicate should be made in the prescribed form as 
given in Apfiendix XI in Section Til and should con¬ 
tain all required information. The information given 
in the application and the statement of exports on 
the basis of which the certificate is claimed should 
be certified by a Chartered Accountant or any autho¬ 
rised dealer m foreign exchange. Five copies of the 
^plication with supporting documents should be sent. 
The following documents should also be produced 
with the application duly filled in :— 

(i) A certificate from the Chartered Accountant 

who certifies the statement of exports that 
the exports on the basis of which Export 
House Certificate is claimed arc the direct 
expnits of the applicant and that the export 
documents mentioned in sub-para 80{2)(d) 
above are in the name of the applicant 
expoit house. The Chartered Accountant 
should specifically indicate in his certificate 
whether each export invoice is properly 
supported by a purchase voucher. The 
f.o b, value of exports which do not con- 
lurm to this requirement should be men¬ 
tioned by the Chartered Accountant sepa¬ 
rately for each product group 

(ii) A separate statement of exports duly certi¬ 
fied by a Chartered Accountant should be 
luinishcd in respect of exports of products 
mnniifactured by SSI units as referred to in 
siih-ji.ira 80(2)(g) above. Besides other 
particulars as required, the statement should 


also give in the case ot each umt the SSI 
Registration Number allotted to it by the 
State Director of Industries. Where a unit 
IS not registered with the State Director of 
Industries (bemg a unit in the cottage in¬ 
dustry sector etc.) the apphcacft export 
house should append his own declaration that 
the unit, in question, belongs to the small 
scale sector. 

(ill) A certificate from the S. T. C. or public 
sector agency concerned m respect of ex¬ 
ports referred to in sub-para 80(2)(e) above 
to the effect that the e^orts on the basis of 
which Export House Certificate is claimed 
satisfy the conditions laid dov.r( in the said 
sub-para 80(2)(e). 

(iv) A detailed note containmg information aboul 
the applicant’s structuie, functioning, the 
qualitative aspects of its performance and 
various other aspects, referred to in sub¬ 
para 80(2)(h) above. This note should in 
particular stale the type of relationship 
main tamed by the export house with its 
supporting manufacturers referred to in sub¬ 
para 80(2)(h)(v) above and the assistance 
rendered to each of these manufacturers in 
the matter of improvement of quality, mar- 
kelmg their products abroad, supplies of 
imported inputs, finances etc. In regard to 
testing facihties, the note should bring out 
m precise terms tlie existing arrangements 
with the export house as well as the arrange¬ 
ments proposed to be made during 1977-78. 

(v) In the case of Manufacturing Export Houses, 
a declaration to increase the exports of 
pioducts manufactured by others, referred 
to in para 81 above. 

Applications for renewal of Recognition/Export Honse 

Certificate 

86. (1) Export Housfes which have obtained Ex¬ 
port House Certificates valid upto 30-6-1977 and in 
whose cases the said certificate has not been cancelled 
or withdrawn, should apply to the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, New Delhi on or before 
30-6-1977 for renewal of Export House Certificate, 
if they satisfy the conditions laid down in this policy. 
Such applications should be made in the same form 
and manner as laid down in para 85 above and accom¬ 
panied by the same documents/information as men¬ 
tioned therein. In addition, the applicant should pro¬ 
duce a photostat or certified copy of the Export 
House Certificate .sought to be renewed. 

(2) Applications for renewal of Export House 
Certificate under sub-para (1) above may be consi¬ 
dered in those ca.ses in which: 

(a) The annual average f.o.b. value of exports 
of products included in the Select List of 
Export Products during the prescribed base 
period mentioned m sub-para 80(2)(c) above 
is atleast 20% higher than the annual 
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average FOB value of exports of such pro¬ 
ducts in three years prior to the prescribed 
base period: 

OR 

The annual average FOB value of Exports of 
all products fi.e products included in the 
Select List of Export Products and other 
products) during the prescribed base period 
mentioned m sub-para 80(2)(c) above is 
at least 20% higher than the annual average 
FOB value of exports of such products in 
three years prior to the prescribed base 
period, and 

(b) Exports during any of the three years in 
the prescribed base period were not ‘NIL’. 

(3) The rate of 20% referred to m sub-jpara (2) 
above may be reduced to 10% m cases where the 
average FOB value of exports during the prescribed 
base period referred to in sub-para 80(2)(c) above 
was more than Rs. 10 Crores. 

(4) A relaxation in the prescribed growth rate 
may be made on merits in cases where the Chief 
Controller of Enports and Exports is satisfied that the 
failure of the export house in achieving the growth 
rate up to the prescribed level is adequately compen¬ 
sated by its ac^evement in unproving the quahtative 
aspect of its export performance. 

(5) Renewal of Export House Certificate under sub¬ 
para (1) above may not be considered m cases where 
an applicant export house fads to mve an account 
of the imports made and disposed oi in the manner 
required. Therefore, with its application for renewal, 
the export house should also furmsh a statement indi¬ 
cating the dates on which quarterly statements (up to 
date) as requued under para 113 were sent to the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports. 

(6) In the case of Manufacturing Export Houses, 
the renewal of export house certificate will be allowed 
only where the condition of para 81 above is satisfied 
in addition to the other conditions laid down. 

87. Export Houses holding Recognition Certificates 
issued by the Mmistry of Commerce in whose cases 
the said Recognition Certificates have not been can¬ 
celled or withdrawn and ore valid beyond 31-3-1977 
will have the option to retain such Recognition Certi¬ 
ficates subject to the existing conditions with which 
the certificates were issued. However, if such export 
houses wish to obtam Export House Certificates under 
the new scheme, they should apply for the same in ac¬ 
cordance with the procedure for renewal and grant of 
Export House Certificates as laid down in this part. 

88. In the case of State Government Export De¬ 
velopment Corpoiation, Handicrafts and Handloom 
Export Coiporation and other Export Corporations 
owned or controlled by Central Government, referred 
to in paras 82 and 83 above, applications for renewal 


of Export House Certificates during 1977-78 may be 
considered if the annual average FOB value of ex¬ 
port dunng the base period referred to in sub-para 
80(2)(c) above is not below the minimum FOB value 
of export performance laid down in para 80 above 
and the prescribed growth rate has been achieved. 

89. The conditions for rentewal of Export House 
Certificates laid down in paras 86 to 88 above may be 
relaxed by the Chief Controller of Imports and Ex¬ 
ports on merits in individual cases while considering 
applications for renewal received from existmg export 
houses This facility may be given only m those 
cases where the Chief Controller of Imports and Ex¬ 
ports is satisfied that strict application of the various 
conditions laid down in the new scheme will cause 
genuine hardship. 

Period of validity of Export House Certifleate 

90. The Export House Certificate issued to an ex¬ 
port house wiU be vahd for three financial years in¬ 
cluding the year m which it is issued, or for such 
period as may be specified in the certificate. In the 
case of renewal, the Export House Certificate will be 
made vahd from the date of expuy of the existing 
Certificate. 

91. An Export House Certificate, although valid for 
a period of three years, shah be subject to the varia¬ 
tions, conditions and other provisions as contained 
in the import pohey for Registered Exporters for each 
year. 

92. Applications for licences made before the 
issue of Export House Certificate or before the re¬ 
newal of the existmg Certificate may also be consi¬ 
dered by tlie licensing authority after the Export 
House Certificate has been granted, provided such 
applications arc otherwise in order and have been 
made within the prescribed time limits. 

Import facilities available to Export Houses 

93. Export Houses holding Export House certifleato 
will be granted the following facilities under the im¬ 
port policy for Registered Exporters:— 

(i) Initial/supplementary initial import licences 
for import of raw matenaLs, components, 
packing materials and consumable stores; 

(ii) import replenishment licences against then- 
own exports under the import policy for 
Registered Exporters; and 

(iii) unport replenishment h'ccnccs trarfiferred to 
them under the import policy for Registered 
Exporters. 

94 Export Houses may also nominate llieir sup¬ 
porting niamifaclurer.s in accordance with the provi- 
.■^lons tor nominations contained in Part ‘B’ of this 
Book, 
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95. Export Houses may also notmuate manufac¬ 
turers whose products they export, to enable such 
manufacturers to import jigs, tools and equipment in 
accordance with the provisions made i« Part ‘B’. The 
proccduic to be followed m this respect has been set 
out in the ITC Hand Book of Rules & Procedure, 
1977-78. 


Initial Licences 

96. Initial import licences may be granted to Export 
Houses tor the import of raw nratciials, components, 
packing materials and consumable stores to enable 
them to build up stocks. The value of initial licences 
will be determined having regard to the export per¬ 
formance of the Export House m respect of the export 
products falling in the Select List of Export Products 
during die previous financial year. The weightage 
allowed to exports of SSI products in sub-para 80(2)(g) 
above will be given while calculating entitlement for 
initial licence Such licences will ^ot be granted to 
those Export Houses which have already received 
initial import licences or may hereafter receive the 
same against their applications for initial licences made 
in terms of the previous years’ policies. 

97. Export Development Corporations of State 
Governments or Central Government can apply for 
initial licence on the basis of the FOB. value of their 
exports during the previous financial year in respect of 
products covered by the Select List oi Export Products 
or on the basis of F O.B. value of exports of Rs, one 
Cl ore whichever is higher 

Supplementary initial licences 

98. An Export House which shows an increase in 
Its export pciformancc m respect of products included 
in the Select List of Export Products by at least 
10 pci cent annually with reference to the financial 
year when the eligibility certificate (or export house 
certificate as the case may be) was originally issued to 
It, will be eligible for the grant of supplementary initial 
licence. The value of the suppleraentaiy initial licences 
will be calculated on the basis of difference in the f o.b. 
value of exports during the previous year and the 
year under consideration, piovided there is a minimum 
increase of 10 per cent per annum as indicated above. 
In cases where the minimum increase of 10 per cent 
per annum has not been achieved, presumptive exports 
at tEis rate would be taken into account for purposes 
of e liculation of the entitlement for supplementary 
initial licence For the purpose of this sub-para, the 
minimum exports during the first financial year will be 
taken as Rs. 25 lakhs or the actual exports during the 
base year, whichever is higher (In the case of export 
houses to whom the first certificate was issued in 
1976-77, the minimum value of exports in 1975-76 
wifi be taken as Rs 50 lakhs or the actual exports in 
that year, whichever is higher) The weightage allowed 
to exports of SSI products in sup-p.ara R0(2)fg) above 
will also be allowed for determining the entitlement for 
flic grant of supplementarv initial licence. 


Value of initial/supplementary initial licences 

99 The value of mitial and supplementary initial 
licences will be determined at 10% of the F.O.B. 
value of exports referred to in para 96 above or the 
difference in the F O.B value of exports referred to 
in para 98 above, as the case may be. Exports made 
through an export house in respect of which the manu¬ 
facturer of the goods exported has discharged his export 
obligation will be excluded while calculating the value 
of initial licences. 

100 The value of initial/supplementary initial 
licences granted to manufacluiing Export Houses will 
be adjusted against their future A U./replenishment 
licences in case they fail to fulfil the undertaking in 
accordance with para 81 above. 

Application for inltial/supplemcntary initial licence 

101. Export Houses may apply for initial/supple- 
nientary initial licence as the case may be in the 
prescribed lorin (Appendix Xll in Section HI) to the 
legional licensing authority referred to m para 104 
below within three months from the date of issue of 
export house certificate or renewal of the existing 
certificate or by 30th June, 1977 whichever is later, 

Import Replenishment licences 

102. Export Houses will be permitted to claim 
import replenishment licences m their own name under 
the import policy for Registered Exporters during 
April 1977—March 1978 against their own exports 
of products covered by the import policy for Registered 
Exporters They should make their import applications 
to the regional licensing authorities concerned in the 
picsciibcd form and manner laid down under the 
import policy for Registered Exporters and the I.T.C. 
Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 


Import replenishment entitlements acquired by transfer 

103. An export house holding Export House Certi¬ 
ficate may acquire by tiansfer REP entitlements or 
REP licences issued to Registered Exporters or their 
nominees under the import policy for Registered 
Exporters. During 1977-78, an export house can 
acquire by transfer REP entitlement/REP licences for 
a total value not more than 25 per cent of the FOB 
value of exports made during 1976-77 m respect of 
products included m the Select list of Export Products 
and in respect of pioducts other than tho.sc included 
ill the Select List of Export Products, provided such 
exports are acceptable under sub-paragraphs 8()(2)fd), 
80(2)(c) and 80(3)(i) above The weightage allowed to 
exports of SSI products m sub-para 80<2)^) above will 
be given for calculating the ceiling for acqui.sition of 
licences bv transfer A statement in the profonna at 
Annexure H to this Part, and certified by an authorised 
dealer in foreign exchange or a Chartered Accountant. 
indL'ntmg the FOB value of exports during 1976-77 
ns admissible for this purpose, should be furnished to 
the licensing authority with which the export house is 
registered under paragraph 104 below. TTie licensing 
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authority wiU fix the ceiling for transfer of REP entitle- 
ments/REP hcences under this paragraph only after 
the ^ant of export house certificate or lenewal of the 
existing certificate during 1977-78. 

104. In order to watch that the ceiling for transfer 
of licences/REP entitlements is not exceeded, and 
m order to keep proper watch on the fulfilment of 
export obligation, each Export House will be required 
to register itself with a particular licensing authority 
of its choice and such licensing authority only wiU 
deal with requests for transfer of licences/REP 
entitlements in favour of the Export House. 

105. (1) Import replenishment licences/entitlements 
to which merchant exporters, manufacturer-exporters, 
nominee-manufacturers and export houses are eligible 
under the import policy for Registered Exporters can 
be transferred in favour of export houses. Such trans¬ 
fer will be regulated in terms of sub-clause 5(3)(i) of 
the Imports (Control) Order, 1955. In the case of 
licences transferred under this provision, a suitable 
endorsement indicating the transfer will be made by 
the licensing authority on the licence. The licence so 
transferred will be sent to the transferee instead of the 
licensee. 

(2) The request for transfer of REP licence/cntitlc- 
ment in favour of an export house can be made either 
in the import application or subsequent to the issue 
of the licence. Such request should be supported by 
a consent letter from the export house to which the 
licence is sou^t to be transferred, indicating its 
unqualified willingness to accept the transfer. 

(3) Where the request for transfer lies with a 
licensing authority other than the one with which the 
export house is registered in terms of para 104 above, 
the licence/rcleasc order may be issued by the licensing 
authority in favour of the export house and forward 
the licence/Relcase Order to the Licensing authority 
where the export house is registered so that the latter 
may send the licence/Release Order to the export bouse 
after debiting the value in the ceiling register for 
transfer of licences. 

(4) While allowing transfer of a licence in favour 
of an Export House after its issue, the licensing 
authority wiU not aUow any extension in the validity 
period of the licence for the purpose of such transfer. 

(5) In the case of certain export products in 
Section II of Red Book (Vol. 11) for 1976-77, addition¬ 
al rate of import replenishment was provided in Col. 5 
for the import of specified items. Such additional 
replenishment wiU not be transferable to export house, 
and it wiU also not be allowed to an export house 
under the flexibility provisions. Also REP licences 
issued against exports of Gem and Jewellery wiU not 
be transferred to export houses. 

Import Items permissible to Export Houses 

106. (1) REP licences issued to export houses 
including initial/supplemcntaiy initial licences and 
transferred licences will be valid for import of any 
items of raw materials, components, packing materials 


and consumable stores subject to the following res¬ 
trictions ;— 

(a) Items appearing in Part I of the ‘List of 
Banned Items’ m Anoexure I to Part ‘B’ 
of this book may be allowed to be imported 
for a total value not exceeding 10% of the 
value of the licence, the import of a single 
Item not exceeding Rs. 1 lakh in value, 
within the overall value of the licence. 

(b) Items allowed to actual users on a restricted 
basis m terms of the import policy laid down 
in Red Book (Volume I) for April 1977— 
March 1978 (Appendix 55 of the said 
Red Book), may be aUowed to be imported 
for a total value not exceeding 20% of the 
value of the licence, the import of a single 
item not exceeding Rs. 2 lakhs, within the 
overall value of the licence. 

(c) Items appearing in the export-Unked-import 
list in Atmexure II to Part ‘B’ of this book 
may be allowed to he imported only against 
exports of specified products as indicated 
in the sard list and to the extent permitted 
therein. 

(d) Items appearing in Part 11 of the banned list 
in Annexure I to Part ‘B’ of this book will 
not be allowed to be imported. 

(e) Direct import of canahsed items wiU not be 
allowed against transferred licences. Export 
houses can apply for Release Orders for 
such items according to their entitlement 

(2) Export Houses may be allowed to arrange 
imports on behalf of their supporting manufacturers in 
respect of items placed on OGL for actual users. In 
such cases, export houses will act only as agents of 
the actual users concerned. Export houses desiring to 
render this service to their supporting manufacturers 
may approach the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports with specific proposal for permission to import 
under this provision. The export house will be required 
to maintain a separate account of such imports viz , 
the goods imported, the value of imports, the name of 
the actual user on whose behalf the import has been 
made, the date of import and the date on which the 
imported goods were handed over to the actual user 
concerned. 

(3) Export houses can also ask for import of items 
not permitted under sub-para (1). They can also ask 
for import of a higher value in respect of any item 
within the limit permitted in sub-para (1). Such 
requests may be considered on merits having regard 
to the import policy in force and subject to such 
restrictions or conditions as may be specified by the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports 

UHHsaHon of Import licences by Export Houses 

107. Import licences issued to Export Houses under 
the scheme or acquired by them by transfer under the 
policy laid down shall be subject inter alia to the 
conditions that the goods imported against such licences 
shall be disposed of to actual users. The Export 
Houses may also utilise the imported materials for 
export production on their own account in the 
manufacturing establishments owned by others. 
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Export obligaUoD 

108. In respect of REP licences wanted to Export 
Houses against their own exports, the Export Houses 
will not be subject to any further export obligation. 

109. In respect of transferred REP entitlements/ 
licences, however, the Export Houses shall be under 
an expoit obligation as under 

(i) the export house shall be required to export 
products included in the Select List of Export 
Products mentioned in Annexure 1 to this 
Part. 

(ii) the F.O.B. value of such exports during a 
financial year shall be equal to four times 
the value of the licences/REP entitlements 
actually acquired by transfer during the 
previous financial year. During 1977-78, 
an export house shall be under an obhgation 
to export goods of the F.O.B. value e<^ual 
to four times the value of licences acquired 
by transfer during 1976-77 or such higher 
value as may have been specified by the 
Chief ControUei of Imports and Exports in 
individual cases. 

(iii) Only those exports shall be accepted for 

discharge of export obligation, which conform 
to the conditions laid down m sub-para 
80(2)(d), 80(2)(c) and 80(2)(i) 

above. 

110. If an export house has exported goods produced 
by a manufacturer who is himself under an export 
obligation of CG licences, industnal licence, approval 
of foreign collaboration or under compulsory exports 
as an actual user, such exports will qualify for the 
discharge of export obligation of either the manu¬ 
facturer concerned or of the export house, and not 
of both. Other benefits on such exports, namely, 
export performance for Export House certifleate, 
export performance for acquisition of liccnces/REP 
entitlements and import replenishment licences can be 
availed by the export house, if otherwise admissible. 
Such exports shall not, however, count for the grtmt 
of initial licences to the export house. (The manu¬ 
facturer whose goods have been exported may also be 
allowed to utilise these exports for the purpose of 
claiming prclcried treatment as an actual user in 
accoidance with the provisions of the import policy 
for actual users laid down in Volume I of this Book) 

111. The export house shall be required to produce 
evidence of discharge of export obligation in the form 
as at Appendix Xlll in Section 111. Such evidence 
should be produced to the licensing authority with 
whom the export house is registered, with a copy to the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi 
The evidence regarding fulfilment of export obligation 
for the year 1976-77 should be produced by 30th June, 
1977 Failure to fulfil the export obligation and to 
produce the required evidence in this respect will 
render the export house liable to adjustment of the 
value of the transferred licences to the extent of 
default against the import entitlements of the export 


house in all categories, without prejudice to any other 
action as may be taken in this behalf under the import 
control rules and regulations. 

Control over Export Houses 

112. Export Houses claiming import licences under 
this scheme shall be required to maintain accounts in 
respect of their exports, imports and disposal of 
imported matenals in the form and manner prescribed 
by the Ministry of Commerce. These accounts shall 
be open for inspection at any time by an authority 
nominated by the Ministry of Commerce. 

113. Export Houses shall keep an account of receipt 
and disposal of materials imported wamst their own 
licences and agamsi the licences/R^ entitlements 
transferred in their favour. They shall furnish quarterly 
statements to the Chief Contioller of Imports and 
ExMrts (E. P. Division) with a copy to the licensing 
authority with whom the exjxirt house is registered, 
in ihe form at Appendix XIV of Section-Ill The 
quarterly reports should be for the quarters April— 
June, July—September, October—December, and 
January—March and should be furm’shed positively 
by the end of the month following the quarter lo which 
the report pertains. 

114. If there is any change m the constitution, 
ownership or name of an export house holding export 
house certificate, the fact of such change with necessary 
documentary evidence should be immediately intimated 
to the licensing authority concerned and the CCI&E, 
New Delhi, In the event of such change, the exjiort 
house shall cease to have the facilities available to 
export house, unless the export house certificate has 
hern changed by the CCl&E, New Delhi m favour of 
the new or the reconstituted firm, as the case may be, 
in accordance with the policy applicable for the 
purpose. 

115. The registration of Export Houses with the 
Federation of Indian Export Organisations (FIEO) 
will be treated as vaUd for all product groups covered 
by the import policy for Registered Exporters 

116 (1) Export House Certificate issued to an 
export house may be cancelled or amended or other¬ 
wise rendered ineffective :— 

(a) if it is found that the certificate has been 
obtamed by mis-reprcsentation or issued by 
mistake; 

(b) if the export house has committed a breach 
of the conditions of any licence or export 
house certificate or has contravened import 
control regulations or on investigation mto 
a complaint received from a foreign buyer, 
the export house has been found to have 
committed a breach of contract or indulged 
in unfair trade practice; 

(c) if the export house has failed to discharge 
the expoit obligation or failed to furnish 
quarterly returns and other information as 
necessary under the policy. 
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(2) No action under sub-para (1) will be taken 
unless the export house has been given a reasonable 
opportunity of being heard in the matter. 

Imports by Export houses on behalf of actual users/ 

Rej^eied Exporters 

117. If an actual user or a registered exporter 
desires to import goods against his licence through an 
Export House holding export house certificate issued 
by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports under 
this Scheme, it wdl not be necessary for the licensee 
to obtain a Letter of Authority for this purpose in 
favour of the Export House. Such Export Houses 
can act as indenting houses and import goods against 
the licences for raw materials, components, packing 
materials and consumable stores issued to actual users 
or registered exporters on behalf of the licence 
holders, subject to the conditions apphcable to the 
grant of Letters of Authority as riven in Chapter XIII 
of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules 
and Procedure, 1977-78 as amended from time to 
time. It may be clarified that in such cases the 
export house will not be acquiring the licence issued 
to an actual user or registered exporter. The export 
houses wiU be only acting as an agent of the licensee, 
import the goods on behalf of the licensee and band 
over the imported goods to the licensee. The export 
house will be required to maintain a separate account 
of such imports made on behalf of actual users and 
registered exporters. The export house will be 
required to maintain a separate account of such 
imports, viz. the goods imported, the value of imports, 
the name of the actual user on whose behalf the 
import has been made, the date of import and the 
date on which the imported goods were handed over 
to the actual user concerned. In respect of canalised 
items, the intimation to the canalising agency in the 
proforma at Annexurc HI to Part ‘B’ of this book 
will be given by the export house. 

118. Export Houses holding valid export house 
certificates issued by the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports under this Scheme, will also be permitted 
to organise bulk imports by obtaining in their name 
the licences for raw materials, components and spares 
due to actual users who are their clients. 

Export Houses of Small Scale Indusltles 

119 fl) In order to promote small scale units to 
consolidate their efforts in the export field, such units 
will be permitted to set up consortia of their own 
to organise sales of their products abroad Such 
consortia can apply for the ^ant of export house cer¬ 
tificate if the following conditions are satisfied :— 

(il The consortium is a Limited Company or 
a partnership firm, and is registered as an 
exporter; 

(ii) The members of the Consortium are small 
scale units registered with the respective 
State Directors of Industries; 

(iii) Each member-unit holds shares in the 
company or the partnership firm as the 
case may be. SSI units owned by a 


partnership firm may hold shares in the 
Consortium through one of its partners ; 

(.iv) The total exports of the member-umts of 
the Consortium are in accordance with the 
provisions made in para 80 above; and 

(v) The consortium produces a letter from each 
member unit conveying the consent of the 
member unit of having jomed the consoi hum 
These letters should be countersigned by the 
consortium. 

(2) On the basis of the above exports, the 
consortiurn may be granted ‘export house certificate’ 
by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports sub¬ 
ject to the following conditions : — 

(a) the Export House will be eligible for an 
initial licence on the basis of exports of 
prcKlucts included in the Select List of 
Export Products. 

tb) the Export House will be eligible to apply 
for import replenishment licences on the 
basis of Its exports of the products manu¬ 
factured by its member-units in accordance 
with the import policy for Registered 
Exporters, provided that the import entitle¬ 
ment will not vest again with the 
manufacturer-exporter; 

(c) the items allowed for import will be the 
same as permissible to other Export Houses 
against their exports under the import 
poliev in force; 

(d) the imported materials will be disposed of 
to actual users for use in their factories; 

(c) the Export House will be eligible during 
1977-78 to acquire by transfer the REP 
entitlcments/licences issued to other 
Registered Exporters in the same manner 
and subject to the same conditions and 
export obligation as are applicable to other 
export houses. 

(3) All other conditions as contained in this Part 
and not inconsistent with this oara will also apply to 
these consortia. ’ 

Export Croups of SSI nulls 

120. (1) Before becoming eligible to set up an 
export house in accordance the provisions made 
in para 119 above, a consortium of small scale units 
mav be given the facility to set up ‘Export Group’, 
if the average FOB value of exports of its member 
units, taken together, in the prescribed base period 
referred to in sub-para 80('2Xc) abo^e was Rs 10 
lakhs in respect of products included in the Select 
List of Export Products Such export group will be 
accepted for the facilities mentioned in sub-para (2) 
below on the condition that its exports in respect of 
(he products included in the Select List of Exports 
Products will be increased by a minimum of Rs 5 
lakhs (FOB) during "ach financial year from 1977-78, 
till 't is eligible to noplv for the eranf of FxPort House 
Certificate admissible to consortium s*?T units in 
terms of the import policy In force 
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(.2) Export Groups falling under sub-para (1) 
above will have only tte following facilities under the 
import policy for Registered Exporters .— 

(a) REP licences in then own name against 
then exports as admissible lo expoit houses; 

and 

(b) Initial and supplementary imual licences as 
admissible to other export houses. 

(3) Export Groups will not be eligible to acquire 
REP entitlements/licences by transfer from other 
exporters or nominees. 

(4) Where the export group fails to show an 
increase in its exports as laid down in sub-para (1) 
above, the value of licences issued to it under 
sub-para (2)(b) above shall be liable to be adjusted 
against the REP or A.U. entitlements of the export 
group and its individual member units, without 
prejudice to any other action that may be taken in 
this behalf. 

(5) Such export groups will, however, be given 
all the lacilities available to expoi t houses under this 
scheme if the F.O.B. value of their exports of Rs. 10 
lakhs under sub-para (1) above is in respect of ex¬ 
ports of products made in Cottage and Village indus¬ 
tries sector. 

Advance and Imprest licences to Export Houses 

121. Applications from export houses for the grant 
of advance licences for import of raw materials and 
components for execution of firm export orders will 
be considered in accordance with the prescribed policy 
and procedure. In such cases, the export bond may 
be accepted from the export house without insisting 
on a joint bond by the export house and the manu¬ 
facturer. In cases where the advance import licence 
is issued in the name of the manufacturer on the 
request of the export house, such licence shall be 
subject to the condition that the goods produced by 
the manufacturer shall be exported in discharge of 
the export obligation imposed on the licence, In the 
event of the non-fulfilment of this condition, both the 
manufacturer as a licensee, and the export house as 
an applicant for the licence wiU be liable to action 
under the Import Trade (Control) Regulations apart 
from enforcement of the bank guarantee/legal under¬ 
taking and without prejudice to any other action that 
may be taken in this regard 

122. Applications from export houses for the grant 
of Imprest licences will be considered in accordance 
with tiie policy laid down in Part ‘B’ 

Import of machinery and equipment by Export Houses 

123. (1) Export Houses holding Export House 
Certificate may be allowed to import the following 


types of machinery/equipments against their REP 
entitlements includmg the entitlements acquired by 
them by transfer, provided such machinery/equipment 
IS not available from indigenous sources :— 

(i) Garment making machinery. 

(ii) Testing instruments and equipment. 

(iii) Equipment for packing and tagging. 

(iv) Machinery requited by leather industry. 

(2) It would be necessary for the export houses 
to obtam suitable endorsements from the licensing 
authorities concerned foi the import of the aforesaid 
machinery/equipment. For machinery placed on 
OGL for actual users, no indigenous clearance will 
be necessary for considering applications from export 
houses. 

(3) The imported machinery/equipment shall be 
disposed of by export houses only to actual users 
holdmg release orders for the same issued by the 
licensing authority. The licensing authority wiU issue 
release orders to actual users on the basis of the 
recommendations of the sponsoring authority. The 
release orders issued in such cases will be subject to 
the normal actual user condition. The necessity of 
having a Release Order has been dispensed with in 
the case of specified garment making machinery and 
machinery required by leather industry which have 
been placed on OGL for actual users. Such 
machinery can be disposed of by export houses to 
actual users. 

Foreign exchange tor promotional activities 

124. (1) An export house holding Export House 
Certificate may be allowed to utilise foreign exchange 
upto 2.5% of the FOB value of its totd exports in 
the previous year for the following purposes :— 

(a) Foreign exchange expenditure on pro¬ 
motional activities otherwise permitted 
under the Code of Grants in Aid for export 
efforts. 

(b) Imports of testing equipment and spares 

and machinery, duly cleared from 

indigenous angle and considered essential 
for setting up common servicing centres. 

(2) Tlie limit of 2.5% referred to in sub-para (1) 
above will be subject to a maximum of Rs. 1 lakh. 
If an export house requires for these purposes an 
amount more than the maximum permissible limit of 
Rs 1 lakh, such excess value shall be adjusted against 
the REP entitlements earned by the export house on 
Its own exports. 

(3) The procedure to be followed in this regard 
IS given in Appendix XV in Section III of this book.

EXPORT THROUGH PUBLIC SECTOR AGENCIES 


Objective 

125. Public sector agencies will be enabled to play 
an expanding role in developing exports and building 
up the export capabilities of manufacturers and 
exporters. 

Canalised Exports 

126. The exports of certain commodities will be 
canalised only through public sector agencies. The 
list of such commodities with the agencies respon¬ 
sible for exports is given in the Annexure to this part. 

Initial import licences 

127. Initial import licence will be issued to STC/ 
MMTC to enable them to budd up ready stocks 
for giving off-the-shelf deliveries to manufacturers 
whose goods they export. 

Import Replenishment Licences 

128. Import replenishment licences admissible under 
the import poUcy for Registered Exporters in res¬ 
pect of exports made by a public sector agency will 
be issued to such agency or to a manufacturer/ 
manufacturers of the exported product, nominated by 
such agency. 

Licence acquired by transfer from registered exporters 

129. STC and MMTC can also acquire by transfer 
the import replenishment licences for raw materials, 
components, packing materials and consumable stores 
issued to registered exporters in accordance with the 
procedure for such transfer prescribed in Part ‘C’ of 
this book. 

Items permissible for import 

130. A public sector agency claiming an import 
replenishment licence in its own name against its 
exports may ask for the import of any items per¬ 
missible to actual users or registered exporters and 
required for export production. 

Utilisation of Import licences 

131. The goods imported by public sector agencies 
against licences referred to in paragraphs 127, 128 
and 129 above will be disposed of to actual users. 


Developmental role 

132. STC and MMTC will also play an expanding 
developmental role to supplement the export effort 
by acting as a path-finder and a catalyst. They will 
m particular, render support to small exporters by 
affording them a combined selling strength on the 
one hand, and a service, on the other, both in India 
and through their foreign offices abroad. These 
agencies will also provide assistance by way of 
finance, marketing and quality control. 

133. With the manufacturers of heavy equipment 
and machinery, and in the case of tum-key projects. 
Project and Equipments Corporation (PEC) will 
organise, for international tenders, long-term strategies 
entailing planning of raw material requirements, 
finance and marketing services. Project and Equip¬ 
ments Corporation (PEC) will, therefore, work with 
associates throughout the country, in both public and 
private sectors, large, medium and small, and offer 
to each sector the type of service it needs. 

134. In developing new markets and generating new 
projects, Project and Equipments (Corporation (PEC) 
will play a growing role, with an emphasis upon pro¬ 
ducts which are either new or slow moving. 

135. Abroad, Project and Equipments Corporation 
(PEC) will develop relations with both manufacturers 
and traders for the export of Indian goods with an 
assurance of quality, delivery schedules and fair 
prices. 

Associate exporters of STC/MMTC 

136. Exporters securing export orders in respect of 
goods other than those the export of which is canalis¬ 
ed through a public sector agency, and who export 
the goods In execution of such orders as associates of 
the STC/MMTC can obtain imported materials off- 
the-shelf from the STC/MMTC, as replenishment 
admissible under the import policy for Registered 
Exporters, in the following manner :— 

(a) By handing over to the STC/MMTC the 
goods intended for export in execution of 
the export order In question ; 
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(b) By handing over lo the S'l’C/MMTC tbc 
export documents m respect of the exports 
made in execution of the export order in 
question and surrendermg their right to 
apply for unport replenishment licence 
against the same exports. 

137. If the associate exporter referred to in para¬ 
graph 136 above is a merchant exporter and is not 
permitted to import the goods, m question, under the 


import pohey for Registeied Exporters, he will be 
requured to transfer the import replenishment benefit 
to the STC/MMTC. 

138. If the associate exporter referred to m para¬ 
graph 136 above is a manufacturer exporter, it will 
be open to him either to transfer the import replenish¬ 
ment benefit to the STC/MMTC or to take the 
imported material for use in his mdustrial umt.

APPENDIX I

PRO^IEDURE FOR DEALING WITH COMPLAINTS AGAINST INDIAN EXPORTERS FROM 

THEIR FOREIGN BUYERS 


The following provision has been made in Chapter 
V of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules 
and Procedure, 1977-78 :— 

“Where the Chief Controller of Imports and Ex¬ 
ports is satisfied that an exporter has failed, 
tor inadequate reasons, to comply with the 
terms of an export contract as regards the 
quality and specification of the goods to be 
exported or the period of delivery or in 
any other respect, he may, without preju¬ 
dice to any other action that may be taken 
in this behalf, direct the registering authority 
to deregister such exporter for a specified 
or indefinite period and in respect of a 
particular export product or products or all 
the export products covered by the import 
policy for Repstered Exporters; provided 
that no such action shall be taken unless 
the exporter has been given an opportunity 
of being heard in the matter.” 

2. A provision has also been made in Part ‘A’ 
of this book that complaints received gainst 
individual units will be investigated by the Export 
Promotion Organisation concerned in order that de¬ 
faulting units may be cautioned and steps taken to 
preserve the reputation of Indian products 

3. Having regard to the need for a proper system 
and follow-up action in the case of complaints against 
Indian exporters from their foreign buyers, it has been 
decided that action in such cases will be coordinated 
by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi. 

4. All complaints against Indian exporters from 
their foreign buyers will be first examined by the res- 

g ^ctivc Export Promotion Council or Commodity 
oard. The complaint will first be registered with 
the concerned Council or Commodity Board. Each 
Council and Commodity Board will maintain a regis¬ 
ter in which these complaints will be entered and 
follow-up action recorded, 

5. After the concerned Export Promotion Council/ 
Commodity Board has examined the complaint, 
following further action will be taken;— 

(a) Where the matter has been settled by the 
Indian exporter with the foreign buyer, the 
complaint may be closed Quarterly state¬ 
ments of such closed cases will be reported 
to the Export Commissioner in the office 
of the Chief Controller of Imports & Ex¬ 
ports, New Delhi by the respective Export 
Promotion Council/Commodity Board. 


(b) Where the examination reveals that the 
Indian exporter is not at fault, the case may 
be reported with facts and the opinion of 
the Export Promotion Council/Commodity 
Board concerned to the Export Commis¬ 
sioner in the office of the Chief Controller 
of Iniports and Exports, New Delhi. H the 
examination by the Chief Controller of Im¬ 
ports and Exports also reveals that the 
Indian exporter is not at fault, the com¬ 
plaint will be treated as closed, and the 
Export Promotion Council/Commodity 
Board informed accordingly. 


(c) Where the examination reveals that the 
Indian exporter is at fault and does not 
settle the matter, such cases should also 
be reported to the Export Commissioner in 
the office of the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, New Delhi by the respective 
Export Promotion Councils/Commodity 
Boards, If it is ultimately agreed that the 
Indian exporter has been at fault, further 
action will be initiated against him under 
the import and export control regulations 
and the concerned Export Promotion Coun¬ 
cil/Commodity Board informed accordingly. 


6 Complaints pertaining to commodities for which 
there is no specialised agency like the Export Pro¬ 
motion Council or Commodity Board will continue to 
be dealt with by the Department of Commercial In¬ 
telligence and Statistics, Ministry of Commerce, Cal¬ 
cutta. The procedure indicated m paras 4 and 5 
above will also be followed by that Department. In 
cases falling under category fc) m para 5 above, if 
the Director General, Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics, Calcutta has to take any further action after 
examination of the complaint, he may do so on 
receipt of an intimation from the Export Commis¬ 
sioner in the office of Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, New Delhi.

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APPENDIX III 
[Para 57 of Part B of Section I] 

IMPORT OF MACHINERY, EQUIPMENT, TESTING APPARATUS, TOOLS AND IMPLEMENTS 
REQUIRED FOR GEM AND JEWELLERY INDUSTRY DURING 1977-78. 

Attention is mvitedto the provisions made in Para 57, Part‘B’, Section I of this book according to which import 
replenishment licences issued against exports of Gem and Jewellery can be utilised for import of permissible items 
of machinery, equipment, testing apparatus, tool and implements required for Gem and Jewellery Industry within 
10 % of the value of such licences in certain cases Applications have to be made under this provision to the licensing 
authorities concerned on the recommendations of the Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council. 

2. It IS also necessary to obtain indigenous clearance from the DGTD in respect of the items sought to be im¬ 
ported. In order that individual cases need not have to be referred to the DGTD for obtaining indigenous clearance, 
a package clearance has been obtained from the DGTD in respect of items appearing in the enclosed list. This 
clearance will be valid for the year 1977-78 and, for these items, the Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council 
or the licensing authorities will not be required to refer individual cases to the DGTD for indigenous clearance. 

3, In each case, the Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council should recommend specific items indicating 
quantitative limits against each and the value. The licensing authority will allow the import only after verification 
that the items sought to be imported are those appearing in the list cleared by the DGTD and the total value thereof 
IS within 10% of the value of the REP licence against which the import is to be made. The import of machinery 
and equipment etc. wiU be endorsed with the normal “Actual User’’ condition. 

4 Before making the recommendation to the licensing authority in individual cases, the Gem and Jewellery 
Export Promotion Council may ascertain the details of items already imported by the applicant during the last 
5 years, the quantity in stock with the applicant, the number of people employed by the appheant, and other relevant 
details which may be sent with the application. The recommendation should be made by the Council in the light of 
these data in the enclosed proforma. 

5 The Council is also to watch that the applicant fulfils the ‘Actual User' condition subject to which the import 
is allowed.

(Para 43. Part ‘B’) 

Subject:— EXPORT PRODLCTION—EXEMPTION FROM PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON 
IMPORTS AGAINST ADVANCE LICENCES UNDER THE IMPORT POLICY FOR 

REGISTERED EXPORTERS, 


The Duty Exemption Scheme will apply to advance 
hcences issued under the import policy for Registered 
Exporters. Under this Scheme, advance import 
licences will be issued in favour of manufacturers 
whether they are themselves exporters or have been 
named by other exporters receiving the export orders. 
In the latter case also, although the exports for the exe¬ 
cution of the export order may have to be made by 
the export house/merchant exporter, it will be an 
obhgation on the manufacturer receiving the advance 
licence to comply with all the conditions of the licence 
and the Duty Exemption Scheme. Export bonds will 
also be executed by the manufacturers to whom 
advance licences are issued. 

2. This scheme wiU apply only to the import of 
items specified m the list appearing in Annexure I 
to this Appendix. The exemption from payment of 
customs duty will be available in respect of imports 
of these items covered by an advance licence issued 
under the Scheme after clearance by the Advance 
Licensing Committee in individual cases, 

3. Application for advance licence under the Duty 
Exemption Scheme will normally be entertained on 
the basis of the export order secured, which will 
indicate the descnption and quantity of products to 
be exported and their f.o.b. value. However, apphea- 
tion for advance hcence may be entertained even in 
the absence of an export order as long as the items of 
import and their quantities and the items of export 
and their quantities have been specified in the apph- 
cation. Total quantities of finished goods which 
ought to be exported against the given quantities of 
raw materials and components in the advance licence 
will be computed on the basis of input output ratios 
certified by the Chartered Engineer and scrutinised 
by the technical authority such as DGTD/Tcxtile 
Commissioner. The F.O.B. value of exports in such 
cases may be fixed as the minimum value in relation 
to the rate of import replenishment available against 
the relevant export product or the value indicated by 
the appheant for the quantity to be exported or the 
value declared m the export documents as certified by 
the Customs authorities, whichever is the highest. 

4. Applications for advance licences under Duty 
Exemption Scheme should be made in the form given 
in Annexure U to this Appendix. Applications 
should be made m quadruplicate (four copies), two of 
which should be sent to the Chief Controller of 
Imports & Exports, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi (EP. 
II Section) and one each to the Directorate General 
of Technical Development (EP Directorate), Udyog 
Bhavan, New Delhi and the Deputy Secretary (Draw¬ 
back), Department of Revenue and Banking, Jeevan 
Deep Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi. 


5. The application should be accompanied by the 
following :— 

(<) Alist of Items with quantity and c.i.f. value of 
each item sought to be imported. (Each page 
of the list should be signed by the Chief Exe¬ 
cutive of the applicant concern or any other 
person duly authorised by the appheant in 
this behalf, and by a Chartered Engineer who 
IS not an employee of the applicant.) 

(u) A certificate m the prescribed form appearing 
in Annexure III to this Appendix, duly signed 
by the Chief Executive of the applicant 
concern or any other person duly authorised 
by the applicant in this behalf and by a Char¬ 
tered Engineer. 

6 Appheations will be examined by the DGTD/or 
the Textile Commissioner from technical angle. They 
will make their recommendation in the form at Anne¬ 
xure IV to this Appendix. Thereafter, the applica¬ 
tions will be considered by the Advance Licensing 
Committee under the CCI&E, New Delhi. Based on 
the decision taken, advance licences will be issued by 
the regional hcensing authorities concerned. In such 
cases, the facility of direct import by a Letter of Autho¬ 
rity will be available even in respect of those raw mate¬ 
rials, the import of which is canalised through a public 
sector agency and for which ordinarily only Release 
Orders are to be issued under the import jpolicy for 
Registered Exporters. The licence will be endorsed 
as ‘Advance Licence under Duty Exemption Scheme*. 
The licence shall be subject to export obligation speci¬ 
fying the products to be exported and their value, 

7. Exports made from the date of issue of the Duty 
Exemption Entitlement Certificate only will be taken 
into account for the discharge of export obhgation. 

8. After obtaining the advance licence from the 
hcensing authority concerned, the licence-holder will 
be required to approach the Deputy Secretary (Draw¬ 
back), Department of Revenue and Banking, Jeevan 
Deep Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi for 
obtaimng Duty Exemption Entitlement Certificate. 
A proforma of the Duty Exemption Entitlement 
Certificate is given in Annexure V to this Appendix. 

9. Before clearance of the first consignment against 
the advance import licence, the licensee shall execute 
an export bond with the hcensing authority concerned 
in a prescribed form. The export bond will be a 
combined one both for licence and customs duty 
purposes under the Scheme. The amount of customs 
duty payable in the event of default in the discharge 
of export obhgation will be indicated in the D.E.E.C. 
by the Drawback Directorate and it will be covered 
cither by a bank guarantee or by a surety of another 
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person or firm of standing and repute. In the case of 
exporters having estabhshed export performance a 
lower amount of bank guarantee/surety may be accepted 
by the licensing authority. In the case of public 
sector undertakings, an export bond without bank 
guarantee or surety may be accepted. 

10. After the licensing authority has accepted the 
export bond, the fact of acceptance will be recorded 
by that authority in the Duty Exemption Entitlement 
Certificate and its seal affixed thereon. The Duty 
Exemption Entitlement Certificate wiU indicate the 
Custom House at which the certificate will be regis¬ 
tered by the licensee. The hcensing authority will 
send intimation to that Custom House about the exe¬ 
cution and acceptance of the export bond. 

11. At the time of import, the licence holder shall 
submit along with the relevant Bill of Entry, the 
advance licence and the Duty Exemption Entitlement 
Certificate, and also make a clear declaration, along 
with other declarations, in the Bill of Entry that the 
goods are to be cleared without payment of customs 
duty under the duty exemption Notification issued by 
the Department of Revenue and Banking and also 
give reference to the relevant advance licence/Duty 
Exemption Entitlement Certificate in the said declara¬ 
tion. The customs authority will check this declara¬ 
tion and make an endorsement of the importation in 
the Duty Exemption Entitlement Certificate. 

12. When the export in discharge of the obUgation 
against the advance licence and the Duty Exemption 
Entitlement Certificate is made, the exporter shall 
make a specific declaration in the relevant shipping 
bill that the export is covered by the duty exemption 
entitlement certificate, also giving the number and 
date of the certificate in the declaration. The customs 
authority will check the declaration and make an 
endorsement of the shipment in the Duty Exemption 
Entitlement Certificate. 

13. Where for some reason or the’other, exports to 
the extent as specified in the Duty Exemption Entitle¬ 
ment Certificate do not take place, the manufacturer 
shall pay the duty on the proportionate quantity of 
exempt material corresponding to the products not 
exported. He shall also pay the customs duty on any 
excess material that has b^en left over after utilisation 
in the resultant products and completion of aU the 
corresponding exports. The duty shall be paid at the 
Custom House through which exempt materials were 
imported. These provisions about payment of duty 
will be without prejudice to any other action that may 
be taken under import control regulations for failure 
to discharge the export obhgation. 


14. After the Duty Exemption Entitlement Certi¬ 
ficate has been returned by the custom house, the 
manufacturer concerned will complete Parts ‘H’ and 
‘I’ of the Duty Exemption Entitlement Certificate and 
satisfy himself that the quanity of exempt materials 
ipiported have been fully accounted for either by way 
of shipment in full of the specified corresponding ex¬ 
ports or by way of paying duty leviable but for exemp¬ 
tion, and thereafter submit the certificate to the licens¬ 
ing authority concerned for redemption of the export 
bond. Before submitting the Duty Exemption Certi¬ 
ficate to licensing authority, the hcensee would submit 
the same to the Custom House for counter-signature. 
The Custom House will, while counter-signing the 
Certificate, send an advice separately to the hcensing 
authority concerned for redemption of the export 
bond. 


15. Exporters applying for advance hccnces under 
this Scheme have to produce with each application a 
Certificate of Chartered Engineer m support of their 
input requirements as laid down. As a measure of 
procedural simplification, it has been decided that a 
Certificate of Chartered Engineer once given by an 
exporter may form the basis for considering his future 
appheations for the same raw materials required for 
export of the same products, so that, on subsequent 
similar applications, the exporter has not to produce 
a Certificate of a Chartered Engineer,and the recom¬ 
mendation of ,the DGTD/Tcxtile Commissioner. 
Manufacturer-exporters exporting standard type of 
products may list their products (with sufficient details 
of their technical specifications) and indicate against 
each the various imported inputs required for manu¬ 
facture of a unit quantity of the ^shed product, 
including normal irrecoverable process wastage. This 
list giving in-put-outout relationship, duly signed 
by the authorised officer of the manufacturer and 
certified by a Chartered Engineer (who is not an 
employee of the manufacturer), can be lodged in 
advance with the CCI&E, D.G.T.D/Textile Commis¬ 
sioner and E)rawback Directorate and may form the 
basis for consideration of advance Ucence applications 
of the manufacturer. If the manufacturer changes 
the formula of manufacture of a product, involving 
change in raw material requirements, he should file a 
revised certified list. 

16. No drawback will be admissible in respect of 
duty-free materials used in manufacture of the products 
exported. If any other duty paid materials, whether 
imported or indigenous, are used in addition, a suitable 
rate of drawback will be fixed by the Drawback Direc¬ 
torate at the request of the manufacturer/exporter

Siihject : ATXOCATION OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE TO EXPORT HOUSES FOR PROMOTIONAL ACTIVITHES. 


Atlonlion is invited to the provisions made in para 124 Part ‘C’, Section 1 of this book accoidintt to which an export house 
holding‘Export House Certificate’may be allowed to utilise foreign exchange upto 2.5% of the FOB value of its total exports in the 
previous year, for the following purposes, Inter alia ■— 


(a) Foreign Exchange expenditure on promotional activities otherwise permitted under the Code of Grants in Aid for export elTorts 
A list of the relevant export promotion activities covered by the Code of Grants in Aid is enclosed, and 

(b) Imports of testing equipment and spares and machinery, duly cleared from indigenous angle and considered essential for sotting 
up common servicing centres. 


2 The above limit of 2 5 % is in addition to the blanket foreign exchange facility separately available to export houses and large 
exl>drters from the Reserve Bank of India and it is subject to a maximum of Rs 1 lakh. The amount exceeding Rs 1 lakh but within 
the overall 2 3 % will be adjusted against the REP entitlements earned by the export house on its own exports. 

3. During 1977-78, the facility will be available on the basis of 2 5% of the exports made in 1976-77 of all products, subject to the 
provision indicated in para 2 above, 

4 In the Export House Certificate issued to an export house in 1977-78, the total value of exports of the export house made in 
1976-77 will bo indicated This will enable the export house to avail of the provisions made in para 124 of this book. 

5 A copy of the Export House Certificate issued to an export house by the CCI&E will be sent to the Exchange Controller, Reserve 
Bank of India, Bombay The Reserve Bank of India will issue a blanket Pass Book to each export house releasing the amount of foreign 
exchange to be spent by the export house for the purposes mentioned m para 124 of this book, The amount so 
released will be equal to 2 5 % of the FOB value of exports mentioned in the Export House Certificate subject to a maximum of 
Rs. 1 lakh 

6 If an export house wants to utilise for these purposes an amount more than Rs. 1 lakh, but within the overall entitlement of 2 5% 
of the FOB value of its exports in 1976-77 by surrendering REP entitlements on its own exports as indicated in para 2 above, the export 
house will approach the import licensing authority concerned with whom the REP entitlement is pending and surrender the REP 
entitlement on its own exports of the required amount. To the extent the REP entitlement Is thus surrendered the licensing authority 
'^vill inform the Exchange Controller, Reserve Bank of India, Bombay. On that basis, the Reserve Bank of India will release further 
amount of foreign exchange m the Pass Book referred to above, 

7. The said Pass Book will enable the export house to remit foreign exchange for the purposes referred to in sub-para Kal above 
through any authorised dealer in foreign exchange The authorised dealer will debit the amount thus remitted in the Pass Book under 
intimation to the Reserve Bank of India. 


8 Export Houses intending to utilise this foreign exchange allocation for import of equipments etc referred to in sub-para 1(b) 
above should approach the DGTD (E.P Directorate) giving full particulars of the goods sought to be imported, their CI F value and the 
purpose/justification for import and the name of the licensing authority which has to issue the licence The DGTD will send their recom- 
■"""datlons diiect to the said licensing authority Based on that, the licensing authority wilt issue import licence The value of the licence 
se debited by the licensing authority in the said Pass Book under intimation to the Reserve Bank of India

Control Department) for post scrutiny, if any, as decided by the)Reserve Bank of India,
